in the eccupation of China has raised objections to the 
telegraphic preposal to recall the Commander-in-chief, 
and as the Emperer of China has reiterated his formal 
promise conderning the payment of an indemnity ef 450 
millions of taels with interest at four per cent, the re- 
call ef the Commander-in-chief will be carried out at once. 
At the same time the German expeditionary forces will be 
reduced te one brigade." .. The brigade will be cempesdé 
ef nine battalions of 500 men each. : ; 


The Japanese are taking back their time-expired men 


and will prebably keep some 3000 te 5000 men in Chihli. 
The French announced some weeks ago that they were going 
_ to withdraw immediately between 8000 and 9000 men. Though 
| their withdrawal was temporarily suspended,it is probable 


that now that the Germans have begun theirs it will be car~- 
ried out, The British send a regiment oft to Weihai Wei 
in . few days and I hear that ten tranaperte have been or- 
dered

dered to come to Taku to take away other British troops. 
In my despatch Ne.100 ef the Seth ultimo,I informed 


you of the steps being taken to gradually hand over the 
policing ef the province to the Chinese forces. I have 
not yet been informed of the method to be féllowed in trans 
ferring the control of this city to the Chinese author- 
ities,but will advise you of it as soon as I can.

Sir : 
The Diplomatic Corps met to-day to consider the var- 
ious plans of amortization of the Chinese indemnity. I en- 


close herewith copies of the two schemes which were 


considered. The first prepared by the agent here of the Hongkong — 


and Shanghai Banking Corporation contemplates amortization 
of the entire debt of 450,000,000 Taels, with interest at 


4%, in a period of fifty years. Its principal inconvenience 


- 


is that.it does not apply to the amortization all the sums 


which ‘in the next forty years become available for that pur- 
pose by the gradual extinction of the other fofeign Chinese 
debts. 


The plan of the Commission, which contemplates amortize . 


tion of the entirg indemnity in forty-five years, is based on

purpese, and no new charges made on China beyond the 
18,000,000 Taels necessary for the payment of the 4% duitorest. : 
The amortization under this latter scheme, which was ‘accepted 
in principle by the Diplomatic Corps, commences in 1906. 

The Diplomatic Cerps also examined the two gchemes of | 
amortisation submitted by the Chinese Plenipotentiaries. ses 
first plan centemplated repaying the capital of 450,000,000 
Taels in thirty years, and arterearts nae for twenty 
a the on of 15,950,000 Taels as snterest, or 279,000,000 
Taels as interest. This plan, of course, takes ne account 
ef cempound interest and does not figure out an ordinary 
interest of much over 3%. ‘The second cninece plan contemplates 
the amortizatien s forty years, and provides fer the ad- 
ditien te the sastsan ef the total of the cubavent and 
the. : nas ke forty equal instalments. 

The question of ek atetes in which the indemnities 
would have to be paid was also considered by the Diplomatic

Plenipotentiaries have declared that the Chinese botereent 

_ gccepted to pay interest at 4% on the capital of the indemity. 
The Committee is not acting at the present moment in virtue 
of any instructions from the Diplomatic Corps, but in its 
personal capacity. It has as its only ebject to secure informa- 
tien on certain passages in the letter referred te, and which 
seemed to it obscure. It would particularly like to knew how 


the Chinese Plenipotentiaries understand the system of amortiza- 


tion which they proposed. 


HIS EXCELLENCY LI HUNG-CHANG: We propose to pay in the first 


| place the capital in twenty years, then the interest in twenty 
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years. 

er MUMM : This system would cause & loss te the Powers

Le deferred. For if we accept provisionally the figure of 
450,000,000 Taels as the total of the . indemnitiés, the annual 
interest at 4% would be 18,000,000.

Orn the 10th ef April, we om the honor to receive a 
communication frem Your Excellency in which you submitted 
the eonclusion:arrived at by the Foreign Representatives 
in regard to the eeremonial to be observed at audiences of 
“His Maj esty the Emperor. 

Though the ceremonial is in accordance with the form 
prevailing in Eurepean sountries and the United States, still 
there are certain points which we find it difficult to com- 
piy with. They are four in number which we would submit for 
the eonsideration of the Foreign Representatives, 

1, As to general audiences being held in the Tai Ho Tie, 

we would point eut that this Throne Hall is used by the 
Emperor, who ascends the Throne, on the oceasion of great 
eelebrations and when His Majesty receives New Years congrat- 
ulations, When the Emperor ascends the Throne, the insigia 
earried before the Emperer, the Emperor's travelling equipage 
er esecrt, the whip which is cracked and the band of rusie, 
must be arrange in due order, The Princes, Dukes and eivil 
and military offieers are assigned places in the courtyard 


where the stones are marking their rank, The rules are very 
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perér must appear in full egurt dregs, and the forms 
of etiquette ate multifarious, It is therefore very ineon- 
venient to hela audiences granted to Foreign Representat ives 


there, If a change is made and audiences held in another 


Hall this would seen td be more suitable. 
2. in the matter of the Foreign Representatives presenting 
his detters Gf éefedence, or a letter from the head of his 
State, on which 6ceaston an Dnp ortal Sedan Chair should be 
sentfor then, wé would state that it is not convenient to 
send the hair the Empépor rides in. The Imperial Heusehold 
naturally shéuld preparé a4 sedan chair such as is used by the 
High Officials of thé ist rank, té6 be sont for the Minister;

In a word:~ No matter what ve of courtesy China shows 
to the Foreign Representatives, on no account will. it ve 
other than on a footing of equality setween the two countries 
concerned without less of prestige.

The Chien-Ching+kung shall be the hall in which all solem

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take place. 
As to the Imperial sedan-chair which is to be sent to 
the residence of a foreign representative for the resentation 
of his Letters of Credence or a communication from the Chief 
of the State by which he is accredited, my colleagues under~ 
stand by that that it shall be a sedan chair of the Imperial | 
color, similar to those used by His Majesty. 
. The explanations which you have given concerning the 
spot where the Foreigh Ministers should leave and get back 

into their sedan chairs when they shall be admitted to Imper~ 

ial audiences have not appeared satisfactoryyto my colleagues, 

who insist in this connection, and under reserve of the 

modification accepted by them in the selection of the hall, 

on the right which they have demanded. In consequence they 

will alight and get back into their sedan chairs at the 

foot of the steps leading up to the hall. 

As regards the banquets which His Majesty the 


Emperor may give to the Representatives of the Powers, my

As to the color of the chair, a ieee state that in China 
the Emperor is the only personage using the sedan covered 
with yellow, The Princes, Dukes and Ministers of state, all 
use ehairs covered with ¢reen cloth, 

On a Poreien Representative coinzg to an audienee, a 
large sedan chair covered with green cloth should be provided 
and sent to take him. This would fully show honor and dig- 

: nity to his rank. — To ride in a yellow chair would appear -— 
as though the personage in it was the Emperor himself. On 
hearing this the people would naturally become astonished, 
and it would also be inconvenient for us to present Your sx- 
eelleney’s communication in. a memorial te the Throne. 

In a previous communication we explained our views re the 
question cf the place where the Foreign Representatives 
should alicht and take their dictee - 

Under the syst em hitherto prevailing in China, Princes, 


Dukes ond Mintat ors of state, alight from Whety chairs out- 
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Emperor grants then for use in the Forbidden City, these are 


in the shape of small hakv which they can ride in to the 
Ching. Yun Gate. 

In the communication ( under acknowledgement) ,it states 
that cn an ‘audience veing given to a sinele Representative 
cr tc the Diplomatic Corps, cheese should be given in the 
Chien Ching Kung. 

We would observe that to enter the Audience Hall in 
question, it is necessary to take the road by way of the 
Ching Yun Gate, Then econformably te the rule existing in 
regard to the chairs granted to Princes, Dukes and Ministers 
of state, going into the Forbidden City, these are taken 
after entering the Tung Hua Gate, The chairs are called 
I Chiao, This would be tore in accordance with what is befit- 
ting. The Poreign Representatives alighting from and taking 
their chaifts in front of the steps of the Chien Ching Kung, 
would not be suitable and it would be a matter difficult to 
agree to, 

We have the honor, therefore, to request Your Excell en- 
ey to be gcod encuch te satisfactorily arrange this matter 


with your eolleagues and favour us with a reply.

Provincial Judge Jung, had not been in office but a 
short time, and there should also be some excuse made in his 
case. 

We beg that Your Excellency will bring this matter to tk 
the notice of the Foreign Representatives, asking them to 
consider it and agree to a more lenient form of punishment to 
be meeted out to these officers, and favor us with a reply.

The first accused, he 
whe played the chief role in the assassination,was the 
Taotai Pao,who mercilessly clesed his door to the nis- 
sienaries whose murder took place outside “ad 

But the first responsibility for the crime mist 
without doubt be thrown on the Governor of the Province. 
The Taotai acted in accordance with an Imperial decree, 
which was published by Liu Shu-t'ang,with the active 
assistance of Yung Ch*wan,. 

In view of the fact that these officials caused the 
movement which resulted in the vile murder of mission- 
aries,they deserve the severest punishment without the 
benefit of extenuating circumstances, 

In view of the remoteness of the Court, they 
might without danger,as other high provincial officials 
animated by feelings of humanity,have treated the decree 
as an act of folly, — 

Under these conditions, the penalty proposed can- 
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net be regarded as disproportionate to their crime, 
Nevertheless, taking inte consideration the age of Liu 
Shu-tang,whe is seventy years old,and the request which

INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 


After many-years agitation, the question of the proposed conser- 
vancy of the river Whangpoo, from the Native city of Shanghai to the 
Yangtsze, had so far advanced that by the summer of 1899 the scheme 
drawn up by the Committee of the Shanghai General Chamber of 

ommerce was accepted by the Foreign Consuls at this port, and also 
met with the approval of the Diplomatic Body at Peking. - 

In order to further the steps then being taken, the Chairman of 
he Committee addressed a circular letter to those Chambers of 
Commerce in various parts of the world interested in the trade of 
hanghai, giving particulars of the scheme and asking for their 
-operation. | 

As many of those whose aid was being invoked were necessarily im- 
verfectly acquainted with the details of the case, I deemed it advisable at 
he same time to draw up the two following memoranda, which were 
sent to some of those who had, during recent years, more directly 
interested themselves in the question. 

The disturbances which have since taken place in China have 
necessarily. interfered with a further consideration of the matter, but 
during the past few weeks it has again been brought forward, and every 
efort is now being made to bring the question to a satisfactory 
onclusion. . 

I have therefore decided to give wider publication to my memoranda, 
in the hope that by so doing it may in some slight degree assist in 
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bringing about a reform imperatively required not only in the interests 
of the shipping trade of this port bat also of all concerned in th. 
welfare and prosperity of Shanghai. | 

The first memorandam speaks for itself; the second perhaps calls 
for some slight explanation. | 

It was compiled from such documents as I was able to examine 
chiefly from the published reports of the Shanghai Chamber of 
Commetce. 

It must of necessity be very incomplete, as there is doubtless ap 
enormous mass of despatches, letters, reports, etc. etc. which have been 
written on the subject of the Whangpoo river during the past forty 
years which I have not had an opportunity of perusing. _ 

The conservancy of the waterways of China generally is one of 
great moment, affecting not only this river but many others, notably 
those of Tientsin and Newchwang and the Upper Yangtsze. 

It would not therefore be out of place were I to briefly allude to 
this side of the question. 

It may I think be reasonably claimed, that if a port has once been 
opened under Treaty to Foreign trade it is incumbent upon the Chinese 
Government to maintain the water approaches to that port. 

It is clear that if such an improvement as is here proposed is 
necessary, it should rightly be undertaken by the sovereign power and 
at its own expense. 

After many years of entirely profitless endeavour, however, we 
are forced to the conclusion that it is only a further waste of time to 
attempt to bring the Chinese Government to a proper appreciation of its 
responsibilities and obligations. 

The interests at stake are so great that no further time should be 
lost in commencing work, which we are assured on high expert authority 
will, if further delayed, result not only in a greatly enhanced cost once 
the work is begun, but also in irreparable injury to the water approaches 
of Shanghai, which no expenditure of money or engineering skill can 
entirely remedy. 

The work should therefore be taken in hand by the Foreign Treaty 
Powers, even though this may be abrogating the sovereign rights of the 
Emperor of China, while as under these conditions the necessary funds 
will in part have to be raised by a direct tax on foreign shipping, trade 
and eg those so taxed should be represented on the Board of 

trol. 

As regards the liability of the Chinese Government under treaty 
vis-a-vis foreign trade, it would seem that this cannot well be disputed. 

According to Article XXIX of the British Treaty of Tientsin of 
1858, tonnage dues are levied on all shipping entered and cleared at the 
Foreign Customs; although under the name of “Tonnage Dues,’ 
Article XVI of the American Treaty of 1858 and Article XXXII of the 
British Treaty point to the fact that the tax was considered as 
payment for light dues. 
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Under the terms of the English Merchant Shipping Act of 1854, 
which was no doubt taken as a guide by the British Plenipotentiary 
when drawing up the treaty of 1858, it is shown that the tax on 
shipping was not levied for the purposes of general revenue. This prin- 
ciple has since been confirmed by the British Government, notably 
in 1897 when dealing with the question of the light dues collected in 
Hongkong, and is generally admitted by all civilized powers. 

As shown in my second memorandum, the Tsung-li Yamén in a 
despatch to the Doyen of the Diplomatic Body dated 22nd April 1867 
clearly stated that the tonnage dues charged on foreign shipping were 
henceforth to be set aside regularly and permanently for certain objects 
calculated to improve the conditions to the shipping trade and of 
navigation. 

Though it is readily admitted large sums of money have been 
expended from time to time in improving the lighting of the China Coast, 
still we have reason to believe that, through a number of years, a 
considerable proportion of the money collected as tonnage dues by the 
Imperial Maritime Customs from the foreign shipping has been diverted 
to alien purposes, and this while the Chinese Government has been 
pleading want of funds as an excuse for not carrying out improvements 
which have been urgently pressed, not only by the foreign merchants 
but also by the accredited representatives of their respective Governments, 
and which China herself, at one time, admitted as likely to result in 
advantage to both Chinese and Foreigners alike. 

In addition to my memoranda, I have here included copies of some 
of the more recent correspondence which has passed between the 
Shanghai Chamber of Commerce and the Consuls on the subject, among 


which will be found the scheme of the proposed Conservancy Board as 
outlined by the Chamber.

MEMORANDUM ON THE PROPOSED CONSERVANCY 
OF THE WHANGPOO RIVER AT SHANGHAI. 


The Conservancy of the Whan is a question which has beep 
agitated by the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce for nearly forty years 
and it would appear that a short Memorandum explaining the situation 
and the requirements of the port of Shanghai may be useful to those who 
are interested in the China trade, but who have not sufficient local 
knowledge to follow the discussions which it is hoped may before long 
be raised at home on the subject. ; ; 

This so-called river is as a matter of fact a sort of back water of the 
Yangtsze, deriving, it is trae, a small proportion of its volume from the 
drainage of the surrounding country, but dependent for its existence as a 
navigable waterway on the flood tide. The country round Shanghai has 
been formed by silt, having at one time been completely covered with 
water, and the process is still going on. 

The Whangpoo may be regarded as a sort of lagoon where the 
process of silting has not gone far enough to prevent the ingress of the 
tide, and the channel has been kept open by the alternate inward and 
outward flow. Changes in the direction of deterioration are constantly 
at work, and the river must of natural causes gradually sink into a creek, 
unless preserved by artificial means. ; 

The well-known Gough Island may be quoted as an example of 
what is going on. The island, which is only a short distance below 
Shanghai, is now several acres in extent and well above the highest tide, 
whereas there are residents now in Shanghai who can remember when it 
was a bank, covered even at dead low water. 

In 1877 the Chairman of the Municipal Council wrote to the 
Chamber of Commerce pointing out the danger with which Shanghai 
was threatened owing to the narrowing of the river. 

The width between the Pootung Point and the mouth of the 
Soochow Creek (a creek which divides the American and English 
Settlements) was in 1875 only 1,250 feet at low tide, whereas in 1866 
it was 1,820 feet. At the present time the width is under 1,000 feet. 

The condition of the mouth of the Soochow Creek is also a cause of 
grave anxiety. The entrance is rapidly silting up and there is now : 
channel of 200 feet wide at low water, of which only some 40 feet giv: 
a depth of 8 feet. 
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Mr. Bisbee, the Coast Inspector of the Imperial Maritime Customs, 
drew up a short report on the river showing very clearly the general 
Weiareee from the Native 


deterioration which was taking in the 
City of Shanghai down to the Y e. 

This report was ae by order of the Inspector General 
of Customs (No. 111, Miscellaneous Series, No. 22, for 1894, “The 
Woosung Inner Bar and Whangpoo River ”’). | 

In considering the question it is necessary to make a distinction 
between the conditions of the Woosung Bar and the state of the river 
generally, for it is in uence of the prominence which has been 
given to the former that differences of opinion have arisen, causing 
certain apathy towards the subject on the part of the general Shanghai 
community. S 

It is ieee that people who are not thoroughly acquainted with 
the necessity for the work, probably involving an expenditure of some 
million of taels, should shrink from incurring expenses which they hope 
may not be necessary, when they hear it stated that the Bar is no worse | 
now than it was twenty years ago. Being under the impression that it 
is the condition of the Bar alone which has to be considered, it is 
excusable that they should show an inclination to oppose the views of 
those who have been compelled to give the question special consideration. 

The Bar has varied from year to year, according to the strength of 
the scour caused by the tides, but the tendency on the whole has been 
for the worse; this is fairly generally admitted. 

What is not uni y known, but is equally true, is that the whole 
river has shoaled and narrowed, and where shoaling and narrowing has 
not been so marked there has been a development of “ Channel splitting.”’ 

Experts who have studied the matter, and have been able to compare 
soundings taken at intervals, appear to be agreed that the Whangpoo as 
a navigable river is dwindling away in the manner of which the Soochow 
Creek is a plainly visible example. | | 
_° This ereek was formerly periodically dug out by the Chinese 

Authorities, a process which has ceased for some years along one 
section, between the stone bridge at Sinza and the entrance from the 
Whangpoo. The result is that the mouth is silting up. In other words, 
the okie only preserved by artificial means. 

There are those who say that the present agitation on the part of 
the Shipping Companies is due to the increased size of the vessels which 
visit the port. — | | 

It is admitted that the size of the vessels has increased during the 
past few years, but if Shanghai is to maintain its position, and still more 
its progress, as @ shipping centre, it must see that the class of shipping is 
kept up to date. 

Entrances and clearances at Shanghai during 1898* amounted to 
6,870 vessels with an aggregate tonnage of 8,205,028 tons, while the 


* The totals in 1900 were 7/222 veasels = 9,432,419 tons, While the tonnage 
dues came to Haikwan Taels 481,000. 
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tonnage dues collected here during the same period come to Haikwan * | 
Taels 401,000. | | 

Whatever may have been-the draught of vessels which formerly 
visited the port, we have to consider that many of the modern vessels 
which now arrive, such as the Trans-Pacific boats, and some of those 
running to Europe, frequently draw between 23 and 25 feet, sometimes 
even more, and no one will deny that every encouragement should be 
given to boats of this class to trade here. | : 

That the conservancy of the river is a matter of vital importance and 
deserving of the fullest support is clearly shown by the repeated efforts 
of the Chamber of Commerce for many years past to bring the matter to 
a practical issue. Are we to allow the water approaches to the most 
important trade centre of the Far East to become closed to the large 
ocean going steamers which now call here, or will it pay us to put our 
hands in our pockets and prevent the extinction of Shanghai as a 
shipping port ? 

A glance at the Trade Returns and a very casual inspection of the 
settlements and the industries now carried on will leave no doubt as to 
the answer which must be given. 

The Commissioner of the Imperial Maritime Customs at Shanghai, 
in his Annual Trade Report for 1898, quotes the following statement of 
the Coast Inspector :— 


‘‘The Whangpoo continues to show signs of deterioration. The 
‘‘most serious feature is the tendency to an equalization of the channels 
‘‘on either side of Gough Island, a process which, if continued, must 
“sooner or later cause a grave decrease in depth.” | 

The suggestions which have been made from time to time by experts 
for improving the conditions of the river are all fairly in agreement. One 
channel should be maintained through which the flow and ebb can ran 
freely. This was the scheme advocated by Captain Arthur, R.N., as 
long ago as 1872, when instracted by the British Admiralty to report on 
the matter, and this principle has been unanimously endorsed by every 
competent expert who has since examined the river. 

We have flowing past the foreign settlements of Shanghai a fine 
stretch of water, but, as said above, only a small percentage of the water 
is actually the drainage of the basin of the Whangpoo. By far the 
larger part of the current is caused by the flood tide. | 

Once the flood tide is checked the current, in and out, shews a rapid 
diminution both in volume and speed, with a corresponding shoaling and 
narrowing of the channel. 

The natural tendency of a tidal river whose banks are formed 
of soft alluvial soil, devoid of stone or rock, and entirely unprotected by 
artificial works, is, under the influence of strong ebb and flow, to become 
more sinuous by erosion; the concave curves become more accentuated, 


* A Haikwan Tael may be taken as the equivalent of 3s, or 75 cents gold. 
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qith a corresponding extension of the opposite banks, thus causing a 
decrease in the strength of the current. 

This winding of the river causes the flood tide to ran strongest on 
one side and the ebb tide on the other. 

During certain states of the tide cross currents are set up, and this 
regularity of the current causes formation of shoals in the centre of the 
~ channel, which in time develop into obstacles to navigation and some- 
times into islands rising above high water level. This division of the 
carrents, Which may be termed “Channel splitting,” is one of the first 
and most serious consequences of the Whangpoo being left to its own 
devices. 

To effect a permanent improvement not only would shoals, such as 
the outer and inner bars, have to be partially dredged, but the banks 
would have to be protected against erosion. All secondary passages 
should be closed. 

The river would have to be regarded as a canal, requiring uniform 
depth and regularity of bank. 

Experts believe that a passage from the sea to Woosung will 
always be open, either by the Northern or Southern passage, for 
ressels drawing 25 feet, and there is no reason why the river Whangpoo 
should not be made navigable for vessels of like draught. 

Looking at the volame of water in the river, spread over a wide 
channel which may be contracted by judicious engineering, and knowing 
what has been done in the way of conservancy works in other parts of 
world, there can be no doubt as to the feasibility of what is proposed. 
But the longer the work is delayed the greater will be the expense and 
the difficulty. | ) 

The river right up to the foreign settlements can be made a fairway 
for the larger vessels visiting Woosung, and this must be’ done unléss — 
Shanghai is to lose its position as the greatest trading centre in China. 

No doubt the work should properly be done by the Chinese Govern- 
nent, whose duty it 1s to preserve such an important waterway; but the 
inancial condition of the Government and its peculiar methods render it 
weless to hope for any serious and practical action on their part. 

How absolutely ignorant the Chinese officials are as regards the 
necessity for scientific conservation of the great waterways of the 
Empire is shown by their continual neglect to take ordinary precautions 
to prevent deterioration being still further encouraged by the action of 
the inhabitants on the banks of these rivers. 

So faras the Whangpoo is concerned this chiefly takes the form of 
blocking waterways by the cultivation of waternuts and other aquatic 
“crops,” with fishing sereens and the accumulation of rubbish and old 
building material which is thrown into the creeks at the various towns 
ind villages. The only means to grapple with this problem is by 
forming a Conservancy Board, who, acting under skilled engineering 
advice, will have fall power to deal with all these abuses, not only in 
Shanghai but in the neighbouring waterways. 


T > 
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This work will have to be undertaken by foreigners interested jp 
the protection and progress of the port, and they should insist on being 
granted certain powers to this end, although such powers may to some 
extent trench on the sovereign rights of the Emperor. 

After interminable negociations a scheme for the formation of 
Conservancy Board to supervise the work, and with powers to raise the — 
necessary funds, has been submitted by the Chamber of Commerce to 
the Consular Body. The latter have forwarded this proposal to the 
Foreign Representatives in Peking with an earnest recommendation in 
its favour. The Diplomatic Body are said to be unanimously, or almost 
unanimously, in favour of the plan, but they realize that a scheme of 
such importance cannot be dealt with by themselves, and have therefore 
decided to refer the matter for the consideration of their respective 
Governments. ; 

It is under such circumstances that it has been thought that the 
above Memorandam might be useful.

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suUMMARY OF THE STEPS WHICH HAVE BEEN TAKEN 
FROM TIME TO TIME TO HAVE THE RIVER 
WHANGPOO CONSERVED. 
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The port of Shanghai, on the banks of the Whangpoo, a tributary 
of the Yangtsze, was opened to foreign trade in 1843 under the terms 
of the Treaty of Nankin. 

Before long public attention was directed to the condition of the 
river and to the need for some conservancy work being inaugurated with 
a view to checking the deterioration which was obviously taking place in 
the channel, and for improving the general condition of the water 
approaches to Shanghai. 

Early in the forties vessels of comparatively light draught were not 
infrequently delayed off Woosung, at the mouth of the Whangpoo, for 
vant of sufficient water to enable them to cross the Bar. 

The writer of this Memorandum has not been able to obtain records 
jor the following 20 years showing what, if any, steps were taken to deal 
vith the question, but it had apparently not been lost sight of, for 
i 1865 the Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce reported that it 
was necessary to improve the navigation of the Yangtsze by increasing 
the number of buoys, light-houses, etc., and then proceeded to point out 
that steps should be taken to prevent encroachments on the banks of the 
Whangpoo and to conserve and deepen the main channel. 

The Harbour Master (who at this time was also styled “ Conservator 
ofthe Yangtsze”) had reported in August 1868 that funds were needed 
for necessary work, but these were not forthcoming *‘as the system which 
‘obtained in English ports, where tonnage dues were devoted to this and 
“kindred purposes, did not obtain in Shanghai.” 

At the annual meeting of the Chamber of Commerce in 1865 a 
resolution was passed to the effect that, as the amount allowed by the 
Chinese Government for the maintenance of lights, buoys, etc. etc. bore 
0 proportion to the sum accruing from the levying of tonnage dues, it 
vas desirable that the attention of the foreign Ministers at Peking 
be called to the urgent necessity for the appointment of a skilled staff 
to supervise the River Conservancy. 
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At one time it looked as though these representations were about to 
have some effect. The late Mr. Burlingame, U.S. Minister at Peking 
wrote under date March 29th, 1867, to the Secretary of State aj 
Washington, as follows :— 

‘Tam happy to enclose a Memorandum from Mr. Robert Hart 
‘‘Inspector General of the Imperial Maritime Customs, from which you 
“will learn what great progress the Chinese are making. They have 
‘decided to appropriate the entire tonnage dues to the building of light 
‘houses and for the improvement of harbours on the coast of China.” 

Mr. Hart’s Memorandum, which was dated 3lst January 1867, 
especially referred to the Woosung Bar and the conservation of the 
Shanghai Harbour. : 

It contained the following :— 

“ Knowing the monetary difficulties of the Government I have now 
“attempted to prevent the Authorities from diverting a considerable 
‘“ portion of the“Tonnage Dues from such works as harbour improvements 
‘‘ and lighting of rivers and coasts for military uses, knowing that tem- 
“ porary pressure alone caused them to avail themselves of that fund, once 
‘“ they began to understand the light in which foreigners viewed it. 
“T am quite certain that they (the Tsung-li Yamén and Provincial 
‘ Officials) will of their own accord and without pressure, furnish means 
“for carrying out of unobjectionable plans tending to the improvement of 
“ navigation along the coast and up rivers in which they clearly see that, in 
‘‘ a few years time, they themselves will be more deeply interested than 
‘¢ all those who now wish to initiate such improvements.” 

The Memorandum farther mentioned that while the Foreigners had 
always regarded the Tonnage Dues Fund as ear-marked for a special 
purpose, this had never before been admitted by the Chinese, who 
looked upon the tax as having been levied for the purpose of general | 
revenue, and consequently they had drawn upon it for military purposes 
during the Taiping rebellion. | 

Mr. Hart then states that the large sums now obtained from the 
Foreign Customs ‘“‘may be said to have completely freed the Fund in 
‘question (tonnage dues) from all calls for the supply of deficiencies 
“ elsewhere.” | 

In a postcript dated 16th March 1867 Mr. Hart added :— 

“ Since writing what precedes I have received official instructions 
“< from the Tsung-li Yamén authorising me to carry out all that this 
‘¢ Memorandum sets forth.” 

- On the 22nd April 1867 the Tsung-li Yamén addressed an official 
despatch to the Representatives of the Treaty Powers in Peking in which 
the following statement occurred :— | 

“ During the past few years Mr. Hart has repeatedly brought to 
“notice . . . several matters calculated to improve shipping and 
“ navigation and involving the appropriation of funds, and as they were 
‘¢ all likely to result in advantage to both Foreigners and Chinese, the 
‘¢ Yamén has willingly received and from time to time adopted them.” 
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“ Last year __._.—.--he brought forward a proposal whereby the | 
« Tonnage Dues should henceforth be set aside regularly and permanently 
«for certain objects, and this was acceded to by the Yamén.” 

After enumerating the duties of the Inspector General of Customs, — 
the despatch continnes :— : 7 

“ It appears that the shoals near the entrances of the open ports, in 
«which vessels frequently ground and are injured or lost, have been 
« growing largely in the lapse of time and obstruct the Channel, and the 
“necessary expenditure for removing or dredging them will be very 
“large. In addition buoys, light-ships, etc. have been to some extent 
«placed along the coast and rivers, which require further outlay.” 

At the annual meeting of the Shanghai General Chamber of 
Commerce held on 16th November 1870 a resolution was unanimously 
carried to the effect that the Taotai be memorialised through the 
Consuls on the state of the Woosung Inner Bar “which might be made 
“easily navigable for vessels of 24 feet draught.” 

The Treaty Consuls held a meeting on 16th October 1871 to 
discuss the question of the Woosung Bar, when the Senior Consul 
(Mr. Seward, Consul General U.S.A.) stated that the Inspector 
General (Mr. Hart) had informed him that it had been found necessary 
to send for divers and apparatus as a first step towards removing 
the “Lismore” wreck, and that a dredging machine would be 

|, provided. | | 
[ Note.—The “ Lismore ” was sunk in the Yangtsze off the mouth 
of the Whangpoo. The wreck never was removed and is now covered by 
a bank necessitating the permanent presence of a light vessel to mark 
this obstruction to navigation. ] 

The representative of the P. & O. Company (Mr. F. D. Barnes) 
at a meeting held on 18th December 1871 called attention to the state 
of the Woosung Bar, and it was again unanimously decided to demand 
that the Bar be dredged. 

Early in 1872 the Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce addressed 
a circular letter to the Ministers at Peking enclosing among other 
documents a letter largely signed by merchants, underwriters and 
shipping agents calling attention to the unsatisfactory nature of the 
Woosung Bar. | 

The reply received was that Mr. Hart had been instructed to give 
the matter early attention. The Russian Minister through his Consul 
replied to the effect that he would not fail, together with his colleagues, 
to maintain an interest in this question, the necessity for a solution of 
which will year after year be more strongly felt ; and that he had every 
reason to believe that the matter was receiving the serious consideration 
of the Chinese Government. ) 

The Russian Minister went on to say that notwithstanding this 
serious consideration on the part of the “I[sung-li Yamén the solution of 
the question was likely to be protracted year after year [a prophetic 
utterance unhappily only too completely fulfilled ]. : 
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In their. Annual Report of 1872-73 the Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce state that the Inspector General and Chinese Authorities 
have not sufficient funds with which to carry on the work. Figures are | 
produced by the Chamber showing this excuse to be untenable, as the 
revenue derived from Tonnage Dues largely exceeded the expenditure 
on light-houses, etc. 

A regret is expressed that no reply has been received from the 
Inspector General re Woosung Bar and Conservation of the Whangpoo 
notwithstanding the assurances given that the matter should receive 
prominent attention at Peking. | 

In October 1872 a protest from the P. & O. Company was received 
by the Chamber of Commerce with regard to the detention of a homewar 
bound mail steamer at Woosung. This was passed on to the Inspector 
General at Peking, coupled with the hope that there would be no 
further delay in adopting means to improve the navigation of the river. 

The Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce (the late Mr. F. B. 
Johnson) in January 1873 addressed a letter on the subject to Mr. Wade, 
the British Minister at Peking, winding up with an enquiry as to whether 
His Excellency would support a demand, should it be made by the 
Community, for the Ratepayers of Shanghai to undertake the conservancy 
of the river should the Chinese still decline to assume their obligations, 
“‘a duty which it is the obvious function of every civilized Government 
“to discharge.” 

It was suggested that the necessary revenne be raised by taxes 
levied upon native and foreign shipping and upon landed and house 
property. | 

In March 1873 the British Minister replied to the effect that for 
the next two years at least the construction of light-houses would 
absorb all that was collected under the heading of tonnage dues, and 
that the Chinese Government had not as yet sanctioned any outlay of 
Imperial funds for the conservancy of the river ; such fands, if required, 
would have to be provided from sources other than tonnage dues. 
He recommended the Chamber to wait, as he hoped shortly to vbtain a 
definite statement from the Government as to whether it would, or 
would not, undertake the improvement of the Woosung Bar. The 
British Minister at the same time forwarded copies of the reports made 
by Captain Arthur, R.N., and Lieutenant Tracy, R.N., on the subject 
of conserving the river. i 

The Chairman of the Chamber received a letter from the British 
Consul dated Ist October 1878 stating that the question had been 
referred to Lord Granville, Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and 
that the reply received was to the effect that the Admiralty contemplated 
making a new survey of the river. 

The question was again discussed at the annual meeting of the 
Chamber in November 1873, but with no apparent result, 

In the Chamber's report for the year 1873-4 the Committee 
acknowledge the efforts of Her Majesty’s Minister at Peking to bring 
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the Imperial Government to see the urgent necessity of the case, but 
he has been met with the “ Heaven sent barrier argument.” 

The Committee, in spite of this, state that private information has 
peen received which leads them to think that the Imperial Government 
griously contemplate taking decided steps towards dredging. They go 
on to say that no opportunity will be lost for urging the question. 

In the following March (1874) considerable correspondence passed 
between the Chamber, the Senior Consul, and the Governor of Kiangsu 
vith reference to the engaging of two Dutch Engineers from Japan to 
report on the river. At the same time the P. & O. Agent again 
yrote calling attention to the frequent detention of mail steamers at 
Woosung, and wound up by saying :— : 

“All that now seems to be required is continual agitation from 
‘this end until the work is actually carried out,” 

That the conserving of the River was even then recognized as a 
matter demanding the earnest attention of H.M.’s Government is proved 
by the fact that some of the correspondence which had passed on 
the subject was laid before the Houses of Parliament [see China 
No. 8, 1874, * Correspondence respecting the state of the Woosung 
Bar neat Shanghai.” Harrison & Sons, London. C. 950]. 

From this correspondence it will be noticed that the British 
Minister informed the Foreign Office that the Inspector General had 
ben authorised to spend a considerable sum of money upon dredging 
the Bar. 

In March 1874 the Inspector General (Mr. Hart) published a 
Memorandum on the Woosung Bar which shews that he did not 
walize the trae position which Shanghai held (and would hold in the 
future) as a@ centre of trade in this part of the Empire and the conse- 
quent necessity of straining every nerve to maintain a waterway to 
the sea suitable for the passages of large steamers. 

Mr. Hart’s paper was obviously written as an excuse for the 
Chinese Government for not undertaking the dredging of the Bar as 
demanded by the foreign community of Shanghai and as already promised 
by the Chinese Government. . 

It is of course easy to criticise such a document 25 years after it was 
written, but it is interesting to note that Mr. Seward, the United States 
Consul General, replied in a very able note.to Mr, Hart’s Memorandum, 
pointing out that geographically Shanghai was the proper centre for 
trade in Central China, and that she should maintain her place as such. 
He states in one of the final paragraphs, that the purpose of his note is 
“to promote the interests of Shanghai so far as they may depend 
“upon the conservation of the river, and especially upon the improvement 
“of the Bar at Woosung.” 3 

In 1876 Messrs. Esher and de Rijke, two Dutch hydraulic engineers 
in the employ of the Japanese Government, came over from Japan at the 
request of the Senior Consul to make a report on the river, their expenses 
being paid by public subscription. 
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The very able and exhaustive report made by them was duly 
published in Shanghai, but nothing was said regarding the value of a 
report and the necessity for further pressing the stellen in the Annual. 
Report of the Chamber of Commerce. At the Annual Meeting of the 
Chamber held in March 1877 the only reference to the matter was 
an explanation by the Chairman that the Chamber had been askeg 
to contribute Taels 100 to help cover the deficit in the cost of the 
report. 

2 In April 1877 the Chairman of the Municipal Council (Mr, J, 
Hart) wrote to the Chamber of Commerce with reference to the 
deterioration of the river. He pointed out the dangerous manner jp 
which the Pootung Point was extending, and went on to state that 
“a portion of the large amount received by the Chinese Authorities jp 
“tonnage dues should be devoted towards the Conservancy of the port,” 
and promising the hearty co-operation of the Council in any steps the | 
Chamber might resolve to take. 

The Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce (Mr. F. B. Johnson) 
replied that “there can be little doubt that the navigable channel and 
“anchorage grounds of the upper reaches of the river are bein 
‘narrowed year after year to such an extent as to justify the serious 
‘apprehensions which are widely entertained as to the ultimate effect 
“upon the port of the rapid shoaling which is taking place,” going on 
to say that these fears were not diminished by a study of the report made 
by Messrs. Esher and de Rijke. 

The Chamber of Commerce and the Municipal Council had already 
drawn up some rules for the formation of the Conservancy Board, and 
these having been provisionally agreed to by the Tsung-li Yamén and the 
Ministers for France, German Ranta. America and Great Britain (as 
advised in a letter from the German Consul General to the Chamber, 
dated March 16th, 1878), were published in London through the 
Committee of the London Chamber of Commerce. 

On the 7th August 1877 the Chamber wrote to the Ministers 
urging the formation of a Conservancy Board and specially directing 
attention to the narrowing of the River off the Settlements, more 
particularly in the Lower Reach. } | 

The following year the Chairman of the Chamber, while discussing 
the conservancy of the river at the annual meeting of the Chamber 
held on 8th April 1878, said that lately this question had been left 
too much out of sight. He went on to add that “as the Chinese 
“ Government is believed to hold a large unexpended balance of the 
‘foreign tonnage dues which are by treaty applicable to such improve- 
“ments, the required expenditure may be said to have been already 
‘“< provided for.” 

During 1879 however more attention was paid to the matter. 
The Inspector General of Imperial Maritime Customs visited Shanghai 
‘and was interviewed by the Committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 
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He was not encouraging, the chief objections brought forward being 
want of fands and the uncertainty as to whether the work, if carried out, 
vould have the desired result. : 

Mr. Hart suggested that the Shanghai Community should take the 
work in hand, and if the issue were favourable the Chinese Authorities 
night then lend their aid. A scheme was finally drawn up, and in the 
main agreed to by the Diplomatic Body and endorsed by the Consuls. 

Further complaints were received from most of the Shipping 
Companies during the year as to detention of vessels at Woosung, and a — 
letter was addressed to H.B.M.’s Minister (Sir Thomas Wade), who in 
reply stated that the Diplomatic Body would like to receive an expres- 
sion of opinion on the subject from the Community at large. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Chamber of Commerce held on 
March 8th, 1880, the Chairman (Mr. F. B. Forbes) brought forward a 
resolution to the effect that the condition of the river approaches to 
Shanghai gravely imperilled the trade of the port, and that as the 
Chinese Government persistently refused to take the matter in hand the 
Chamber proposed that steps be taken by levying a tax on trade at the 
rate of th of 1 per cent ad valorem on all goods passed through 
the Customs, to raise funds to have the work carried out under a 
foreign board of control, a special meeting of the Community being 
called to discuss this. . 

Mr. Forbes gave an interesting summary of the steps taken during 
the past 10 years with a view to having the river conserved, and after 
some discussion his resolution was adopted unanimously. 

In consequence of this a Meeting of the Mercantile Community was 
held in Shanghai on the 22nd April 1880 under the auspices of the 
Consular Body at which the proposal of the Chamber of Commerce was 
mye the Committee being asked to have a memorial signed and sent 
to Peking. | 
: This was done, but all the Chairman could report a year later was 
| that no official communication had been received from Peking, but it 
| Was generally understood that the Tsung-li Yamén had returned a very 
unsatisfactory reply to the Minister’s representations. 

q During the year 1881 no correspondence of any importance appears 
_ to have passed between the Doyen of the Diplomatic Body and the 
_ Chamber of Commerce, nothing had been heard of the memorial, but it 
Was believed the Taotai had ordered a steam dredger. 

In 1882 no further information was forthcoming beyond the fact 
_ that it was understood a powerful dredger had arrived, and it was hoped 
- some active steps would now be taken as regards the Bar. 

q The dredger ‘“‘ Anding” subsequently arrived, but being in the first 
_ Place not suitable in several essentials for the nature of the work required, 
_ and for other reasons, was not a success. 

‘ At the annual meeting of the Chamber of Commerce on April 4th, 
» 1884, a letter was read from the P. & O. Agent (Mr. A. Lind) giving 
_ the history of the dredger. 
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This vessel arrived in March 1898. The following September work 
was commenced on the Bar. This was carried on fitfully and unsystemati- 
cally with no skilled engineering supervision, and after a short time 
the boat was withdrawn entirely from the work. 

The Committee then unanimously agreed to lay the matter before 
the new British Minister on his arrival. 

Sir Harry Parkes promised to do what he could, stating that he 
had instructions from the Home Government on the subject, but 

‘unfortunately he died at Peking within a year of his Arrival, but it was 
understood that the Chargé d’ Affaires (Mr. O’Connor) had been instructed 
by H.M.’s Government to press the matter with the Yamén. __ 

In September 1884 notice was given that in consequence of 
hostilities having broken out between France and China the Chinese 
Government proposed placing a barricade in the river to enable them to 
block the channel entirely in event of attack. 

The Chairman of the Chamber (Mr. J. G. Purdon), when writing to 
the Senior Consul on the subject, again urged the point that “the very 
‘existence of Shanghai as a great commercial centre . . . depended 
“upon the freedom of its water communication.” 

The question was referred to Peking, but the Diplomatic Body, 
while sympathising with the Shanghai Community, expressed their 
inability to move in the matter. ) : 

A very largely attended Public Meeting was held in Shanghai under 
the auspices of the Chamber of Commerce on the 20th September 1884 
with Mr. J. J. Keswick in the Chair, when resolutions were passed 
calling upon the neutral powers to intervene and attempt to bring about 
peace between China and France, and more particularly protesting against 
any tampering with the water approaches of Shanghai. 

It is worthy of note that the expenses in connection with this 
Meeting (some Tls. 700) were subsequently refunded to the Chamber of 
Commerce by the Municipal Council in accordance with a resolution 
passed at a Meeting of the Ratepayers, on the ground that the question 
was one which concerned the well-being of the whole Community. 

In the spring of 1886, the barricade in the Whangpoo having been 
removed, the Agent of the P, & O. Company (Mr. H. H. Joseph) wrote 
to the Chamber of Coramerce on the subject of conserving the river, and 
the usual representations were made to the Minister at Peking. 

In May of that year a reply was received through the Senior Consu! 
Dr. Lihrsen) to the effect that representations had again been made to 
the Yamén, but that the Doyen of the Diplomatic Body (Herr Von 
Brandt) deprecated undue publicity being given to the fact ‘as it might 
‘interfere very materially with the success of the negociations.” 

The Senior Consul at the same time wrote that instructions had 
been sent to the Shanghai Taotai to take the necessary steps to resume 
dredging. 

On the arrival of the New British Minister (Sir John Walsham) 
in May 1886 the Committee again urged the matter in a personal 
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interview, when he stated there was good reason for hoping that dredging 
operations might shortly be undertaken. | 

The dredging operations on the Inner Bar were recommenced in 
the spring of 1887, the work having been placed in the hands of the 
Imperial Maritime Customs, after some correspondence on the part of 
the Chamber of Commerce, but subsequently want of funds was again 
urged as an excuse for not proceeding with the work. 

In March 1889 the Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce 
(Mr. E. H. Lavers) at the annual meeting stated that he understood 
dredging would be shortly recommenced. 

The dredger “ Anding,” now under supervision of the foreign 
Customs, continued working very intermittently, from May 1889 to 
September 1891, when she was finally withdrawn. 

The vessel in the first place not having been suitable for the work, 
and having been some years entirely in the charge of Chinese, it was 
not surprising that when taken over by the Customs she was continu- 
ally breaking down, necessitating considerable expenditure in repairs 
and frequent removal from the scene of work. 

A very considerable sum of money was thus expended by the 
Customs without any permanent result. . 

The next reference made to the Conservancy of the Whangpoo in 
the published reports of the Chamber of Commerce is early in 1893, 
when the Chairman (Mr. J. G. Purdon) again wrote to the Senior 
Consul, Mr. J. A. Leonard, United States Consul General, pointing out 
that the very existence of Shanghai as a trading centre was seriously 
threatened by the continued neglect of the Chinese Government to 
carry ont remedial measures. 
| The Chairman then pointed out the very serious loss which 
would befall all concerned in the weltare of Shanghai and also the 
Imperial Government were the large mail companies and others 
compelled to carry on communication with Shanghai by means of 
small auxiliary steamers. 

He puts the loss on tonnage dues alone at Tls. 100,000 p. a. at 
the least. 

Acting on a suggestion of the new British Minister (Mr. 
N. O’Connor), who passed through Shanghai in 1892 on his way to 
Peking, the Chamber of Commerce then proposed that Sir Charles 
Hartly be requested to visit Shanghai and report as to the best means 
of improving the river. 

A vast amount of correspondence passed between the Chamber 
and the various officiais on the subject. 

At the annual meeting in April 1894 the Chairman (Mr. C. M. 
Dyce) was able to report that arrangements had been made with Sir 
C. Hartly to visit Shanghai, the expenses to be provided by the two Muni- 
cipal Councils, the Taotai and the leading shipping and mercantile firms. 
_ The British Minister had informed the British Consul that the 
Yamén had signified its approval. 
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It was then arranged that Sir C. Hartly should visit Shanghai at 
the end of 1894, but this agreement had subsequently to be cancelled 
owing to the state of Sir Charles’ health, which prevented him visiting 
China. 

The Committee lost no time in entering into negociations to secure 
the services of another expert. 


In the spring of 1895 it was for a short time hoped that the 
Conservancy of the Whangpoo might be made one of the conditions of 
peace between China and Japan, but this, if ever seriously considered by 
the Japanese, was abandoned. 


In the autumn of 1895 Sir N. O'Connor, the British Minister, 
passed through Shanghai on his way home. The Committee of the 
Chamber had a meeting with him, when he stated that although the 
Chinese Government was not in a position to do much itself in the 
matter, being fully occupied with the results of the late war, it would 
probably be prepared to grant the foreign Community permission to 
conserve the river, if they were also willing to pay the cost, and that 
permission would be given for the formation of the necessary board 
of control. 


The Chamber then entered into negociations with Messrs. Coode, 
Sons & Matthews for Mr. Matthews to make“a report on the river. 
The Municipal Council in 1896 obtained permission from the Ratepayers 
to contribute to the cost of this survey a sum not exceeding Taels 15,000. 

In the autumn of 1892 a vessel named the ‘‘ Feima” had been 
wrecked in the Inner Bar; a second vessel, the ‘‘ Nora,” struck on this 
wreck in April 1895 and also sank on the Bar. 

It was not, however, until very strong representations had been 
made to Peking that instructions were issued by the Tsung-li Yamén to 
the Imperial Castoms to remove the wrecks, the Bar not being declared 
free of these obstructions until October 1895. 

_ The loss of the second vessel and the delay experienced in clearing 
the Bar gave rise to further requests on the part of the Chamber of 
Commerce for a Conservancy Board. 

During 1886 the negociations for Mr. Matthews’ proposed visit to 
Shanghai fell through and the Chamber finally succeeded in arranging 
for Mr. de Rijke (one of the Dutch engineers who reported on the river 
in 1876 and who was still in Japan) to re-visit the port and make a 
preliminary report as to the best means of conserving the river, half 
Mr. de Rijke’s fee to be paid by the Muncipality. 

Pending the receipt of the report the Chamber turned its attention 
to the question of the formation of a Conservancy Board. 

Considerable correspondence on the subject passed between the 
Chairman (Mr. E. F. Alford) and the Senior Consul, who, while stating 
that the Consular Body sympathised with the endeavours of the 
Chamber to get the river conserved, pointed out the great difficulties 
which lay in the way of carrying out such a scheme, 
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The New British Minister (Sir Claude Macdonald) arrived in 
China in April 1896, when the China Association had an interview with 
him. The necessity for conserving the river was then specially brought 
to his notice, and during his residence at Peking Sir Claude did not let 
the matter rest, but it was admitted before bringing forward a definite 
scheme it was advisable to await receipt of Mr. de Rijke’s report. This 
was received in the autamn of 1898 and has since been published. As 
regards the conserving of the river, however, it is pretty generally 
recognised that there is no hope of the Chinese Government undertaking 
the work. 

The necessary funds must consequently ve largely provided by the 
Foreign Community, and before this can be done and the work 
commenced a Board must be established who will have entire supervision 
of the collection and disbursement of funds and of the work on the river. 

After much discussion and correspondence with the Consular Body 
the Chamber of Commerce on the 19th April 1899 submitted a final 
scheme showing how they considered the Board should be constituted. 

This was accepted by the Consular Body and forwarded to the 
Ministers at Peking with a strong recommendation that it be confirmed. 

The Diplomatic Body after considering the scheme finally decided 
that although in favour of its adoption nothing could be done until 
they had first communicated with their respective Governments. This 
we understand has now been done. 

The Committee of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce has there- 
fore decided to address a circular letter to all the important Chambers 
of Commerce interested in the China Trade, asking their assistance in 
urging the importance of the question on their respective Home 
Governments. | 

In conclusion it would be well to point out that in spite of the 
announcement’ made by the Tsung-li Yamén in 1867, that they had 
agreed to set aside the whole of the tonnage dues for purposes of 
improving the navigation of the coast and waterways to treaty ports, 
they have systematically diverted a considerable portion of these funds . 
to other purposes, 

In the report by Mr. Consul Jamieson on the ‘ Revenue and 
Expenditure of the Chinese Empire” [F. 0. Miscellaneous Series. 
No. 415, “Reports on Subjects of General and Commercial Interest 
in China,” Page 12, Para., 2], the statement is made that %,ths 
of the dues are paid to the Inspector General and ,3,ths to the Tsung- 
li Yamén for the support of the Tung Wen Kwan (Imperial College 
at Peking). 

| Note——As a matter of fact the money probably goes into the 
pocket of the Empress Dowager. During 1898 this proportion of the 
tonnage dues (,3,ths) would have amounted to no less a sum than 
Haikwan Taels 185,000. ] 

_ This diversion of tonnage dues has been carried on through a long 
period of years, during which the Chinese have repeatedly pleaded 
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‘‘want of funds” as an excuse for not carrying out work which they 
had agreed upon executing, which they had admitted was for the benefit 
of all concerned in China trade (both natives and foreigners), and which 
they had, at one time at all events, agreed came under the category of 
‘‘ ynobjectionable works.” 


This brief summary of the negociations carried out during upwards 
of 30 years calls for little or no comment. 

It is clear that if the river is ever to be conserved that the work 
must be entrusted to a Conservancy Board formed of those who are 
directly interested in the success of the scheme and acting under the 
protection, and with the approval, of the Foreign Treaty Powers.

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The following circular letter with enclosures was 
sent to all the principal Chambers of Commerce of 
Europe, Australia, India, the Far East, and the United 
States.

Sirn,—The condition of the Whangpoo River generally and of the 
Woosung Bar in particular has for many years past been a great 
obstruction to the trade of Shanghai, and a cause of great expense by 
reason of the fact that many steamers engaged in the trade of the port 
are unable to cross the Bar, and are forced to take in and discharge their 
cargoes Outside Woosung. As the evil. was growing and threatened 
the future existence of Shanghai as a shipping port, this Chamber 
engaged Mr. J. de Rijke, a well-known Dutch expert in the service 
of the Japanese Government, to make a preliminary survey of the River 
and Bar with the object of suggesting remedial measures. : 

‘When this Report was completed it became evident that no such. 
remedial measures could be effectually undertaken unless a Conservancy 
Board was established, with full authority to carry out all necessary 
works of improvement and to collect funds to cover the expense of same. 
This Chamber therefore drew up a scheme embodying their views, which 
they laid before the Consular Body, as you will see by annexed correspon- 
dence, and this being favourably received was forwarded to Peking for the 
approval of the Foreign Representatives. As the latter have decided 
that certain points in the proposed scheme must be submitted to their 
respective Governments, this Chamber begs your earnest assistance in 
support of their proposal, and trusts you will do your best to impress. 
upon your Government the great necessity, in the interests of international 
trade, for the establishment of a Conservancy Board who will be 
empowered to restore and conserve the river approaches to this important 
emporium,

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CORRESPONDENCE re CONSERVANCY BOARD. 
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H.M.F.M.’s Consulate- General, 
Shanghai, 27th January, 1899. 


‘Srrn,—After a thorough study of the scheme of a Conservancy Board 
for the Woosung River, contained in your letter dated 13th December 
last, the Consular Body, at their meeting of 20th instant, closely con- 
sidered and discussed the matter and desired me to state the following :— 

The Consular Body admit the great urgency, in the interest of 
trade, to constitute a River Conservancy Board having under its control 
the works at the bar or elsewhere found necessary by technic, dredging, 
removal of wrecks and other obstacles, pilot service, floating lights, 
buoys, etc., such Board being also intrusted with the funds raised from 
agreed sources, their management and expenditure and, if possible, 
the issue of regulations and performance of certain maritime police 
functions, and other prerogatives enunciated in your scheme. 

Although its cosmopolitan nature and the privileges of exterritori- 
ality enjoyed by Foreign Powers in China demand that such Board be 
constituted by an International Convention signed at Peking, it is 
nevertheless evident that this constitation must be formulated in 
Shanghai, where all wants and obligatory conditions are known. 

The said Convention must determine the responsibilities for the Board 
and its Members’ acts, carefully avoid in the constitution of said Board 
any political character or motive of dispute in questions of principles, and 
provide the Board with means to secure the accomplishment of its 
functions. All those necessities imply the condition that the Board be 
constituted like, for instance, the Company for the Canal of Suez, 
governing itself by its statutes in which are foreseen the rights and 
duties of the members, the working and representation of the institution. 

It must be noted that the responsibilities of the Board now 
contemplated, for its actions, can only be claimed before a Court of 
Consuls, it is therefore necessary that its rights and duties be 
formulated, as exactly as possible, in regulations to be elaborated, 
preferably in Shanghai. 

These considerations make it evident that Consuls cannot be on the 
Board; the presence there of any official element would be of much 

. greater inconvenience than use. - 
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Finally, the Consular® Body are of opinion that a scheme in which 
the above mentioned conditions would not be respected, would carry in 
itself the cause of its condemnation. | 

Those are the reasons why my Colleagues, before forwarding your 
scheme to the Diplomatic Body at Peking, found it advisable to address 
you the present letter and ask if on account of the above stated 
considerations the Chamber of Commerce will not find it necessary to 
bring some modifications into their original scheme, a copy of which I 
beg to return»herewith enclosed.

If considered desirable the Board might still further be increased 
by a Wy me of the Municipal Council and a representative of the 
The Board to elect their own Chairman and Vice-Chairman. 
A paid Secretary to be appointed. | : 
The Harbour Master and a body of water police and watchmen 
be servants of the Conservancy Board. 
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In the event of the river being conserved a competent Engineer 
should be appointed who will have supreme control (under the Board) of 
the entire work. ? 


Dotizs or tHE Boarp. 


1.—Regulation of Trafic:—To issue such regulations as may be 
found necessary for the regulation of the traffic between the upper 
limit of the Foreign Settlements to the Red Buoy in the Yangtsze, 
and over all waterways (such as the Soochow and other Creeks) within 
the area of the Foreign Settlements at Shanghai and the Settlement at 

Woosung. 

2.—Dredging and Bunding :—No dredging or bunding works to be 
carried out in this section of the river, or in the above mentioned creeks, 
without the permission of the Board. : 

8.—Removal of Obstacles:—To have full power to remove all 
obstacles in the river or creeks, and where necessary (as in the case of 
wrecks for example) to recover the cdst of so doing from those 
responsible. 

4.—Control of Lights :—To have complete control of all floating 
lights, buoys, etc., in this section of the River and of such marks on 
shore as may be necessary for the safe navigation of the river, with the 
exception of Light-houses, which will remain as provided for in Clause 82 
of the Treaty of 1858 between Great Britain and China. 

5.—To Receive Proportion of Tonnage Dues :—The Board to receive 
a proportion of the tonnage dues paid to the Imperial Maritime Customs 
at Shanghai, Woosung and any other port on the Whangpoo, sufficient 
to cover cost of such work or duties as would be carried out by the 
Harbour Authorities were the Board not in existence. 

6.—Control of Conservancy Works:—In the event of its being 
decided (by the Board) to carry out the Conservancy of the River, 
the whole work of so doing to be under the control of the Board, 
even though this may entail work outside the proposed limit of their 
jurisdiction, | 

7.—Collection and Expenditure of Funds :—The Board to have the 
collection and expenditure of all fonds which may be raised for such 
works and to have the power to enforce payment, once the levying of the 
Tax has been agreed to by the Joint Powers. 

8.—Police and Watchmen :—The Board to have power to organise 
police and/or watchmen to carry out their orders. 

_ 9.—Control of Pilot Service :—The Board to control the Shanghai 
Pilot Service. No license to be issued except by the Board, who will 
have power to deal with these licenses. 

10.—Enforcements of Regulations:—With regard to enforcing 
observance of their regulations, the Conservancy Board, being constituted 
in concert between the Treaty Powers and the Chinese Government, 
will have the power to sue those who disregard the regulations, before their-

5.—An Imperial contribution from the Chinese Government, equal 
to three-tenths of the tonnage dues collected in Shanghai would result 
in some Tis. 120,000. It being understood that this proportion of the 
tonnage dues has been for many years past, and still is, diverted from 
the purpose implied by the Treaties into alien channels. A similar 
contribution to be made on all tonnage dues which may be collected at 
Woosung or any other port on the Whangpoo. ) 

6.—The aggregate of these jail sedis would probably be 
sufficient to enable a constituted authority to raise the necessary capital. 

_ 7.—As already stated (Article 2 section 7) this constituted authority 
would be the Conservancy Board. Should the annual revenue not be 
sufficient to provide interest and amortization for the capital raised for 
the Conservancy works, the Board to have power to make such increase 
in the tax on shipping, property and trade as may be necessary to produce 
the funds required. Three months’ notice of such increase to be given 
to the Consular Body, who in their turn shall publicly notify this increase 
at least one month before it comes into operati 

8.—The Board shall within six months of the close of their yearly 

-accounts furnish the Consular Body with a detailed statement giving full

The Committee of this Chamber trust that the above suggested 
ae for the Constitution of a Conservancy Board will so far 
net with the approval of the Consular ‘Body, that they may be able to- 
iansmit them to Peking for the consideration of the Foreign vasa 
satatives, with a strong recommendation for their adoption.

Srr,—On the 19th April, 1899, the Chairman of this Chamber had 
the honour to transmit to you a scheme for the constitution of a River 
Conservancy Board, which, after receiving the approval of yourself and 
Colleagues, was forwarded to the Ministers at Peking, and later on the 
Chamber was favoured with your reply, dated 26th June 1899, to the 
effect that the Diplomatic Body, duly received same, and that the 
Doyen had advised you that “The Foreign Ministers desired His 
‘“« Excellency to reply that although they sympathised with the proposal, 
“before trying to enter into negotiation on the subject, they found it 
“ necessary to consult their respective governments on certain points 
‘‘ of the said proposals.” 

It is almost two years since this letter was written and as during 
this interval the condition of the River Whangpoo has steadily deteri- 
orated, the necessity for the constitution of a Conservancy Board is 
consequently even more urgent now than it was then. The river 
approaches to this port are at present in such a condition as to make 
it absolately necessary that steps should be taken with as little delay 
as possible to remedy a state of affairs which most seriously affects 
the welfare, indeed the very existence, of Shanghai as a seaport. 
The Committee therefore would earnestly beg you and your Colleagues 
to lay the matter once more before the Diplomatic Body, and urge 
that the request of the Chamber should be granted without delay.

Im such cases it would be even more impossible to apply the 
suspension of examinations to a whole prefecture, because

REGULATIONS 


I beg respectfully to submit the following regulations for the 
control of the mounted patrol at the several stations which it 
is proposed te establish along the road between Cheng-ting and 
Taleyuan, for the safe escort of Chinese and foreign travellers — 

le Within a short time the railway will be opened to Cheng- 
ting, and foreigners going into Shansi from the east will start 
westward from Cheng-ting, Cheng-ting, in Chihli,therefore, will 
be the first station. The District city, Huo-lu,will be the 

second, Ching-hsing District city the third,Pai-ching-i, in P' 
ing-ting Chou, Shansi, the fourth,Ping-ting Chou City the fifth, 
Ts‘eeshihei, in the District of Shoueyang,the sixth,the District 
city of Shoueyang the seventh, Shihet'ieh Chen,in the District 
of Yuet*’su, the eighth, and Tai-yuan the ninth. 

2eA Bannerman will be appointed to the general command of the 
cadets and soldiers at the nine stations. Fach station will hav 
one cadet for the military school and ten mounted men. The cad- 
ets will wear a uniform having a dark purple velvet border. They 
will wear winter hats. The mounted men will all wear dark blue 
jackets and trousers, and on the right arm will have a badge, 
bearing in foreign letters the words “"Shansi Patrol” and a 
number. On the left arm they will wear a badge having in 
Chinese the words “Patrol of the Shansi Office of Foreign Af-~ 
fairs for the Protection of Merchants" and a number. They will 
all be armed with hou-t‘ang rifles. Each station will also have 
one mafoo and one scullion. 

Se There will be a French speaking interpreter at the first sa- 
tion, and any foreigner wishing to go to Shansi will be re- 
quested first to vieit the station and record his name and 
state clearly to what Prefecture and District in Shansi he 
wishes to go, as well as the date on whi ch he proposes to start 
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The cadet in charge of the station will at once send two mount- 
ed patrolmen to the stopping place of the foreigner to remain 


- there wntil he starts and to escort him on his way. The patrol- 


men snoula wait for the foreigner rather than the foreigner for 
the patrolman. Should one be starting from Shansi he may 0 to 
the Foreign Office in Tai-yuan,or to any Chou or District Ya~ 
men along the route, and enter his name,and the Chinese offi- 


cial will direct the officer in charge of the station to send 


an escort of patrolmen. 


4. The ‘escort will keep not more than four metres (Chinese,one 
chang and two feet) from the foreigne traveller's cart ,horse,or 
chair. The patrolmen will regulate their speed by that of the 
foreigner's cart or horse, and must not at their own will travel 
more rapidly or lag behind. On crossing a river or bridge or 
mountain ravine or any dangerous place, they must dr aw rein and 
travel cautiously and ‘use extra care to protect the traveller. 
On occassion of any stoppage for rest etc. they must suit the 
foreigner's convenience. When the foreign traveller stops over 
night at an inn, the responsibility for the care of his baggage 
will rest with the landlord of the inn and the local ti-pao 

If the people of the place are curious and boisterous the pa- 
trolman will inform the next station,to whom they hand over 
charge,and request them to send two,patrolmen to stop with the 
travellers and prevent trouble. If the people gather about in 
their curiosity and cause annoyance,the patrolmen will,with 
amicable words, exhort them to disperse, and will not permit 
the amnoyance or allow any boisterous shouting. 

Se On occassions of stopping for refreshment or sleep,if 
there be a station the patrolman will stop at the statien, if 
not they will stop at an inn, end will furnish their own food 
and the forage for their horses. If the foreigner offers to 
make them a present they must not receive it. Any violation 
ef this rule will lead to the discharge of the offender. 
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Ad. any patrolman be lacking in vigilance or cause de- 


lays, the foreign traveller will take his number and. report him 


to the cadet in charge of the next station, who will at once 
inform the Manchu Commandant that he may discharge him. 

vr ‘No station will be permitted to aia a clerk, but the cadet 
in charge will himself do all ‘the necessary writing (Note i.e. 
keep his own entries of passengers and goods sent along). The 
patrolmen at any station will be under the orders of the cadet 
in charge, who will send them on duty in rotation and, when 
there is leisure, he will drill them in marching and rifle 
practice. Any patrolman guilty of the violation of these regu- 
lations, after investigation, se matter at what statiom, will 
be at once suitably punished by the cadet in charge . 
8. Amy Chinese merchant who wishes to send silver into Shansi 
or Chihli, and who has no safe conduct (Note. A reference to 
the custom of making an arrangement with highwaymen by which 
goods are transferred sateiy). may at any time apply at any ste 
tion and the cadet in charge will, according to uniform custon, 
send two mounted patrolmen with rifles, according to the regular 
rotation of the station, to escort it; and it will not be per 
mitted the patrolmen to receive any reward. Other goods and 
travellers will not be escorted. 
9. Foreigners on arriving at any station are to be provided 
merely with an escort. Any carts, chairs, mules, or horses that 
may be needed, together with food at the inn etc. the foreigners 
must provide for themselves. 
10. If foreign travellers, meeting with high wind or rain on tk 
road,are compelled to stop over night at some intermediate plac 
where there is no station, the escort will stop in the same plae 
or close at. hand, that they may be conveniently near for pro- 
tection. 

ll. After the Imperial Post shall have been established pack- 
ages of letters for Cheng-ting and Tai-yuan will be forwarded 
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once every three days. The cadet in charge of the station, afte 
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ng proper entry on the record, will send one patrolman,

chosen according to rotation, with all speed to the next sta- 
tion, wind and not being permitted to detain him. The 

mails of the Imperial Post being of great importance, there

Some time age I had an interview with Sir Earnest Satow, 
the eeitich Biaicter. and Mons Pichon, the French Minister, 
and it was ascertained by me that the money to erect explat ory 
monuments in the British and French cemeteries should oe sent 
to the British and Freneh Legations. These amounts are net 
ineluded in the indemnity. I do not know as yet what ceme- 
teries were desecrated at Tung Chou, Tientsin and in the pro- 
vineces. I am charged with arranging missionary cases and 
these are nearly settled. I propose to request the Chinese 
Plenipotentiaries, Prinee Chine and Li Hune-change, to meror- 
alize the Throne askine that the money be appropriated for 
the erection cf expiatory menuments in the cemeteries in 
the Capital and thus settle these cases. I do not know 
when the list( referred to above) from the Representatives 
of the Powers will be sent, or whether the matter will be 
left to me to investigate and request an appropriation to 
meet the claims. 

I ask that Your Excellency will confer with your collea- 
gues in this business and favor me with a reply. I ask

' Im the former despatch Mr.Cenger says that he pre- 
sumes tiat under our peliecy the land set aside in the afore 
said arrangement between the Foreign Representatives, if 
taken by the United States "will be paid fer either to 
the Chinese owners,or credited upon account against the 
Chinese Government for indemnity.* 

A commission composed of interpreters of the Lega- 
tiens and delegates appointed by the Chinese Plenipoten- 
tiaries,was organized at the request ef the Foreign Rep- 
resentatives ( see enclosures 6 - 11 ),and has been for 
some time past occupied in examining and recerding the 
proofs of ewnership of Chinese subjects te the land 
within the diplomatic quarter to whom the Chinese Govern- 
ment is to pay an indemnity fer their preperty; also,in 
attempting to assess the value of the greund and improve- 
ments. | ne 

The United States might,if it sees fit,credit the 
Chinese Gevernment with such sums as it may ultimately 
pay, under the decision of this commission,to Chinese prop- 
erty owners within the limits of our section of the di- 
Plomatic quarter. This method seems preferable to buying 
directly from the present owners of this ground,which 
Course seems,at presemt,at least,very difficult te fellow. 
The former plan appears also te conferm to your instrue- 
tion to me that the sum demanded of China ($25,000,000 ) 
covered all claims of whatever nature.

Not only does the factiof their being adjacent( to the 
Palace) facilitate the despatch of public business, it is a 
question int imately affecting the prestige and the dignity of 
the State. This arrangement has remained without change, 
through out the Yuan and Ming Dynasties- a period of now more 
than five hundred years. The magnitude of the building: oper- 
ations, and the number of public servants-high and low- have 
also to be considered, and were a transfer insisted upon there 


would be no other site available. Moreover, the Tang Tzu __ 


and these various public offices and buildings are comparative- 
ly far away from the Legations. Regarded from a Legation 
point of view, their exclusion from the Legation quarter would 
have no harmful results, whereas their inclusion therein would 
defend the Capitol City of all that goes to constitute a 
Capitol. The action proposed involves consequences of no 
trifling import to the dignity of the state and the hope of 
the people. 

Were we lightly and inconsideratexy to acquiesce therein, 
it is to be feared, that their Majesties the Empress-Dowacer 
and the Emperor would, on their return visit us with censure 
of the severest kind. It is of a truth really impossible for 
us to take so heavy a load upon our shoulders. 

It is accordingly incumbent upon us to pray you in the 


terms of our former memorandum to agree to consider these 


buildings as not included in the Legation quarter. 


To accede to our request would afford ample evidence 
that the Foreign Ministers Pienipotentiary are in sympathy

We did not fail to add that this 
scnseadiais could only be made in the case of the Chinese 
reves undertaking not to allow any native dwellings on 
the ground situated between Gazelee Road and the Chien-men

Taking 
Sergeant Frank Smith,Co."B" 9"Inf'ty and three men of the guard 
I entered the Forbidden City and discovered that the fire had 
started ia @ compound pcme two hundred yards to the East of 
the West Gate. The large building on the North end of the com- 
pound Was burning hard when I got there. Some twenty or thirty 
Chinese were passing buckets, working a hand engine and making 
ot pretense of trying to put out the fire. I entered three 
of the ot her buildings in the compound. There was nothing in 
them except some books, type and wooden seals, which the Chinese 
made no attempt to save. I sent for twenty men, but before they 
could arrive one battalion of Japanese arrived, who had come in 
from the East Gate . By this time a second building had caught . 
fire and it looked as though the fire must spread,towards the 
West Gate, as the wind came strongly from the west. Our men ar- 
rived shortly after the Japanese. Two were buildings caught 
fire at about 11:00 P. M. Rain was now falling very heavily 
and prevented the sparks from igniting the buildings outside 
the compound to the West. By 12:30 A. M. both wind and rain 
had subsided and the roofs of all the buildings had fallen in. 
At 1:15 A.M. the fire was well under control and there seemed

Article XI ef the Joint Nete of the 22nd ef December 
last, stipulates that * the Chinese Government agrees to ne- 
gotiate the amendments deemed necessary by the foreign Gev- 
ernmments te the treaties concerning conmerce and naviga- 
tien and ether subjects teuching commercial relations,with 
the ebject ef facilitating then." 

Threughout the present negotiations the Representa- 
tives of the Pewers have deemed it advisable net te breach 
commercial questiens,reserving their consideration until 
after the final settlement of the ether articles ef the Join 
Nete. The enly exceptien which has been made was the agree- 
ment which I secured during the recent discussions concern- 

ing the revenues to be used by China in the payment ef in- 
terest eon indemnities,te ask of China, in consideration 
‘ef the increase of the tariff on imperts te an effective 
6%, that the Chinese Gevernment should undertake the improve- 
ment ef the waterways leading te Shanghai and Tientsin,and 
alse revise the customs tariff on imperts. 

All ef my colleagues are of epinien that any nege- 
tiations om cemmercial subjects must be deferred until 
next winter at least,and many of them think it will be . 
quite impracticable fer all the Powers te negotiate joint- 


ly on these subjects with the Chinese Gevernment,most of 
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them believing that if such a plan were adopted negotiations 
would a greatly protracted and prebably ne practical re- 
sults ebtained. 

Most of the obstacles te trade,ef which the American 
as Well as other foreign merchants in China complain,are 
so intimately cexnnected with the questien ef inland taxatien 
that unless some methed can be devised fer either abelish-

It 
is a mat ter ef great regret that the eppositien ef the Brit- 
ish Representative here prevented its discussien,fer it 
was,in its general line,acceptable te the Chinese Gevern- 
ment and, believe,might have secured premptly te the 
fereign commerce mere advantages than it seems likely te 
gain fer seme years te come,if the plan ef jeintly negetia- 
ting treaty revisien is earried out. 

‘Im yeur despatch  Ne.20 ef April llth,last , you 
eutlined the views ef the United States cencerning treaty 
revisien. As instructed by you,I have sounded my colleagues 
on the views ecentained in the instruction cited,and while 
many ef the peints yeu mentien therein are in entire agree- 
went with the instructions they have from their eun Gevern- 
ments and egineide with their own views,ethers,they are in- 
clined te think,are ef doubtful expedience, er impractica- 
ble. Ameng these latter I may mention the threwing epen of 
the whele of China te foreign residence and trade,and the 
previsien that the principal commercial Powers should have 


advisery representation in the customs administration.

the extraterriterial rights ef foreigners would create 
endless difficulties te China and the Pewers if fereigners 
of all classes were given a free run all ever the Empire. 
This ‘is but ene ebjectien te the propesal;there are others 
of a pelitical character perhaps even more serieus, among 
which yt may mentien,is the pessible armed interferrence 
by seme ene ef the Pewers to pretect its subjects residing 
in the interier. 

As regards the proposal that the principal commercial 
Pewers have advisery representation in the custems admin- 
istratien,it is claimed,and I think rightly,by my colleagues 
that it weuld be impessible te exclude any ef the Pewers 
from such representation and, further,such representation 
would result in bringing about just what all ef the Pewers 
have been seeking te prevent,i.e. direct internatienal 
duterference in the financial administratien ef the Eupire. 

As te yeur suggestien that seme ef the articles on 
the tariff ef imports be subjected to a duty as high as 
15%,this will alse be strongly ebjected te,especially by the 
Japanese whe will net,I have been repeatedly told,agree te 
any raising ef the Chinese tariff above 10%, which is prac- 
tically all that Japan has been able te practicallyrsecure 
for herself under her recently negotiated treaties. 

All ef my colleagues approve,in principle, of the sug 
gestien made by you “that the farming ef China's revenues 
should be restricted,if net wholly discontinued,and a uni- 
form and henest Imperial fiscal system substituted"; but, 
while deeming it highly advantageous te China ,as well as 
te fereign interests in China,they are ef epinien that

I desire however to request that you favor me with instruc- 
tions either by wire or otherwise, by that date, on the ques- 
tion ag to whether or not I shall report to the Russian Civil 
Administrator in stead of the proper Chinese Official. 

I enclose you a copy of the Civil Administrator's Authoritt 
for taking over full charge of all affairs here, and preliminary 
nce regarding same. 

He is carrying on the Administration of Government here 


practically in accordance with thi 8, and every one so far has 
acquiesced. The Consuls did not elect a representative and the 


nistrator is the entire court.

The Civil Administrator is assuming to transfer titles to 
land and collecting the usual three per cent tax for same and 
doing all other acts necessary to administer affairs of Govern- 
ment as was done by the Chinese Officials. 
If this were merely a temporary Military occupation the 
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case ‘would be different . 


If I report my arrival as a representative of the U. S. 
Government to this Russian Civil Administration and practically 
agree to abide by all of his rulings, am I not granting the 
right of Russia to administer the civil affairs of this por- 
tion of China ? In ease of trouble if I should desire to appeal 
from his decision to whom should I appeal, China or Russia ? 
For my own part I do not see how I can officially recognize 
the right of this assumed Civil Administration of this port 
on the part of Russia, and until definitely instructed by you 
I shall refrain from doing so. 

It is considered by the Consuls and foreigners generally in 
business here, that the time has come for Russia to hand over to 
the Chinese the administration of affairs within this treaty 
Port. The subject will most likely be taken up soon by the 
Consular Body, and I would thank you for suggestions regarding 
what action you would consider advisable. 

This Port is so easily accessible by naval} vessels that 
foreign interests can be well protected by a smalhl gun-boat. 
There is no reason so far as people here can discover, why the 
port should not be handed over to the Chinese authorities. 

I beg that you send me an early reply with complete 
instructions.

Sir : 
The hostile behavious of the Chinese authorities, who 
nad first encouraged the rebellion and then declared that 
they could not maintain order, ended in an open attack 
on our forces placed in the city in accordance to the 
wish of the Consular Body. During the said attack the 
Chinese authorities had fled leaving the town to its 
fate. 
To avoid disorder and looting by the Chinese mobs 
and with the object of protecting the commerce ofthe port 
and the property of foreigners, the Russian military authori- 
ties found it necessary to place the town under guard 
of the Imperial Russian troops. 
It may be added that the perfidious destruction of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway by the insurgents and soldiers 
also necessitate our placing in Yinkow a force of troops 
to protect the same. 
Nevertheless the Imperial Government tried to avoid 
this extreme measure, Yinkow being a Treaty Port. It is 
to be understood, that the temporary administration that 
is to be established in the interest of the Russians as 
well as the foreigners and Chinese, will not infringe the 
rights and privileges which they have enjoyed previously 
in Yinkow. a 
The foreign community has to note that the sole object 
of the provisiénal Russian administration is to maintain 
peace and order and to restore trade, and I hope in these 
endeavors to have the sincere support of the Foreign Repre- 
sentatives.

The Port of Newchwang being occupied by the Imperial 
Russian troops, the following administration is established- 

1. Chief of the administration. 
The head of the administration is the Chief Administrator, 
appointed by the Commander-in-Chief of the Kwangtung Province 
and its troops, and confirmed by the Imperial Edict. 

a Officers of the Administration. 

The Civil Administrator is assisted by a Council with the 
consulting power, which will be called in the case of need 
as follows;- Commandant of the place, Representative of the 
Consular Boay, Representative of the Foreign merchant, Reopre- 
sentative of the Chinese Builds, Commissioners of Customs 
and Sanitary Inspectors. The above said Council is presided 
over by the Civil Administrator or in case of his absence 
by the Commandant of the place who will also replace 
the Civil Administrator in case of sickness. 

The Civil Administrator will also be assisted by a 
town Gotmeil euneisting of the Representatives of the native 
merchants to meet with the views of the local merchants and 
inhabitants. 

oD To assist the Civil Administrator two secretaries are 

appointed as well as the following officers to manage the 
various branches of the administration. 1. Chief of the 
Police 2. Revenue Inspector and Treasurer 3. City Judge 
and 4; ‘Sanitary Inspector, also a necessary staff of Inter- 
preters. | 

Por the purpose of defending the port against any emer- 
gency as well as securing the regular traffic of goods 
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overland and by river, there is appointed a Commandant of

under his orders, except those detached for the Police service. 
The rights and duties of the Commandant will be regu- 
lated by special orders of the Commander-in-Chief- 

= Rights of the Civil Administrator. 
The Civil Administrator has the right to issue by-laws, 
impose poll taxes and duties on the natives, dispose of the 
moveable and real estates belonging to the Chinese Govern- 
‘ment, confirm the expenditure of funds assigned or received 
for maintaining the administration and for the municipal 
expenses and enter into relations with the Foreign Represen- 
ttatives. : 

4- Police Department. 
To maintain order in the City there is appointed a Chief 
of the Police (Military Officer) with one assistant and 
required number of policemen. To keep order on the river and 
amongst the junks, there is appointed a guard ship, under 
command of an officer and with sufficient number of river 
policemen. Besides maintaining general order in the City, 
the Police are charged with making reports of the number 
ofthe populations/ houses and public institutions. The 
river police are ordered to refuse admittance to the Port 
of junks with arms, Chinese soldiers and munitions of war- 

5- Revenue Inspector and Treasurer. 
The Revenue Inspector and Treasurer with his subordinates 
collects from the Chinese population usual taxes and duties 
as well as taxes and duties which may be imposed by the 
Civil Administrator- The Revenue Inspector receives and 
disburses'all monies, both from the Government as well 


as from Taxes and Duties and is accountable for same, accounts 
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to be rendered every three months to the Commander-in-Chief 


of the Kwangtung Province for audit. 

6- Customs. : 
The Chinese Maritime Customs coming under the supervision 
of the Imperial Russian Government will maintain its previous 
organization. The rights of the staff as regard their 
service and salary remains without change. As in the mean- 
time the Russian Government is responsible for the customs 
Revenue, it will be represented in the Customs service by 
appointing a co-Commissioner, whose rights will be regulated 
by special orders- 

In the maritime Customs is established a special Chinese 
Department to collect duties from the Chinese Junks and 
merchandise, which income does not go to the General Cus- 
toms' revenue but to be held at the disposal of the Civil 
Administrator. The Chief of this Department to recsive an 
additional salary. 

7. Court of Justice. 

To try cases between natives there is appointed a City 
Judge who will be guided by the Regulations ofthe Mixed 
Court in China. Under his jurisdiction are cases lodged 
by the Police as well as cases between natives and Russian 
or between the foreigners who have not their own Consular 
Representatives.

According to the report of the Brigate General Liean-t*ung, 
in gharge ef the district of Ttungshow and Yunge-pting Pu, on 
the 10th ef the present Moon, (June 25th), near dark about seven 
otglogKk, suddenly five Americans, with an interpreter and three 
other Chinese, four single mule carts and four oarters, went 
straight inte the village of Cheng-koechuang, in the District of 
Sane-he, entered the Kuang-lung paym-shop and falsely represented 
that the proprietor of the said pawneshop was accused by the 
native Christians of having formarly been a leader of the Roxers 
and of having rapidfiring guns concealed guns about his place, 
for which they had come to make search. The proprictor of the 
pamm-shop andnhis employes earnestly controverted this charge. 
The foreigners then demanded Tis. §,000. The proprietor of the 
pawmme-shop refused, saying that it was impossible for him to 
rails that amount. The foreigners, with their Chinese confeder- 
ated, | thereupon took the proprietor and the employes, five men, 
and tied them up, overturned boxes and trunks and ransacked 
every where. ‘The proprietor and his employes offered to give 
over Tis, 500, but the foreigners did not consider this suffie 
client and thereupon seized them, strung up one and wounded one 
and afterwards fired several shots for the purpose of terrifying 
them. The Lieutenant coumanding the Kiddle Patrol of the Right 
Battalion, Wang Taeshing, hearing of the disturbance, went 
to enquire into tho matter. They then gesisted arrest, but 
fortunately the soldiers whom he had brought vy the exertion 
of beer etrength at once seized the five foreigners, one wound- 
ne and one carter. The rest, ineluding the interpreter, 
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sscaped. ‘They also seized one damaged small Manlicher rifle, 
one thirteen shor rifle, one six shooter Mauser rifle, 
qe single shot Mauser rifle, ene six-chambered revolver and 
one apricot-@bllew military jacket.

The 
head ernaments and clothing in pledge were also thrown into cone 
fusion, and how much is missing it is impossible to reckon 
at ence. When the foreigners went away they took petitioner's 
younger brother, but luskily Lieutenant Wang, commanding, and 
Lieutenant Shen of the Right Battalion of your worthy Regiment, 
led soldiers te pursue and seize them and recover Tls.

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The following Edict was received on the 15th of the Fourth 
Yoon (June lst 1901). 

Many abuses have gradually grown up in all the offices of 
the Six Boards, in the practice of which rapacious clerks have 
pecome very crafty. We have already frequently issued edicts 
to correct these abuses, and recently on account of the loss of 
many of the recerds of the Boards, consequent upon the military 
ocoupation of Peking, We again ordered a thorough cleaning out 
and a destruction of the whole, 

Formerly there was a large number of recorded cases of 
ambiguous character which could be used as precedents on 


either side of a disputed question, and the clerks seized the 


opportunity te use them to forward or te oppose any interest 


at their pleasure. It is most important that energetic meas- 
urea be taken te get rid of these accumulated abuses. 

But lest there may be among these records some important 
investigation, er decision upon points not covered by ancient 
law, or recently gathered precedents, the Presidents and Vice- 
Presidents of the various Boards ought to appoint Secretaries 
to carefully examine them in detail and prepare a classified 
list, which shall be submitted to the Board of Reforms for 
thei r inspection. Those that ought to be retained should be 
collected together for a supplementary code of rules, that 
there may be uniform procedure and all ambiguity be removed.

Sheuld there be any of the aforesaid reckless fel- 
lows , ignorantly pretending to be Christians from Chie-chia-— 
t'uan, whe are guilty of again visiting the various hamlets and 
villages to take advantage of trouble to defraud, annoy and 
injure the peasantry, it is permitted to those whe are dis- 
turbed by them to make complaint to the headmen and constables 
and with them bind and send the offenders to T'ung-chou and, 
after we inquiry made, in accordance with the orders 

Ex ellency the Viceroy they will be at once decapitated 
and their heads exposed to the public, in compliance with the 
regulations for the suppression of bandits. On no account 
will the least leniency be shown. Let each one tremble and 
obey.

With my despatch No. 44 addressed to you I enclosed my 


No. 100 to the State Department, which treated of trade condi- 
tions, etc., in South China. That despatch was prepared in 
accordance with your instructiens in despatches Nos. 902 and 
979, dated March 14, 1901, and April 30th, 1901, respectively, 
directing me "to prepare-and forward a full report on the 
subject of the furtherance of American trade in China." MNo.902 
directed alseminformation to be transmitted to you "as tg what 
particular measures may be best for our interests." I have 


the honor to present the following recommendations as the 


results of my ow personal experience and of further diligent 
inquiry ia relation thereto: . 
1 The immediate granting or establishment at Canton, or 


in its immediate ~ nity, of an American (separate) Concession, 

where our merchants and nationals could erect residetitial and 
ce buildings and ge-dewns, where the products of American 

industry | could be properly displayed and sold, and where 

native merchants, manufacturers, silk cultivists, tea growers 

and ethers could freely view and examine such exhibits. 

Shameen, the island qwned and’known as the French and British 

Congeasion, is so overcrowied that exhorbitant rentals are de- 

for all buildings, each year marking a notable increase, 
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in epch of said rentals. There is no more vacant ground in 
Shaneen for building or other purpeses, and the prevalence 

of tne plague, cholera, and other deadly diseases incidental 
to this section acts as a sure preventative against any suici- 
suk attempts te " crowd in" more buildings. In view of my 

own practical experience here and that of intelligent, broad- 
minded merchants, native and foreign, I assure you that an 
imerioan (separate) Concession would give a decided and 
prosperous impetus to American trade in South Canton. Such 
concerns as the Standard 011 Cempany, and the Sperry Flour 
Company would, I have been informed by their representatives, 
be only too glad of an opportunity of erscting and owning build 
ings on such a concession, radiating from which they could do 
can immense and a much more profitable trade, not only in 

the interior, but in the many large towns and villages that 
are situated on the banks of thePearl, East, West and North 
Rivers ; 

2. That every pert on the sea coast of China, and the towns 
and vinAnges built on or near the banks of her rivers should 
be open to American commerce. 

3. That the interior of China should be open to American 
Commerce, free communication everywhere being not only permit- 


ted and authorized but absolutely protected by the authorities, 
both civil and milatary. : 


4. Privacy, that standing and dangerous menace to American 
and ‘foreign commerce generally, on the Pearl, East, West 

and ‘Worth Rivers ‘should t be auciaueiy wiped out, the haunts 
of the pirates destroyed and a constant and vigilant patrol 
of small gunboats maintained on those rivers. The British, 
French and Germans have a mosquito fleet of small and light 
draught gunboats in these waters for the protection of the 
commerce ef their respective countries. And, although, some 


of our corporations, the Standard 011 Company for instance 
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are continually sending their junke leaded with. their merchan- 
dise to consignees along these waterways we have not one 
morioan gunboat te protect them. Through the depredatiens 
of the pirates many of those consignees lose yearly cargoes 
anountine in value to considerable sums of money. 
5. ‘Our flag should float and should be in evidence in 
“every Province, City, Town and village of any importance 
in the Empire." As stafed in some of my previous despatches, 
there are many large and fleurishing cities and towns, 9n the sea 
coast, and on the Pearl, East, West and North Rivers, 
where our flag never has been seen by the natives. This should 
not be. It is a dutybthat we owe to our country to make the 
chinese familiar with our flag and with our country's products 
of all kinds. 

6. | American merchants and business men generally should be 


permitted and legally authorized not alene to trade but to 
reside in, to own property and te establish factories and 
other business enterprises in the interior and at all ef the 


Chinese ports. 


7e American citizens should be allewed to own and operate 


gold, silver, copper, coal, salt and other mines, te construct 
and operate railways and telegraph and telephone lines, and to 
own wharves and landings for steamboat and other commericla 
purposes. 

8. American trade marks and patents should be absolutely 


protected from infringement by natives, or others, and all 
parties convicted of infringing thereon should suffer 
apprepriate punishment in the shape of fines or imprisonment, 
or both. Laws for the protection of said trade marks and 
patent rights should be wniform throughout the Chinese Empire, 
and attempts to establish special laws thereon for different 


Provinces energetically and emphatically discountenanced. 
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9. The likin and port taxes were originally levied to 


cover: certain alleged "war expenses", such as the construc~- 
tion and equipment of forts, and the payment of indemnities. 
Although the eccasion for the imposition and collection of 


such taxes has leng passed away they are still centinued and 


in many of the Provinces are laregely used for governmental 


and official purposes, I do not see how or why their aboli- 


tion would ingure to the benefit of American commerce. I feel 


satisfied that their continuance especially when the rates 
aré not made excessive on any special article gf export like 
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silk, is beneficial to us; because, as a rule, the imposts on 
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all foreign goods are equal and are paid by the native

merchants themselves. With such a condition of "a fair field 


and no faver” we are satisfied, because American goods of all 
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kinds speedily distance all competitors, after they have 

been properly introduced. Aproppos of that assertion it is 
a fact already well-known in South China that American goods 
need ne favor. The latest instance in that direction is a 
line of underwear, for men and women, only recently imported

Referring to the American Legation's despatch No, 896, 
dated Peking March 14th, 1901, addressed to you, regarding the 
proposed revision of the commercial treaties with a view to the 
furtherance of American trade in China, we beg to bring forward 


two most important pointe that should be ineorporateda in the new 
tresties:s —(_ 
i.- The complete abolition of all internal taxation on all 
foreign imports beyond the half duty known as transit-pass duty, 
and the complete abolition of all internal taxation on all 
exports te foreign countries beyond the half-duty known as 


trenet}~pase duty. The above is in accordance with the treaties 


past thrown every possible obstacie in the way of the sale of any 
foreign imports which do not submit meekly to the illegal extor- 
tions levied by them in utter defiance of the existing 
treaties.

transit-pase duty therein provided for, The mandarins in the 


interior have lately resorted to trickery, claiming that the 

existing treaties mean that no further inland duties are to be 

levied so long as the goods are still owned by foreigners, but 

that they an pounce upon said goods and levy as many extortions 
as + they Please. the moment the goods are sold to a Chinese 
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subject. ‘This, of course, entirely defeats the object of 
the treaty, whioh is the proteétion of American trade and the 
expansion of the sale of Amerioan products by defending them 
againet the illegal extortions prompted by the unqhenciabie 
avarice of the inland mandarins. That there may be left no 
room for the practice of trickery on the part of inland mandarins 
in future, the new treaty should certainly contain the clause. 
that there shall be no further taxation of any sort soever 
against ®ither importa or exports “whether in foreign or Chinese 
hands® beyond the duties already clearly specified in the exist- 
ing treaties as import, export and inland transit duties. 

2.- The other addition we have to urge ie the new treaty 
is that American merchants, engineers, &c., shall have the same 
right of residence and of purchase of real estate in any part 
of the interior of China as is accorded to American missionaries. 
It is manifestly an injustice to all Americans who are not 
missionaries that they should be debarreda from earrving on their 
several vyooations in all parts of China where the missionary is 
allowed to carry on his ¥Yooation, Many American merchants now 
speak and read Chinese and can best push American trade by | 
dealing with the Chinese direct in distant inland markets. The 
Chinese of the inter ior always welcome a foreign merchant amonget 
them, which is more than can be said of the foreign missionary 


whose motte is invariably to overturn everything that does not 


‘th hie own narrow views of seot and consistency. The 
motive of the missionary is unfathomable to the mind of the 
Chinese mass. The motive of the merchant, however, is perfectly 
olear to them, and they always like him; for, instead of dealing | 
in intangibilities, he brings them goods they need to eat or 
wear and buys their wool, hides, furs, tea, silk, &c. All 
rioans, regar le S as to vocation, should be allowed to 
res ae, trade, and buy real-estate on equal basis in any portion 
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he interior of the Chinese Rapire, This bringing of the 
; Joan merohant or engineer into direct contact with the 
snjand masses would have an inealculably beneficial effect on 
the gs ner 4 Chinese mind in their attitude toward foreigners. 
Hitherto they have formed their opinion of foreigners solely 
from what they have seen in the missionary. He appears to them 

ply as a narrow-minded bigot, bent on running bull-headed 
againet and breaking down any Opinion non-sconsonant with his 
own idea of sect and propriety, and ever ready to use the wealth 
of the Church and the power of foreign Ministers and Consuls to 
fight ohristian law-suits through Chinese Courts. The inland 
masses have thus come to believe that all foreigners are like 
this, and henee primarily the hatred they have recently developed 
toward railways and all else foreign. The advent into the 
interior of a totally different class of foreigners, free from 
all intolerant ideas, would soon prove to the Chinese that 
foreigners are by no means all like the missionary, and the 
result would be to bring about a far better understanding 
between Chinese and foreigners than that they now have, due to 
the mistaken idea these inland people have formed of all 
foreigners through having hitherto been brought into contract 
with no class of foreigners but missionarics.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
despatch No 900, of March 14, 1901, requesting a report as to 
-particular measures which I may deem best for our interests 


and the furtherance of American trade in China, etc, 
In Teply I beg to enclose a copy of a brief report I re- 


prepared and ‘bent to the Secretary of State touching 
on the same subject and relating especially to the benefits f 
‘te be derived from Alien residence in the interior and how 
it would aid in the introduction of American products, Too 
much stress cannot in my judgment be placed upon the advisa- 
bility of such interior residence of Foreigners and the pre- 
vilege of opening merchantile houses at any point in the 
empire whether in charge of American or native compradores. 


In the line of developing a market for American products 


like to mntion a revision of the mining regulations 
| now exist and were promulgated in an edict issued 
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miles from the point at which they leave foreign control, 
.. fhe opening of mines and alien residence in the interior 


would result in establishing trade centers and foreign residence 


in each mining camp to which goods could easily go without danger 


of excessive likin tex. From these centers they would reach 
hundreds of thousands of prospective consumers as they now do 
within the radius of the open ports. 
As to the needed changes in the mining regulations I 
deem it useless to enter that field, as the point I wish to 
make is that with favorable regulations a splendid market 
would immediately assert itself in the vicinity of these 
mines and with all such openings American products would 
be reasonably certain to-reap their full share of the benefit. 
I am of the opinion that until the interior of China 


is open to the residence of merchants some restriction should 


be placed

Our trade relations with Manchuria have been of consider- 
able importance for many years, and have kept full pace 
with its growing commerce, amounting to over a third of the 
entire imports and far exceeding that of any other country. 
One of the features that ought eet to be everlooked in 


the present political situation here, is the fact that the 


great bulk of our imports into Manchuria censist of Cotton 
goods, 012 and Flour, and that it is in all of these lines 
that Russia is expecting to supplant us. If she oan accomplish 
this on the basis of economy of production and transportation 
we can not reasonably object; but I can see ne reason why we 
shall submit to it by any other method. Today her trade in- 
terests here are nominal, while our imports are greater than 
that of any nation. By what right does she asswme to come into 
a port where she has no trade interests, and establish her 
authority ever the Customs and Civil Administration, that is 
so important a facter te our trade?

M. le Marquis Salvago communiqué a ses Collégues des renseignements qui établissent la participation 
du Prince Y au mouvement Boxeur. C’est lui qui aurait pris le premier I'initiative de faire de la propa- 
gande en faveur de ces agitateurs, de leurs idées et de leur cause. Telle serait sans doute la nature de sa 
culpabilité. 


M. le Marquis Salvago fait en outre savoir qu'il a des raisons de croire que le résultat des réunions du 
Corps Diplomatique est connu du public 4 Iékin. De plusieurs cdtés il a été entretenu sur des sujets qui 
avaient fait l'objet des derniéres séances et ses interlocuteurs lui ont paru bien renseignés, Il a jugé utile 
d’en prévenir ses Collégues, 

M. de Mumm exprime !’opinion, 4 laquelle tous les Ministres se rallient, que si des indiscrétions ont été 
commises il n’en faut pas moins continuer a maintenir le secret que le Corps Diplomatique a décidé d’ob- 
server a l’égard de ses délibérations.

The Emperor of China proclaims these Letters Patent by Imperial pares. | 

Being desirous of re-establishing sincere relations of friendship with the Emperor of Japan, we spe- 
cial'y appoint Li Hung-chang, Earl of the First Rank, Senior Grand Secretary, Viceroy of the Province of 
Chihli and Minister Superintendent of Trade for the Northern Ports, as Our Ambassador with full powers 
to confer with the Plenipotentiaries with full powers appointed by Japan, and to nome negociate with 
them and act as circumstances may require. Iie has Full Powers to settle the terms ofa Treaty of Peace 
and to signe and seal the same, ve sil | : 

The said Ambassador is a public-spirited and loyal officer to his country during his previous career he 
has established the name of rendering meritorious services to his Government, and he will certainly be able 
in a very careful manner to perform his duties and bring about a close union of friendship between the two 
countries, thus ry the trust we have reposed in him. 

The terms of the Treaty agreed upon, however, must be submitted for Our inspection, and if they are 
found to be satisfactory and in order, the will receive Our Imperial Sanction.

— Pour tenir compte des observations de Sir Ernest Satow et de MM. de Mumm, nous pour- 
rions dire que nous maintenons l'article visant la Suppression des examens et que nous examinerons la ques- 
jon du maintien des examens métropolitains quand |’Empereur rentrera. Il y a une formule a trouver, car il 
est évident qu'il ne faut pas faire sentir aux Chinois que nous tenons au retour de la Cour.

‘proposition. MM. Joostens, Rockhill, Beau, Komura, de Giers, de Cologan et Knobel |’acceptent, M. Knobel 
en se ralliant & la majorite. 

M. de Mumm remarque que sur la proposition de M. de Giers il n’y a plus qu’une voix contraire, les 
abstentions étant les mémes que pour la proposition précédente. 

Sir Ernest Satow dit qu il continuera a proposer l’exécution des articles If et X de la Note. On va 
supprimer les examens 4 Clouentienfou et.les maintenir a Pékin, c’est une subtilité illogique et qui ne sera 
pas comprise.

Ce télégramme communiqué au Corps Diplomatique par les soins de M. de Mumm, annonce le rappel du 
Maréchal et la réduction du corps expéditionnaire allemand a une brigade, en conséquence de la promesse 
fermelle du Gouvernement Chinois de payer l'indemnité de 450 millions de taéls, portant intérét a 4 ,/°, qui 
lui a été réclamé. 

_ Le Doyen rappelle qu’il a mis en circulation une lettre du général de Wogack au Maréchal de Walder- 
see concernant l’occupation militaire de Shangai-Kouan. (Voir copie de la correspondance). 

Il a recu aussi les demandes d’indemnités suédoises le Consul Général de Suéde & Shanghai s'étant tou- 
jours adressé 4 lui depuis trois ans. Il les examinera comme Doyen d’aprés les résolutions prises. 

M. de Mumm a été prié par son Gouvernement d'appuyer les réclamations de la Suéde,ce qu’il fera cer- 
tainement. M. de Gier ézalement si ses Collégues ont des instructions identiques. 

Sir Ernest Satow dit que son Gouvernement lui a demandé si Jes réclamations Suédoises avaient été 

résentées, et comme ils Jes a vues figurer sur !'état mis en circulation par la Commission de payement des 
indemnités, il a répondu affirmativement. 

_Le Doyen annonce qu’il mettra en circulation le texte des réponses a la lettre du Maréchal de Waldersee 
du 25 Mai et a la note des Plénipotentizires Chinois concernant le Quartier Diplomatique. Ces documents 
ont déja été envoyé a leur adresse. | 

L’ordre du jour appelle la discussion de la question de l'amortissement. 

M. de Mumm dit que la Commission du payemeut des indemnités qui s'est réunie Ja. veille est tombée 
d'accord sur les principes relatifs 4 l'amortissement et qu'elle a convoqué pour lundi les mandarins chinois 
qui s’occupent des indemnilés, Hsu, Pong et Natong pour leur faire connaitre ces principes et s’entendre 
avec eux. La Commission avait demandé un plan d amortisscment a M. Hillier et @ M. Posdeneef; ce der- 
nier n’ayant pas sous la main les documents qui lui sont nécessaires ne communiquera sa réponse que plus 
tard. La Commission a fourni des indications 4 M. Hillier pour son travail. 

Sou idée était de ne pas faire appel a de nouvelles ressources pour l'amortissement et de tacher de se 
satisfaire avec les disponibilités provenant des emprunts anciens. Elle s'est mise d’accord pour ne commen- 
cer l’amortissement qu’en 1906, sous réserve bien entendu de approbation des Gouvernements. (Les ins- 
tructions du Ministre d’Allemagne étaient de commencer l’amortissementde suite ou au plus tard dans 2ans.) 

Le systéme d'amortissement de M. Hillier porte sur une période de cinquante ans et s’applique au sys- 
témes des bons comme 4a celui de l’empruut garanti. La somme de 450 millions de taéls a été répartie en 
trois séries, de 100, 300 et 50 millions. L’amortissement de la I" série commence en 1906 avee 800 000 
taéls ; de la 2° série, en 1915 {ou l'on trouvera de nouvelles disponibilités) avec 3.900.000 taéls ; de la 3° sée- 
rie en 1932, avec 1.800.000 taéls. Ainsi Ja 1 série est amortissable en 44,ans, la seconde en 35 ans et la 
3° en 18 ans. L’amortissement des trois séries sera terminé en méme temps. en 1950, ce qui constitue un 
avantage. 

Le projet Hillier a un inconvénient, c’est de ne pas appliquer tou'es les disponibilités au serviee de 
l’emprunt et des amortissemen's. Au commencement de 1932 les sommes prises a l'amortissement toubent. 

La Commission a cru préférable d’appliquer au service Ges ewmprun's autant que possible tou’es les— 
sommes libérées. Son projet est d’amortir en 45 ans, sur trois séries de 75, 150 et 225 millions. Du com- 
mencement a la fin les sommes resteront presque Jes mémes. En 1902, le service des emprunts est de 
23.600.000 taéls, avec les 18 millions a 4 ,/° dintéréts qui out élé accordés par les Chinois, c'est un total 
de 41.600.000 taéls. Cette somme restera stationnaire jusqu'es 1916, ot elle tombera a 40 millions. On de- 
mandera la méme somme environ jusqu’en 1942; dans les trois derniéres années seulementelletomberaa34 ou 
33 millions. Peut-étre pourrail-on combiner les caleuls de maniére a ramener plus de concordance encore dans 
le chiffre des versements. M. Hillier doit réviser les comptes, tnais dores et déja, il s'est rallié au projet de 
la Commission qu'il juge préférable au sie:. 

_Le Corps Diplomatique est-il d’accord sur Je principe de se contenter des sommes déja existanies et 
libérées en 1906 pour assurer l’amortissement et sur la période d'origine et de durée de Pamortissement? 

M. de Giers dit qu'il recommandera a son Gouvernement la proposition qui est faite, car elle a lavan- 
- tage de ne pas compromettre les garanties des de'tes précedentes et fait disparaitre la neécessité de chercher 
de nouvelles ressources. 

Le Corps Diplomatique tout entier se rallie 4 cette appré:ia‘ion, 

M. de Mumm ajoute quelques mots sur le plin d’amortissement des chinois quil qualifie de ridicule. 
Il partent du principe qu’ils ne peuvent payer annuellement que 15 millions, et demandent 30 ans peur le 
remboursement du capital (450 millions) et 20 ans pour celui des intéréts, a raison de 13.950,000 taéls par 
an.

Ils ont présenté un second plan d’amoriissement en 40 années. ifs ne tiennent pas comp'e des intéréts 
composés, mais ajoutent au capital le total des inéréts eu 40 versemonts @zaux. ce qui est assez interessant 
car les plénipotentiaires promettént des annuités de 20 475 G00 taéls pour Vextinetion de fa Cet'e, aprés avoir 
déclaré qu’ils ne pouvaient disposer que de quinze millions pur an pour le service du nouvel emprunt, 


M. de Giers observe que les chinois on ont p2zs indiqué ot ils prendraient cet argent. 

M. de Mumm announce que la Commission mettra en circulation son projet d'amortissement et celui de 
M. tlillier. | 

I! croit devoir attirer l’attention de ses Collégues sur deux points importants : 1° sur la question des ré- 
climations privées, qui ne peut étre résolue d ailleurs avant que les Gouvernements se soient prononcés sur 
le systéme de |’emprunt garanti ou des bons. Les réclamations privées doivent elles étre page par les Gou- 
vernements intéressés ou directement par les chineis ?

In order that the points dealt with in this Report may 
i intelligible, without any intimate local knowledge of the com 
plicated legal and pelitical conditions which prevail at Shangha 
a brief histerical summary may recall to mind the circumstances 
from which these conditions spring. 

After the occupatien of Shanghai by British troops under Sir 
ugh Gough in 1842, the port was opened to foreign trade by the 
treaty of Nanking. British interests were left in the hands of 
Captain Balfour, the first British Censul at Shanghai; and he 
arranged with the Chinese Authorities that a tract of land reough- 
ly a mile square and situated some half mile north of the Native 
City walls, should be set aside as a Settlement for British mer- 
chants. By 1849 this Settlement was populated by ever 100 
foreigners, mostly British. 


In this year the French also obtained a site for a French 
Settlement on the land between the City and the British Settle- 
ment, and the United States established a Settlement in the same 
way on the other side of the British Settlement. 

| The nationals of the varieus Western Powers whe followed 
the British lead in coming to Shanghai fer the purposes of trade 
were from the first amenable only to their own country's laws. 
The Consuls were appointed as the representatives and adminis- 
trators of those Rams besides being the channel of commmication 
between their nationals and the Chinese authorities. The British 
French and U. S. Consuls were also the quasi Governors of their 
respective settlements. The 3 settlements were thrown open to 
residents of all natiogalities including Chinese, and in the 
same way as foreigners remained under the jurisdioctién ef their 
own officials, the Chinese in the Settlement were amenable 
enly to Chinese laws and authorities. 

: As the place developed, it became necessary te have some 
common laws te which 1) living in the Settlement should be 
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INTRODUCTION -(Continued)- 


equally amenable, and lecal self-Gevernment was introduced in 
1854 ander a code of so-called “LIand Regulatiens", whereby the 
laid renters were authorized by the sanction of their home 
Gevernments to elect a Municipal Council with pewesokhaect taxes 
for the purpose of carrying out public works and among other 
things, of establishing a Municipal Police Force. 

This change relieved the three principal Censuls of all 
direct administrative work, which in future was delegated to 
the Municipal Ceuncil. 

In 1866 the Land Regulations were revised and augmented, 
but the French separated themselves from what had become already 
a Cosmopolitan Settlement, and set up a Municipal Ceuncil of 
their own in their own Settlement, with a separate cede of local 
regulations. 

| We are, hewever, only concerned in this Report with the 
Anglo-American or as it is now called the Foreign or Cosmopolitan 
Settlement. The Municipal Council, helding the delegated 
authority ef the Consuls of Powers having Treaties with China, 
were authorized as has been stated to maintain a Police Force 
for the preservation of order in the Settlement. The forefigners 
coming under the notice of this department, could of course, 
by the principle ef extraterritoriality already alluded to, 
only be tried by their own Consuls. Chinese offenders in the 
same way could only be tried and punished by their own av- 
thorities. Originally it was the practice to send such native 
offenders into the District Magistrate in the Chinese City for 
trial. But this was soon found te be inefficacious and the 
Taotal was moved to send a deputy into the Settlement te func- 
tion as Magistrate. This Officer used to held his Court in 
the British Consulate, in co-operation with the Vice-Consul or 
other British Consular Officer. 

In the latter sixties, an attempt was made te place this 

Mixed Court on @ sounder footing and the Regulations of 1869

were framed and sanctioned by Her Majesty's Minister and the 
chinese Government. It is upon these regulations that the 

wixed Comrt of to-day stands. Though they were only sanctioned 
a the British Minister and not by the other Foreign Representa- 
tives in Peking, they have been accepted ever since by all 
nationalities. Since that time the Foreign Settlement ef 
Shanghai without losing its predominantly British characteristics 
has nevertheless become more and more cosmopolitan. Its area has 
been inoreased four fold; its population has more than doubled; 
put the Mixed Court has passively withsteod the many attempts 
which have been initiated lecally during the last 30 years with 
8 view to make it too grow with the times.

nTRI oP THE COURT= The Mixed Court at Shanghai is composed of a 
Chinese Magistrate of the rank of Subprefect, who 
is not a commissioned efficer but a Wei Yuan or 
deputy appointed by the Previsional Authorities at tle 
nomination of the Shanghai Taotai; and of Consular 
Assessors who are usually the Interpreters of their 
respective Consulates. 
The Magistrate has a large native staff of 

clerks and "runners" and his establishment forms a 
Chinese Yamen within the Foreign Settlement. Attached 


to the Court there is accommodation for some 30 
prisoners where debters and female offenders are 
lecked up. All other prisoners are taken charge of by 
the Municipality. 


The duty of the Court is to take cognizance of 
and decide all civil and criminal suits and actions 
which arise in the Settlement either between Chinese 
er between foreigners and Chinese where the latter 
are the defendants. 
THE CIVIL COURT=- PURELY CHINESE CASES (a) In civil actions between 
Chinese, the Magistrate adjudicates alone. The 
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‘plaintiff files his petition at the Court, and the 

Magistrate issues his summons or warrant fer the 
defendant's appearance. Neither the Consulates nor 
the Municipal Police intervene in such cases, ex~ 
cept in so far as concerns the execution of the sum 
mons er warrant (v. section on warrants.) When the 
parties are ready for hearing the Magistrate deals 
with the oase just as if he were a District Magis- 
trate in a native city. 


(>) Im civil actiens between foreigners and 
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Chinese (defendant) the foreigner files his petition 


with the Assessor of his Consulate. It is then for~ 
warded to the Magistrate, ‘and when he has summoned 
er arrested the defendant, always under the condi- 
tiens set eut in section on “warrants", the case is 
set down for hearing. The assessor notifies plain- 
tiff, and at the appointed time sits with the Magis- 
trate at the Court te adjudicate upon the case. 

(Civil cases are heard usually in the afternoon 
as all the morningsin the week kre taken up by the 
criminal Ceurt). 

Beth parties may be and most frequently are 
represented by Counsel, whe provide their own in- 
terpreters. 

If the Assessor cannot agree with the Magis- 
trate in deciding the case, an appeal may be insti-~ 
tuted to the Taotai and the Consul General concerned 
Alse if either party is dissatisfied with the find- 
ing, he may appeal to the same higher authorities. 

RECORDS~ Minutes 6f the case are recorded by the Court 
writer, while the Assessor makes notes on the evi- 
dence. The Magistrate makes no notes. 
NO COURT FEES OR COSTS- There are no Court fees and no costs 
are allowed. 


HOW ENFORCED- When judgment is given for plaintiff, 
the defendant is given so many days to settle in, 

and is released on security if he can find a guaran- 
tor satisfactory te the Court. Otherwise he is leck- 
ed up and an order of the Court is issued against 
his property. If he has no property he is liable to 
be imprisoned at the pleasure of the Court; or if 

he has been guilty of fraud he may be sentenced 
without further precess to a specified term of 


imprisonment. In such cases the prisoner serves 
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his sentence under the eontrel ef the Municipal 
Pelice, who enter the charge of fraud against him 

a en their records. 

CHINESE THE LANGUAGE OF THE COURT- The language of the 

Court is of course Chinese and the Magistrate knows 
no other tengue. If the foreign plaintiff has no 
Councel and no interpreter, the Assessor has to 
play the somewhat embarrassing part of advocate and 
judge at the same time. 

THE CRIMINAL OR POLICE COURT= The Fereign Settlement which now 

has an area of 8 square miles and a native pepulation 

ef 300,000 is policed entirely by the Municipality 


which employs a highly efficient force of European, 
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Indian and Native Censtables and Detectives. All 
cases involving breaches of the peace, breaches of 
lecal regulations, or crime, which may arise within 
the Settlement, pass through the hands of this de~ 
partment. The Criminal Court sits daily to hear 
these cases. Unlike the Civil Court, there is no 
divisien between purely native cases and cases in 
which "fereign interests" are at stake. All cases 
coming under the cognizance of the Police are pre- 
sumed to possess a "foreign interest", and therefore 
the principle has grown up that the Magistrate can- 
not try such cases without the coeeperation of a 
Consular Assessor. This principle is a most neces-~ 
sary one, as it: defends the Municipal Police from 
the danger of having their efforts minimized by a 
weak Magistrate, and it also checks all manner of 
abuses which the Magistrate might be tempted to in- 
dulge in, if his foreign colleague were not there 
te watch him. 

The Criminal Court is then essentially and . 
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entirely a Mixed Ceurt. The present arrangement 


which has obtained for many years, is that the 
British Assessor sits three times a wesk, the 
American twice and the German once. The Magistrate 
sits every day, unless as sometimes occurs there is 
an Assistant Magistrate; in which case he relieves 
his chief en some of the days. 

The Police present their varieus cases to the 
Ceurt en duplicate charge sheets one in English for 
the Assessor, and ene in Chinese for the Magistrate. 
The case is then conducted by the Pelice Inspector of 
the District in which it eccurred. He states his 
case in English te the Assessor and calls his wit- 
nesses, while his native detectives do the same in 
Chinese to the Magistrate. The witnesses for the 
presecutien are heard and exmmined by the Court and 
then the defense follows, with cross examination. 
Great credit is usually due te the native detectives 
fer the way in which they work their cases up. The 
‘various charges brought befere the Court extend from 
breaches of Municipal regulations to grave cases of 
burglary, arson, forgery, coining, serious assaults, 
rebbery with vielence, etc., etc., etc. The Court 
is only cempetent te deal with man-slaughter or 
murder cases as a Court of first instance, such 
cases being sent into the native city for trial. 

In all ether cases, the Court has by practice and 
cust om power te inflict heavy punishment by 
flegging, canguing, fining, imprisenment with hard 
laber up to two years nas eccasienally fer even 
lenger terms, and also depo rtation from Shanghai . 

As has been stated, all sentences of imprison= 
ment for criminal offences are served in the Muni- 
cipal Gaol er Police Cells. The former establish- 
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ment which has only existed fer two years has 
preved a great deterrent to crime, and the Ceuncil 
is deing a wise thing in making previsien for a 
larger Gaol, which will accommodate all the prison~ 
ers sentenced by the Court; as detention in the 
Pelice cells is not a deterrent punishment of 
sufficient severity. Mere deprivation of liberty. 
dees not appear to afflict the Chinese delinquent. 
What he does ebject to is having to keep silent, 
te de work, and to be kept under strict Gaol dis- 
cipline. 


The Criminal Court eperates, with regard to 
the punishments inflicted in each particular case, 


under no code. By custom, a certain scale of pun- 
ishments exists, but it has never been reduced to 
writing and varies with each Magistrate or Assessor. 


It remains te explain now the system by which 


warrants for the arrest of Chinese are executed in 
the Settlement. 

| (1) IW CRIMINAL CASES- Application is 
made by the Police Department te the Court, in writ- 
ing. The Magistrate then issues his warrant, which 
specifies the individual te be arrested, the prose- 
cuting party and the nature of the charge. This 
the Magistrate hands te a “runner" whose duty is to 


preceed to the Senior Censul and get the warrant 
: etuiberdianeds further if the individual te be 
arrested is known to be in foreign empley, the run- 
ner has te get the warrant countersigned again by 
the Consulate ef the foreigner's natienality. 
Having fulfilled this formality, he takes the 
warrant te: the Municipal Police, who register it and 
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depute a detective to coeeperate with the runner in 
effecting the arrest. 
(2) IN CIVIL CASRS- (a) PURELY CHINESE CASEs- 
On the application of the plaintiff the Magis- 
trate issues the warrant (or summons) and the 
"runner" has to fulfil the same routine and obtain 
the coeperation of the Municipal Pelice before the 
warrant can be legally executed. 

(db) MIXED CASES- The same principle 
obtains, only that the application emanates through 
the Consulate of the plaintiff's nationality. 

(3) In cases arising in the Native City- 
The City Magistrate.or the Taotai apply to 
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the Magistrate to issue a warrant for the arrest 
required. Their own warrants do not operate in 

the Settlement. When the Magistrate issues the 
Mixed Court warrant, the same routine is gone through 
as in the previous cases: and the prisoner when 
arrested is brought before the Court when an Assessor 
is sitting. If the latter is satisfied that the 
charge is a bona fide one, the prisoner is handed 
ever to the native authorities. 

i THE QUESTION OF MIXED COURT REFORM The above sketch of the 
Mixed court &s it now is may serve to show that the 
development of years has wrought no essential change 
in the principles under which it operates, though cer 
tain anelierations have gradually been introduced by 
the force of circumstances rather than by premeditated 
design. These have carried the Court a leng distance 
beyond the limitation of the Rules which still remain 
ite actual character.

the present time is epportune for revising these 


Rules, which now have by practice become inadequate 
and archaic. As will have been seen, the Court is 
at best a clumsy machine, but its greatest recom- 
mendation is that with much labor it works. How > 
far it would be expedient, in the writer's opinion 
to systematise and facilitate its working under a 
new Cede of Rules, is set forth below. 

The most recent agitation on the part of 
foreigners in Shanghai on this perennial question, 
teok place early in 1898 and certain suggestions 
were formulated by a Committee of lawyers whe were 
invited by the Municipal Council to carry out this 
work. Their report is published in the Municipal 
Council Report for that year, and is in the writer's 
opinion rather too vague to be of practical value, 
except as a general index of what was then desired 
in the way of change. 

Since that date the Mixed Court has been left 
in comparative peace. In the Spring of 1899 the 
old Court building in the Maloo ceased to exist, and 
@ move was made to the new Court in West Hengkew 
which is a fine building of foreign design, spaci- 
eus, though architectually unsuited to its require- 
ments, while its situatien is far removed from the 
business quarter of the Settlement. 

The change of building made it easier to intro- 
duce superficial imprevements in the Ceurt proce- 
dure. The changes which have been effected in the 
Criminal Ceurt, are principally that the Municipal 
Pelice have a stronger position in maintaining order 
during the proceedings, and in preventing the con+ 
fusion which the lecal press described in former 
years as inrine been ts salient characteristic. . 
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That order should be preserved in the Court, sounds 


such an obvieus necessity that it need not be men- 
tioned, but as a matter of fact it is a point which 

- @aused an infinity of trouble to insist upon and 
which requires an Assessor's constant attention, as 
most Chinese Magistrates are callous to confusion 
and jealeus of interference. 

_ A certain scale of punishments has alsenbeen 
arrived at, more by accident than by design, which 
equalises sentences as far as is practicable in a 
Ceurt which deals with cases in se summary a manner, 
that old offenders are often sentenced to leng terms 
of imprisonment, within 3 minutes of a fresh charge 

being preferred against them. 

In conducting their cases the Municipal, Police 
have alse greatly improved and pay more attention to 
the laws ef evidence than they used to. 

Hardly a day passes without several foreign 
plaintiffs or witnesses appearing in the Criminal 
Ceurt, and owing to the improvement ig outward con- 
Gitions, and to the tractability of the Magistrate 
in passing the sentence dictated te him by the 
Assessor, they have generally gone away satisfied. 
The Municipal Council have generally got what they 
wanted alse, and thus peace has outwardly prevailed. 
But the Assessor has to fight many battles in 
secret, and without advocating such a responsibility 
as would be entailed by reducing the Magistrate 

te a mere figure-head, a scheme which is favored 
by many persens in Shanghai, the writer is of 
opinien, after 3 years experience of the Court, that 
certain changes in the existing state of things are 
a) highly desirable. 
HE RANK OF THE MAGISTRATE- The most important point- which 
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has been strongly urged by British Assessors in 


tthe various reports on record regarding this sub- 


ject, is in respect to the official standing of 
the Chinese Magistrate. Hitherto the Magistrate 
has been a deputy of the Shanghai Taotai with the 
brevet rank of a sub-Prefect. He is thus not in 
a position to be recognized locally or provinci- 
ally as a substantive official: to the official 
classes resident in Shanghai as well as to the 
Shaghai Hsien and the neighbouring territorial 
authorities he is the Taotai's Wei Yuan (deputy) 
and nothing more. Brother officials do not feel 
that they need take him very seriously, and the 
difficulty which is from time to time experienc-~- 
ed in getting his judgments enforced, when the de- 
fendant may happen to possess some official brevet 
rank, is so well known that it need not be dealt 
with at length here. 

The remedy which has frequently been sugcest- 
ed, is that the Chinese Government should be 
moved to appoint a substantive Sub-Prefect as 
Mixed Court Magistrate. It has also been sug- 
gested, unofficially, that the Magistrate should 
be a Prefect or even a Taotai. But it appears 
to me that by making his rank higher than that 
of a Sub-Prefect, the object in view would be de- 
feated. The object in view is, as has been im- 
plied, to invest him with sufficient authority 
to enforce his judgments upon all Chinese, irre- 


spective of rank, within the Settlement and also 


te give him a substantive though particular 


Tee? 


position among the Chinese authorities of this 
Prevince. While still being subordinate to the 


Taotai, he would as a substantive Sub-Prefect not 


be 
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not be absolutely in the Taotai's hands as he 
now is: and his position vis-a-vis the Shanghai 
Hsien would be rather superior than inferior. If 
on the other hand his rank were that of a Prefect, 
it is to be anticipated that there would be fric- 
tion with the Shanghai Hsien, who is already sub- 
ordinate to the Prefect at Sungkiangfu. If fur- 
ther he had a Tactai's rank the friction would be 
with the Shanghai Taotai who could disclaim all 
responsibility regarding the Magistrate's actions 
when the Consuls had anything te complain ef. 

As a substantive Sub-Prefect, the Consuls 
would still have direct recourse to the Shanghai 
Taotai as the Magistrate's judicial superior. 
Appeals from the Mixed Court could still be heard 
by the Shanghai Taotai and the Consul concerned. 
Having substantive rank, an arrangement might alse 
be made to invest the Magistrate with the power 
to hold inquests in the Settlement. At present 
the Shanghai Hsien has to be notified of any 
death under suspicious circumstances and he then 
comes to the Settlement to hold his inquest. This 
could be done with less trouble by the Mixed Court 
Magistrate. 

MAGISTRATE .- Analogous to the questien of rank 

is that of pay. The Magistrate now receives from 
the Taotai Tis. 750 per mensem for the whole upkeep 
of the Court, including his own salary, pay of 


clerks, runners' wages, food of prisoners (debt- 


ers and female offenders) ,coal,gas,etc.,etc., He 


also receives a very small percentage of the fines 

inflicted, viz: half of all fines amounting to 

$ 10 and over. The rest of the fines gé to the 

Police. Last year the Police got upwards of 
$15,000 
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$15,000 and the Magistrate only $2650 under this 
head. This inceme certainly dees not allow 

of saving. The Magistrate's expenses are consid- 
erable. He has te entertain the numereus offici- 
als passing through Shanghai and provide them with 
hired carriages while in the Settlement and gener~ 
ally pay them attentions which sost meney. At 
New Year and on birthdays he has to give presents 
to his superior efficers, the Taotai and the 
Geverner at Seechow. The surplus required has to 
be squeezed out of litigants in “purely Chinese 
cases. 

INCREASE SUGGESTED- This condition of things 
is of course more or less inevitable, but it might 
be considerably bettered if the Chinese Gevernment 
could be persuaded to pay the Magistrate an adee 
quate salary- say $1,000 a month and further 
allew him a sufficient amount for the pay of his 
clerks and the upkeep of the Court. If at the same 
time it were clearly understood that his prescrip- 
tive right to squeeze was thereby cancelled, it 
would at least be an instructive side-light on the 
problem whether Chinese officials would or would 


not cease to squeeze if they were properly paid. 


THE COURT RUNNERS-- Having proposed a means for strengthening tl 
Magistrate's position as a judge, I would next pro- 
pese that his executive functions be largely de- 


creased. | 

As has been stated the Mixed Court is a 
Chinese Yamen in our midst. But while the Chinese 
residing in the Settlement must continue te be sub- 
jects of the Emperor and amenable to his jurisdic- 
tien, there is ne reason why the executive work of 
his Court in the Settlement should not be largely 
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carried eut by the Municipality, which already per- 
forms such duties fer the various Censular Courts 
in Shanghai. When the British or German or American 
Court issues a warrant for the arrest of one of its 
nationals, the warrant is handed for convenience 
sake- te the Municipal Police to execute. Now the 
existance of the Mixed Ceurt Magistrate's multitu- 
dineus staff ef runners is no mere necessary te him 


than the upkeep of a force of constables is te the 


various Censulates. The requisite establishment 


is supplied by the Municipal Police. If the Chinese 
Government ceuld be prevailed upen te de away with tk 
Court runners and if in their place the Municipal 
Council would agree te detach and pay a certain num- 
ber of native constables and detectives to do duty 
at the Mixed Ceurt, say for periods of 3 or 6 
months, after which they would revert to the Police 
force and be succeeded by others at the Court, ve 
would hear less of squeezing" by the myrmidons of 
the eet, eof irregular arrests, the suppression of

warrants, etc., etce 


The aie "runner" system is without doubt a 
public nui sence. They : get very little pay and 
have to live by squeeze. Their powers are eo hedged 
in by the complicated and "tedious routine, which has: 
te be observed before a warrant ‘can be executed, "nit 
that it is small wonder that they eccasienatly Weak —_ 
out into irregularities. If this organization were 
dene away with, the Magistrate would deal directly 
with the Police Department. Warrants would be hand- 
ed to the Municipal detectives to execute: the sys- 
tem of countersignature by the Senier Censul might 
then be dispensed with, even that by the Censul of 


the foreign employer (if any might possibly dis 
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Gisappear. There would chen be better chance of 
arresting criminals or defaulters expeditiously 
and before they have had time te take the daily 
steamer to Ningpo. 

Warrants applied for by Censulates in civil 
actions could similarly be dealt with by the Mumi- 
cipal Pelice. 

The Magistrate, deprived ef his runners would 
have all their legitimate work dene by the special 
duty men lent to the Ceurt by the Municipal Council. 
The remainder ef the Ceurt staff, viz: clerks, writers 
recorders and such like office empleyees would 
centinue te be on the old footing. 

. THE OF THE COURT- Having ebtained a Magistrate of suf- 
fieient rank to enforce his own judgments, and to 
inspire respect in the minds of the neighbering 
territerial authorities} having seen that he gets 
@ reasonable salary and is no lenger driven to com- 
mit irregularities, whenever the fereigner is not 
watching him, in order to keep out of debt; having 
substituted tke Municipal employe for the corrupt 
Yemen runner and thereby swept away one of the ano- 
malies ef Shanghai which is really a constant eb- 
stacle te the geod Gevernment ef the Settlement; it 
now remains te consider the question of precedure 
in such a reformed institution. 

My strong cenvictien is that any tendency to 
educate the Chinese up te European ideas in the 
matter ef legal fermalities and technicalities should 
be repressed, except in se far as they may make pro- 
ceedings mere simple and more orderly. 

) THE CRIMINAL COURT- I believe it is generally admitted 
that the Criminal Court workg fairly well. That it 


‘has plenty te de, is preved by the Municipal Council 
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Statistics fer 1900, which shew that the Court 
deals wi th an average of 2,000 prisoners every 
néaths This means than on an average 80 prisoners 
have to be disposed eof somehow between 10 a.m. and 
1 e'clock on the six days a week that the Ceurt 
sits. If anything mere than the barest formali- 
ties were introduced inte the hearing of such a 
daily calendar, things would ceme te a standstill; 
and as leng as the Chinese are satisfied that 
justice is dene te themselves in the Court, it 
would be immature to disturb the existing summary 
nature of the Criminal Ceurt. It would, however, 
be advantageous te place on record in a revised 
set of rules the develepments which have taken 
place, since the original rules were drawn up; and 
if the Municipal Pelice, with their increased 
powers, were given careful instructions and taught 
te act with firmess, tact and respect in all their 
dealings with the Magistrate; there is no reason 
why the Court should not become a highly efficient 
machine for dealing with the 25,000 native prison- 
ers, who may be expected to come before it annually 
COURT-- The precedure in this Court has ale 


ready been described in the introductory pages. 


Under the changes I have ventured te suggest, 
arrests could be effected expeditiously and thus 
foreign plaintiffs would be spared the bitterness 
ef finding that the very measures which they have 
themselves assisted in introducing, in order 
safeguard the liberty of Chinese in the Settlement, 
react en occasion against themselves, by allowing 
the Chinese defaulter ample time to escape frok 
the immediate clutches of the law. 
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The system which is in vogue, for British plain- 
tiffs at least, viz: ef filing triplicate petitions 
in English and Chinese, is somewhat cumbrous in petty 
claims; but it is difficult to think out a simple 
plan. A standing rule whet be made that claims un- 
der $100 should be disposed of summarily without 
petitiens being prepared, and simply on the written 
application eof the Censulate concerned. This is in 

point of fact frequently done now. 

COURT FEES & COSTS- There remains also the question of Court fees 
The changes suggested would demand an increase in 
expenditure and it is only fair that a light and 
simple system of fees should be introduced, unless 
on consideration the trouble of collection proves to 
be greater than the advantages to be derived by such 
a@measure. I would suggest that in all cases where 
the Municipal Police prosecute in the Criminal Court 
on behalf of any individual, whether foreign or 
Chinese, thgy should be empowered tocharge the 
party they represent a fee of $2- for each warrant 
or summons that they execute; while in the Civia 
Court, a similar fee should be payable te the Court 
for each warrant or summons issued. 

In civil gases the question may be worth con- 
sideration whether the Court should be empowered, 
when judgment is given against the defendant, to 
order him to pay te the Court an additional charge 
of 1 per cent on the amount payable to plaintiff. 

The great objections against any system of fees, 
are that (1) the trouble of collection may be greater 
than the possible income to be derived would warrant 


ani (2) that in the case of fees payable to the 


Court there would be no check against misappropriation 
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With regard to legal costs, although it is often 
hard on a foreign plaintiff to be driven to prosecute 
a native debtor and to employ a lawyer, many diffi- 


culties would present themselves if costs were al- 


lowed. There would be no basis upon which they could 
be taxed; and the advantages to be derived By foreign 
plaintiffs would not be many. 


I have left to the last the point which seems to me 
te be the most important under this heading of Court 
precedure. It is the question of the appearance of 
Counsel before the Court. As things now are, either 
side may employ legal advice in both criminal and 
civil cases. This principle is a good one and it 
only requires te be regulated. Its only obj ection- 
able feature is that the Court has no authority what- 
ever over the advocate at hts bar. If he is guilty 
of any indiscretion the Comrt can, it is true, rise 
aand refuse to hear him further; but this is not a 
particularly dignified position to be in; it is 
victery a la Chinoise. The question is en e which 
more intimately concerns the Assessors than the 
Magistrate, and I think it is the general opinion 

among these officers that some system should be in- 
augurated whereby advecates practising in the Court 
should sign some form of Rell and thereby be admitted 
te practice so long as they comply with the condi- 
tions set forth in the declaration embodied in the 
Roll. Such conditions would sufficiently cover the 
necessary ground if they expressed the advocate's 
willingness and intention to treat the Courtw ith 
the respect due to a properly constituted Court of 
justice; and to comply with the directions of the 
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Assessor in the same way as if he were a Magistrate 


in a Court of the advocate's own nationality. Such 
an engagement would in its ebeervance prevent cer- 
tain difficulties which have occurred in the past 
from time to time and which may always occur again | 
The advocate would always have the rightte appeal 
to the Assessor's Consul General and even to his 
Minister at Peking if he considered he had been un- 
justly treated.

In compliance with vais request, I have the honor to 
submit the following comments on the report of Mr. S.¥.Mayers 
to H.B.M's Minister on the Mixed Court at Shanghai. 

Having had two years’ experience as an assessor at the 
said Court, and having been required during that period to 
make a report to the U. S. ConsuleGeneral upon the working of 
the Court, I am inclined to heartily approve of the most part 
of the suggestions of Mr. Mayers. 

l. The question of the rank of the Magistrate is an important 
one. There were several instances during my term as assessor 
of a failure to secure the prompt administration of justice 
because of the inferior rank of the Magistrate. 

2e It would no doubt be a fine object lesson to the Chinese 
to put the Magistrate on a fixed salary, and have all the ex- 
penses of the Court paid out of a separate account, but I am 
somewhat skeptical as to the success of such a measure in 
preventing squeezing. Would it not be fagr to make a more 
equitable division of the fines between the Police and the 
Court? It is true that the Municipality has to bear the 
burden of keeping order, but a larger share of the fines might 
be allowed to the Court toward the expense of clerk hire, food 
for prisoners etc. 

Se ‘The ‘substitution of the Police for the Chinese runners 
isa Capital suggestion and would have . most beneficial effect 
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4. I fear the uniform charge of $2.00 for warrant or summons 
might work injustice in some cases. For some Chinese plain- 
tiffs this charge would be excessive. Would it not be better 
to have a scale of fees graduated according to the nature of 
the charge in criminal cases, or according to the amount of 
the claim im eivil cases? I understand that the present 

U. Se Assessor has submitted such a scale to the U. S. 
ConsuleGeneral for his consideration. 

5. Mye Mayer's suggestions do not, it seems to me, provide 
for necessary rekief in another direction. The Court is 
outrageously overworked. To be compelled to pass upon 80 
cases on an average every morning but Sunday between 9 o'clock 
and noon, and then to sit all the afternoon in civil suits, 
is more than any one man can do with justice. I would sug- 
gest that there should be three police courts with three 
police magistrates sitting simultaneously, each attended by 
one assessor, and one civil court which might also serve as a 
court of appeal in serious criminal cases. If the Magistrate 
should sit in one of the police courts, there need be the ad- 
dition of but two assistants as police magistrates. Should 
such a system be adopted,it would be necessary to have an add- 
itional interpreter at the U. S. Consulate-General,as the 
work a present is more than enough for one man. But with 
the rapid increase of American interests in Shanghai, such 
addition is realky needed in any case. The British Consulate 
is sO well provided in this way that there would be no dif~ 
ficulty in securing the assessors needed on its part. If the 
cost of administering justice would be too much increased by 
this method, there might at least be one other police court 
established. At present there does not seem to be any need 
of help in civil causes. 

6- The interpreter is called an assessor, but in the treaties 
he is given no authority, so far as I have been able to dis- 


cover, to do anything but sit and watch the case and inter- 


rogate the witnesses and argue with the Magistrate as to the 


decision ; 
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decision to be rendered. 


In the Treaty of 1858 between the U. S. and China it is 

provided that 
art. XX1V. Where there are debts due by subjects of China 
"to citizens of the United States, the latter may seek 
‘redress in lawj;and on suitable representation being made 
"to the’local authorities through the Consul, they will 
"cause due examination in the premises, and take proper 
"steps to compel satisfaction." 

In the Additional Articles, signed in 1868, it is provided in 

Art. 1. that | 
"if any right or interest in any tract of land in China, 
"has been or shall hereafter be, granted by the Government 
“of China to the United States or their citizens for pur- 
"poses of trade or commerce, that grant shall in no event 
"be construed to dévest the Chinese Authorities of their 
"right of jurisdiction over persons and property within 
"said tract of land except so far as the right may have 

a "been expressly relinquished bu treaty." 

In the Tumi gration Treaty of 1880 ArticlelV. reads;- 
"When controversies arise in the Chinese Empire between 
"oitizens of the United states and subjects of His Imperial 
"Magisty, which need to be examined and decided by the 
"public officer of the two nations, it is agreed between 
the Governments of the United States and China, that such 
"cases shall be tried by the proper official of the nat- 
"lonality of the defendant. The properly authorized offi- 
"cial of the plaintiff's nationallity shall be freely per- 
"mitted to attend the trial, and shall be treated with the 
"courtesy due to his position. He shall be granted all prop 
"er facilities for watching the proceedings in the interest 
“of justice, and if he so desire, he shall have the right 
"to be present and to examine and to cross-examine witnesses 
‘If he is dissatisfied with the proceedings, he shall be 
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"vermitted to protest against them in debate. The law admin- 
"i stared will be the law of the nationality of the officer 
‘trying the case." 

These articles indicate our Government's intention to recognize 
the right of the Chinese authorities to try their own people by 
Chinese law in all mixed cases in which they are defendants, 


and furni sh our only ground for igterference, an interference 
which is limited to interrogating the witnesses and arguing 
against the proposed decision of the Judge. Whether the in- 


terpreter may properly be called an assessor in such a case, 

I must leave to those learned in the law, but it will be noted 
that the Magistrate and so-called Assessor are not required 

to agree upon a verdict. The Court is not really a mixed 
court, but entirely Chinese, the only judge, Chinese, and the 
law Chinese. It will be noted, too, that the rights granted 

in these treaties are reciprocal. Whatever right the interpre- 
ter has in a Chinese Court the Chinese mandarin may exercise 

in the United States Consular Court in mixed cases in which 

the defendant is American. That the plan has worked so well 

as it has during all these ye?rs is due to the fact which is 
set forth by Mr. Mayers that the Chinese Magistrate is usually 
tractable and renders the decision dictated by the interpreter 
There have been important cases, however, in the past where 

the influence of high Chinese officials has been brought to 
bear, or where the Magistrate was jealous of his independence, 
in which all the arguments of the interpreter have been utterly 
vain and the real nature of the Court has been made manifest. 
That this is the understanding of the British Goverment 

as to the character of the Court, is clearly set forth in the 
Chefoo Convention, ratified in 1886, where in Section 11, 

under No. 3, we read; 

" It is further wnderstood that so long as the laws of the two. 
“countries differ from’ each other, there can be but one princi«- 
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ple to @uide judicial proceedings in mixed cases in China, 
‘namely, that the case is tried by the official of the defend~ 
"ae nationality; the official of the plaintiff's nationality 
sorely attending to watch the proceedings in the interests 

of justice. If the officer so attending be dissatisfied with 
"the proceedings, it will be in his power to protest against 
"them in detail. The law administered will be the law of the 


mationality of the officer trying the case. This is the 


‘meaning of the words hui t'ung, indicating combined action 

in judicial proceedings, in Article XV1 of the Treaty of Tien- 
"ssin; and this is the course to be yeupectively followed by 
"the officers of either nationality". 

In No 2 of the game Section we are told;- 

"The Chinese Government has established at Shanghai a Mixed 
"Court § but the officer presiding over it, either from lack of 
"power or dread of unpopularity, constantly fails to enforce 
"his Judgments. It is now understood that the Tsungli Yamen 
"will write a circular to the Legations, inviting Foreign Rep- 
"resentatives at once to consider with the Tsung-li Yamen the 
"neasures needed for the more effective administration of jus 
tice at the Ports bpen to Trade." 

Inease-much-as foreign interests at the Treaty Ports, par- 
tieularly at Shanghai, have grown to be of enormous importance, 
and, since Chinese Commercial Practice has never been codified, 
I wuld respectfully suggest that steps be taken to urge the 
Chinese Government to carry out the promise contained in this 
last quotation from the Chefoo Convention. May it not be pos- 
sible to secure such further concessions from the Chinese as 
will make the Mized Court at Shanghai a Mixed Court in fact as 
well as in name, by expressly designating the foreign official 
appointed to attend such court, an Associate Judge, with au~ 
thority equal to that.of the Chinese Magistrate, and make the 
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concurrence of the Foreign Associate necessary to the validity 
of a judgment? 
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”. connection with the above it may be stated that some 


three or four years ago the proposition was made by the Chinese 


. 


authorities at Shanghai to prepare a Commercial Code, but so 


far as I know nothing of any consequence was done in this direc 


tione Would it not be well to encourage the Chinese to carry 
out this good intention? Foreign merchants would be greatly 


penefited by knowing the law to which they must submit in any 
suit against Chinese.

place on Saturday July 6th, for the suppression of robbers on li

Steam boat 


The Expedition consisted of one small steam boat the "Sam- | 
son” armed with a single one pound rapid fire gun, and carrying | 
twenty eight Russian Rifle men, thirteen Chinese soldiers and , 
eighteen sailors. This boat drew seven feet of water. it 

Junks 
Nine junks carrying eighty Chinese soldiers from the | i] 


Moukden troops were in company with the steam boat. 
Land Forces 


Prom Hai Cheng there was sent three hundred mounted Chines 


troops belonging to the forces under the charge of the Hai 
Cheng Magistrate. | . : i 
Interpreter and Pilot 


Mr. W.J. Lister a British subject of Newchwang accompanyed 
the Expedition as Pilot and Interpreter. 


Movements _and Results. 
They proceeded about thirty five miles up the river with- 


out encountering any robbers, but at this point they found 
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a band of about thirty, partly mounted and they fired upon and 
dispersed this party without doing them much injury. 


The robbers were well provided with modern fire arms but 


were not first class marksmen. 


From this point to the end of their journey one hundred miles 


from this place by river they found altogether four separate 


bands of robbers, well armed and partly mounted, and in no case i 


exceeding thirty in number. They had four separate encounters 


with these robbers and as they used the rapid fire gun often 


and with apparent successful results they report having killed 


as many as a dozen and to have captured fourteen. | 


The land forces were of no aid to the expedition as they | 


failed to move swiftly enough to give the boats proper support 


At one place the steam boat forces sent a small boat con- 


taining six Chinese to land with a communication to the land 


forces; this boat was attacked with a result of one man being 


wounded and two missing, supposed to have been killed. 


The expedition retumed here on Friday the twelfth inst. 


It is reported that another expedition of a similar nature 
is to be sent up the river soon to go as far as Tei ling. 


Operations of Robbers 


These bands are a sort of Land Pirates, operating along 


the river, firing upon the junks, and levying a tribute of from | 


one to eight dollars per boat at each station. 
Trade Increasing 


The recent rains have raised the water in the head waters 


of the streams and the number of junks arriving with cargo has i 


been increasing enormously of late, several days the number ar- 


riving from up river has reached a total of between six and 
seven hundred per day. There are rumors of satis faction amongst 


the Chinese merchants concerning the success of these Expedi- 


tions; but as they are of a spasmodic character, and as I have 


learned that reports are being manufactured of a highly compli- 
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nentary nature to the Officer in charge in order to further his 
ambition to succeed Mr. Ostro-verkow as Civil Administrator of 
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Newchwang it is wise to accept them with a proper allowance, 
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The necessity as well as the results of these expeditions 


are to my mind largely magnified. A small gun boat plying 
vetwennl a few permanent stations with a limited number of troops 
stationed at each would have no trouble keeping the river free 
from these pirates. 

If the Chinese Authorities were in control I think there 


would be no serious difficulty with the traffic. 


The trade is so very extensive that an insignificant sum 
in proportion to the business would maintain a perfectly free 


river. 


It has been stated privately by Colonel Hencke that the 
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Russians were building two small river gun boats to place on 
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the river Liao. 


This does not indicate evacuation soon, if true.

The wounding of a German soldier by a shot 
fired by an dmarican soldier on the 24th of this month, as is 
shown by. the following | 

On the 24th instant, about 4:50 p.m., the Marine soldier 
Schnoeller. 2/11 Sea battalion, was shot through the calf of 
the leg while working at. awell in the barracks of the guard 
(Legation). Sergeant Wenecke, of the Train depot, who was 
conducting the transport of the Guard, and two riflemen 
recognized the shot as American, and went immediately to the 
American guard on the canal and inquired regarding it. 

The nen-commissioned officer of the American guard 
relieved the sentinel and examined his rifle . He admitted 
that a sentinel had fired a warning shot at a German soldier 
(servant of Chief Surgeon Dr Asing) who was riding by. 

‘The servant did not respect the closing of the street 
which had been closed by the American Legation by a rope only 
and which had up to this time not been generally recogni zed. 

Marine Schnoeller was wounded in the right calf. His 
condition is good and it is probable that he will not lose his 
leg, still he mer be incapacitated for military service. 

| The Field Marshal, Count von Waldersee, requests me 
very earnestly to represent to you his position, in which I 
entirely concur, that it is absolutely Anadicd onibdle and must 
be contrary to all practice between Allied Powers, that 
in the midst of a city occupied in-.common, in broad daylight, 
a soldier of one contingent threatens to fire with ball 
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a. 
cartridge, or even trys to frighten the soldier of another 


contingent, on account of simple violation of a not even 
generally known police regulation, and which can equally well 
wound or kill an entirely unconcerned stranger, as for example 
a member of one of the Legations of the allied powers. 

Since the man, wounded through the fault of an 
American soldier, will probably be incapacitated for military 
duty, I request you, in case he is so incapacitated, to kindly 
declare your agreement that the United States Government will 
consider the question of indemnity to the wounded.

‘Referring to my note of the 29th ultimo, in reply to 
your communication of the 27th ultimo, I have the honor to 
inform Your Excellency that I am iin receipt of a report 
from the Commanding Officer of the United States Legation 
Guard regarding the alleged accidental shooting of a German 
soldier by the United States sentinel on post at the western 
end of Legation street. 

According to this report the facts in the case are about 
as follows: Private Stein, Company "B", 9th U. S. Infantry, 
who was sentinel on this post, was ordered to prevent all 


persons from passing through so much of Legation street as 


lies between his post and Gaselee Road which was undergoing 
repairs. The sentinel was at first only armed with a 
light stick, but it was found necessary to arm him with his 
rifle to prevent soldiers forcing themselves by in spite of — t 
his orders, and otherwise subjecting him, a United States 
soldier on post, in the performance of his proper duty , to 
humiliation, attacks and insult. The mere arming of the 


sentinel, it was thought, would prevent further annoyance. 
But Stein states, however, that German officers and soldiers 
particularly have continued to try to force themselves past 
him. ‘The f6renoon of the day of the shooting a German 
officer tried to force his on past, but the sentinel, who 
had already explained in German to the officer that the road 
was closed,- was only able to stop him by taking his horse 
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-2- 
py the bridle, whereupon the officer drew his sword and made 
a cut at him. The soldier might have been seriously 
injured had he not slipped a cartridge in his rifle. During 
the afternoon a German soldier approached the post and galloped 
past, laughing at the sentinel when he succeeded in passing 
him. He refused to return, and only did so when the sentinel 
fired his rifle. As to whether this particular bullet struck 
the German soldier who was shot the same afternoon, I think 
it extremely doubtful. If the rifle had been aimed high 
enough to carry the bullet over the crest of the rise it 
certainly would have carried it far over the German Legation. 
pA the bullet struck the ground it would have been deflected 
still higher. 

1 note the statement of Sergt. Wernicke that he recognizd 
the report as that made by an American rifle. At a distance 
of some 1000 metres that would seem to be impossible. 
In view of the fact that shots are being constantly fires in 
various quarters of Peking, I cannot but believe that the shot 
which wounded the German soldier was not the one fired by 
Private Stein. | 

I beg to add that when I found it would be impossible 
to make the necessary repairs to Legation street and at the 
same time have it open to general traffic, I wrote a note to 
the Dean requesting him to notify the various legations of 
the temporary closing of the street, and to ask at the same 
time that their military authorities might also be so infomed. 
I understand the Dean complied with my request, and that no 
one offered any objections. 

Again expressing my regret at the unhappy accident, I 
avail myself of the occasion to renew to Your Excellency the

I have the honor, in reply to your 
esteemed communication of the 2nd instant, Mis. No. 740, 
respectfully to inform you that according to the views 
of German military authorities here, to whose notice I 
brought the contents of your letter, no doubt whatever exists 
regarding the proof of the wounding of the Marine soldier 
Schnoeller by a shot fired by Private Stein. As proof there- 
for, the Military authorities bring forward first of all that 
Schnoeller was shot at the same time that Stein fired his 
rifle, as was immediately established by Sergeant Wernicke, 
besides the bullet is undoubtedly American. That the Military 
superiors; of Private Stein ‘also had no doubt is shown by the 
letter jof the Commadant Major Robertson, dated May 28th, to / 
whom General v. Trotha immediately addressed himself. Even 
the circumstance that the builet must pass over the crest 
of a small hill in or der to reach the place where Private 
Schnoeller was working is a further proof. 
Every soldier knows from his knowledge of his rifle 
and firing instructions, that it ts necessary to give the 7 
modern rifle sone elevation in order to send a bullet to such 
a distance, ‘as in the present case. 
i ak oles deflected by any object as the jacket of 
the bullet only shows the clean cut of the grooys. The 


American bullet shows the rifling in the middle and also at 
the end. The bullet which broke the shin bone of Marine 
Schnoeller does not show any marks or impressions, a proof 
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-2- 
that the bullet, exhausted after a long flight, had still 
only enough force to make the above wound, wheteh ended its 
flight and immediately found, led to the discovery of the 
guilty one. 

Consequently there can be no doubt as to the guilt of 
Private Stein, and further, since according to enclosed cop- 
ies of medical reports it is not improbable that the wounded 
Marine Schnoeller will be incapacitated for military service, 
I must, as requested in my letter of 27th ult., have a declara- 
tion that in case he is so incapacitated the Government of the 
United States of America will take into consideration the 
question of an indemnity.

I beg also to invite your attention to the resolution 
of the Committee for the government of Peking of December 20th, 
1900, which was concluded with the concurrence of a represen-

"The injudicious use of fire arms (as shooting at dogs, 
pigs and other animals) in the City especially by sentinels and 
patrols is strongly forbidden. It is recommended that orders 
be given that the firing of ball cartridges within the city 
may be lamited as much as possible and thus avoid danger 


to our own as well as other contingents."

Wr. letter to Gen. von Trotha did not contain an admission of 


the guilt of Private Stein, as to the wounding of the German 
Marine Sechneoller, as a careful perusal of it will show. 


The letter was written purely as a matter of courtesy and 


before a full investigation of the matter had been made. Think- 


ing that the man had been accidently shot in the immediate 


vicinity of the post of Private Stein, I wrote to express regret 
that an accident had occurred. ; 

| After further investigation it is impossible for me to ad- 
mit that the shot fired by Private Stein wounded the orem | 
soldier. It has not been shown that the discharge of the rifle 
and the wounding occurred exactly at the same time. The claim 
that a German sergesnt at their Legation heard the shot and 
recognized it as from an American rifle, seems remarkable 

when it is considered that the distance from the point where 
the shot was fired, to the place where the man was wounded, 

and where Sergeant Wernicke was, is quite half a mile dong 
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a street not straight, and obstructed by large trees and build- 


ings, and on which street: there was a large amount of traffic; 
passeigers passing in rickshas, and on horseback, with the 
added din from Chinese carts hauling building material to 
various new work, to say nothing of the noise from the nearby 
and densely populated Chinese quarter. 

‘Further, in this connection, it can be stated that there 
are other rifles in Peking, used as military arms, of parc- 
tically the same calibre and using practically the same ammuni- 
tion. As to the matter of elevation, from an examination of 
the tables of fire of the U. S. Magazine rifle, the least 
distance at which the bullet could have fallen would be 
between 1400 and 1500 yards, with very slight elevation, 
particularly when the slope of the west end of the street is 
considered. 

In conclusion, I wish to repeat that I am not prepared 
to admit. that the shot fired by Private Stein was the one 
that wounded the German Marine Schnoeller.

were promptly checked. As sient General von Trotha, 
Commanding German forces in Peking, has called upon me offi- 
cially and expressed his extreme regrets, particularly as to 
the Bainbridge case, and gave full and satisfactory explana- 
tions in each of the other cases. I feel sure that our rela 
tions with the Germans will go on much smoother in future. 
When the evacuation takes place, leaving only legation

guards, uniform regulations will be drawn up and agreed upon 
for the government of all the military guards, which it is 
hoped will reduce similar ocourrences to a minimun.. 

It is to be feared, however, that when drunken soldiers 
of different nationalities meet at the grog shops, houses of 
prostitution and gambling places outside the Legation quarter , 
there will be more or less trouble. 


It has been suggested that as soon as local government

To them the presence of two thousand foreign 


soldiers in the City must be a very difficult problem; cooped 


up as they will be in their narrow Legation quarters, numbers 


of whom will be let loose from time to time to indulge in all 


kinds of disgpation, and as they are not subject to arrest or

I was notified and hastened to rescue him frem his 
danger. I teld the German soldiers whe I was, that the” bey’ was 
my servant and that I demanded his immediate release, This they 
refused and I then suggested that I would accompany them, with 
the servant, te the German Legatien. I understeod them te ac- 
quiesce, but when we had cressed the bridge (near Dr. Coltman's 
present residence) they started te take the servant through the 
water gate inte the outer city. This I refused to permit and the 
bey was finally allowed to accompany me. I took him to his 
heme and later called at the German Legatien and told the cir- 
cumstances to Baron ven der Goltz and requested, if the German 

. military authorities wanted my servant further, that I should 
be se notified. | | 
This arrest and injury eccurred en and near the wall in the 


immediate rear of the American Legation, of which I understand 


it is new essentially a part . I am not aware that the German

It is with feelings of deep regret that I am obliged te 
complain te Your Excellency of a most sutradiane case of mis- 
conduct on the part of three German agéldiers whe beleng to the 
Second Regiment but whese names are unknown to bik 

The facts in the case as reported by Mr. Bainbridge, 
Second Secretary of this Legation, are substantially as follows: 
It appears that on the evening of July 4th, our national | 
holiday, Mr. Bainbridge, accompanied by his wife and twe friends, 
went on the Tartar City wall immediately in rear of the United 


States Legation, taking with him some of his Chinese servants, 


who, by his direction and in his presence, fired off a number of 
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rockets and firecrackers in celebration of the national holiday. 
While returning to the Legation his head servant accompnaied 
the party te the rear entrance to the Legation, and then started 


for his ewn home near by. When in front of Dr. Celtman's residene 


and while within the limits ef the United States Legatien quar- 
ter, he was arrested by three German soldiers, who beat him | 
most severely, dragged him upon the wall and threatened to shect 
him. Mr. Bainbridge, being notified, returned to the place and 


explained te the seldiers whe he was, that the "boy" was his 
servant and demanded his immediate release, which they refused. 
He then asked that the whele party ge to your Legatien te which 
they seemed to acquiesce, but when they arrived oppesite the 


water gate they started te forcibly take the servant through 
| there inte the Chinese city. Te this Mr. Bainbridge se strongly 
ebjected that the "bey" was released and returned to the United 
States Legatien. 
It was found that the servant was badly injured. His face 4a 
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was swollen, his eyes bloedy and almost closed from the beating, 
and his bedy bruised fron the kicks he had received freon the 
heavy pects of his osnaSbuneiin 

| This affair occurred directly in rear of our Legation and 

within the limits ef the United States Legation quarter, The 

three German soldiers were all armed and claimed te be on pa- 
trel, but their presence at this particular place ia not under- 
stood. 

| I have the henor to request that Yeur Excellency will 


bring their unwarranted, unprovoked attack on Mr, Bainbridge's 


servant, their abuse of the servant in his presence and against 


his pretests, their diserderly cenduct in the United States 
Legation quarter and their inselent manner tewards Mr. Bain- 
bridge, a member of this Legation, to the attention of the 
German military authorities to the end that they may be adequatel 
punished. 

With your sense of Justice and fairness, I feel quite 
sure proper and satisfactory apologies to the Legatien, te Mr, 
Bainbridge personally, and due reparation to the injured "bey" 
will be made,

From your kind note of the 7th instant, 

I regret to learn that German soldiers have roughly treated and 
sought to arrest a Chinese servant belonging to the American 
Legation in that Legation quarter, on the evening of July 4th 
While I regret the incident I am wnable from what I know of 
it to entirely share in the serious view you take of the matter 

On the evening of the Srd and also on the 4th of July as 
can be shown, there was for a long time continuous firing be- 
ithe your legation, through which the entire neighborhood was 
alarmed. In the German district, south of the wall, where 


they at all events did not know of the sort of American nation-— 
al holiday with wkich I am so well acquainted, the rockets 
excited extreme alarm and the senior officer, Colonel Pawel, 
sent out a patrol, in order to determine the cause, and in case 
of exigency, if it was Chinese robbers, to bring help. 
Proceeding in the direction of the noise the patrol arrived 

at the gate of the Canal and there, unfortunately, not consid- 
ering that in this contingency no instructions had been given, 
passed through the gate,-as I am convinced,- completely ig- 
norant that they were entirely upon neutral ground. 

The Chinaman, who they now knew was the cause of the 
alarm certainly was then arrested and wishing to take him away 
| they may at this time, since he resisted arrest by sitting 
down,- I regret to say,- have taken hold of him roughly. 
= “As the patrol reported they had released the Chinaman

owing to Mr. Bainbridge's interference, Col. Pawel, concluding 
that the search had extended into the Legation quarter, 


regret at what had happened, and requested that his apologies 
might be brought to the attention of the American Legation. 


Baron v. d. Goltz, First Secretary of Legation, immediately 
prought Col. Pawel's request to the attention of Mr. Bainbridge, 


the receipt of his reply, copy enclosed herewith, prevented 
any further %ction. It only expressed the fear that perhaps 
it: could not be prevented as he had that evening brought 

the matter to your notice. 

Consequently I admit that I considered the matter. settled, 
evidently owing to a deplorable misunderstanding, but with no 
evil intention and was surprised when I received your official 
letter on the subject. As you have brought the incident 
up again, I express formally, Mr. Charge d' Affaires, my own 
as well as Col. Pawel's regrets, and hope that by it to have 
closed the matter. | 

| It is more than probable that our soldiers, who acting 
in the general execution of their orders, did not know that 
they were exceeding the limits of their authority, and, as 
they did not speak English, it might to a certain extent be 
excusable if the representations of Mr. Bainbridge were not 
duly respected. 

In bringing together so many different speaking detach- 
ments and soldiers ignorant of international customs, it will 
be impossible to avoid altogether similar incidents in 
the future. 

‘$till I will be very careful, through proper military in- 
structions, to bring about a practicable decrease, and hope 
that by similar action on the part of the other Legations, 
the Te pe ition and importance of like deplorable incidents 
will. be brought to the lowest possible limit.

I have the henor to acknowledge receipt eof Your Excel- 
lency’ s communication ef the 16th instant, relative to the 
unhappy incident of the 4th of July. 

T an quite willing to admit that the patrol entered the 
water gate and the Legation quarter without knowing that they 
had no right whatever te be there., - in the Legation quarter and 

particularly in that section which has been set apart for and 
placed under the immediate control ef the American Legation. I 
am als® in entire accord with Your Excellencf's views as to the 
difficulties in the management, witheut frictien, of the varicus 
contingents, by reasen ef different languages, customs, etc. 
This. case, however, is one in which the German contingent only 
is concerned. 

Mr. Bainbridge is very positive that these men knew who he 
was as he told them in German. He is quite sure they under- 
stoed what he said, as they replied to him te that effect, That 
they finally released the man shows ctatuadehie that they 
knew Mr. Bainbridge eccupied an official position. I have read 
the correspondence between Mr. Bainbridge and Baron von der 
Goltz, but my views as te the propriety of accepting in that 
form an apology for an affrent te this Legation and a member of 
ites staff, is in ne wise changed, particularly as I know of one 
or two similar cases where apologies were offered in quite a 
different form. 

As te the injuries to Mr. Bainbridge's Chinese servant, 
since he was acting under his erders, Mr. Bainbridge feels 
responsible for the punishment inflicted upon him, which, as I 
am infermed by the physician whe examined him the fellewing 
te morning 
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morning, must have been severe, since his left eye was blackened 


and'his bedy badly bruised from the blows and kicks he had re- 
ceiyed.

It is hoped that some step may be taken to prevent re- 
eccurences of such actions. 

_ As the regulations for the government of the traffic on 
Legation street are practically the same for its full length, 
and it is to be presumed that all officers are cognizant of 
them, it is not understood why any one should be permitted 
to attempt to set at defiance these regulations, and attempt 
to force a sentinel's post, simply because the sentinel 
happens to be of another nationality than the person attempt- 
ing te pass. 

In this instance it would appear that the sentinel was 
endeavoring to carry out his instructions, and that in permit- 
ting the officer in the rieksha to pass, he was simply cour- 
teous to a foreign officer, in violation of his instructions. 
These comments are made purely from a military stand point and 
in the interests of good discipline, for if a sentinel on post 
is not sustained in carrying out his instructions, he will 
naturally become lax in the performance of his duties 
and thereby fail in discipline.

The undersigned Powers, represented by their Envoys 
Extraordinary and their Plenipotentiaries at Peking, and the 
Chinese Government, represented by the Plenipotentiaries 
- designated to negotiate with the Powers, to-wit:- 


and China, represented by His Imperial Highness Prince Ching 
and His Excellency the Grand Secretary 14 Hung-chang, 
being resolved to develop trade between China and foreign 
countries, to facilitate and ensure international navigation 
of the Whangpoo River on which depends the future of the 
port of Shanghai, and to give to that city the means of 
communication to which it is entitled through its position 
as an important commercial centre in Eastern Asia, have con- 
cluded the following Convention :- 

Article 1. In order to facilitate and insure the 
navigability of the Whangpoo River, a River Conservancy 
Board is established. 

Article 2. The Board shall have the two-fold duty 
of acting as Agent for the straightening and improvement 
of the river, end as Controling Agents. Its jurisdiction 
shall extend from @ line drawn from the,lower limit of the 
Kiang~nan Arsenal towards ‘the mouth of Arsenal Creek, to 
the red buoy in the Yangtze. 

Article 3. The composition of the Board and the 
number of its members are indicated in the Annex. 

Article 4. The duties of the River Conservancy 
Board shall bé as follows:-— 

ue Carrying out of the works; regulation of traffic; 
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dredging the bed of the river; bunding the shores; removal 
of wrecks and all other obstacles dangerous to navigation; 
control of the works for straightening the course of the 
river; buoying and lighting; collection, administration and 
realization of the revenues assigned to said service; or- 
ganization of police and watch services; control of pilot 
service, and prosecution of infractions of the regulations 
enacted by the Board.

Article 6+ Detailed provisions referring to 
Articles 3, 4, and 5 are contained in the Annex to the 

‘present Convention. 

Article 27. The High Contracting Parties reserve 
to themselves to examine at the expiration of the first 
term of three years whether grounds exist for a revision 

of the provisions contained in said Annex. A further re- 
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vision oan take place every three years under the same condi- 
tions. — 

Article 8. The collection of the taxes enumerated 
in Chapter 111 of the Annex shall be made through the mediun

Tax b, to be collected from persons under the juris- 
diction of Governments represented in China, by their respect- 
ive Consuls; the taxes to be collected from Chinese, or from 
persons whose Governments are not represented in China, by the 
Taotai ;

and on all water courses (such as the Soochow Creek and 
others) passing through the French Concession or the Foreign 
Settlement at Shanghai and the foreign quarter at Woosung, 
as well as on ali the other creeks emptying into the river, for 
r @istance of two English miles above their mouths. 
lle Tite Board has power to expropriate the private 
moorings and to establish a system of public moorings in the 
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river. — | 
12. |: The authorization of the Board is necessary to carry 
out any dredging; to build bunds; to construct jetties or 

to place pontoons and hulks in the above mentioned section 

of the river, inoluding the Soochow and other creeks. The 
Board may, at its discretion, refuse such permission. 

13. The Board has full power to remove all obstacles in 

the river or the above mentioned creeks, and to recover, if 
necessary, the cost of so doing from thise responsible. 

14. The Board has control of all floating lights, buoys, 
beacons, land marks and light signals within the said section 
of the river and within the creeks, as well as over such 
marks on the shore as may be necessary for the safe navigation 
of tne river, with the exception of iight houses, which shall 
remain subject to Article XXX1l1 of the Treaty of 1858 between 
Great Britain and China. eg 

15. The improvement and conservancy works of the Whangpoo 
shall be entirely under the technical control of the Board, 
even should the carrying out of them necessitate works beyond 
the limits of its jurisdiction. In this case the necessary 
orders will be transmitted by and the work will be done with 
the consent of the Chinese authorities. 

16. The Board shall receive and disburse all the funds 
collected for the works and take, in conjunction with the 
competent authorities, 211 proper and efficacious measures 
to ensure the collection of the taxes and the enforcement 

of the regulations. 

17. The Board shall appoint the Harbor Master and his 
staff. This department shall act, within the limits of the 
powers assigned to the Board, in the section of the river 
indicated in Article lo. 

18. The Board shall have power to organize a police and 
watch service to ensure the execution of its regulations and 
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orders» 
19. The Board shall have the direction and control of the 
shanghai (lower Yangtze) pilot service. Licenses for pilots 
for ships bound for Shanghai shall only be issued by the 
Board and at its discretion. 

20. In oase of infractions of its regulations, the Board 
shall sue offenders in the following way;- 
fore their respective Consuls, or competent judicial authority;

Tonnage dues collected at Shanghai, Woosung and any other Port on the Whangpoo, less sucha sum as 
forms Shanghai's prorata contribution towards the maintenance of lights, buoys, beacons and the like in 
Chinese waters, the expense of which has under the Treat ty to be provided out of tonnage dues. » +] 


Une discussion s’engage au sujet de plusieurs questions concernant cette catézorie de revenus du Con- 
seil. Sir Ernest Satow et M. Rochhill demandent si le produit annuel des droits :e tonnaze est connu 
(M. Knobel croit savoir qu'il est & peu prés de 601,000 taels). M. le Ministra d’Ang!eterre a des raisons de 
supposer que la surtaxe mentionnée dans l’article 3 du cbapitre « Possibles sources of revenue » ne satisfait 
pas tout le monde; il serait en tout cas recommandable de stipuler un certain quantum : par exemple les 
sept dixiémes du produit total annuel des droits de tonnage. M. le Ministre d’Allemagne préére un chiffre 
pus précis encore, il youdrait fixer la somme méme que le Gouvernement Chinois donnerait annuellement 
comme subside au Conseil.

La Commission se rallie & l'unanimité a cet avis.

La Commission ayant invité le 18 juin dernier, par voie télégraphique, la Chambre de Commerce de 
Shanghai a envoyer & Pékin un délégué pour conférer avec la Commission, et la Chambre ayant 4 cet effet 
désigné M. BE. A Hewett, Président da Conseil Municipal de la Concession Internationale de Shanghai, 
M. Hewett assiste a la séance. | 

M. le Ministre d’Allemagne dans sa qualité de Président, remercie M. Hewett de s’étre rendu a Pékin 
pour donner son avis sur des détails de l’affaire qui nous occupe. C’est surtout le cété financier de la 
question qui demande d’étre éclairci, plus spécialement le point 5 du chapitre « possible sources of revenue » 
du projet de la Chambre de Commerce. 

M. Hervett, a son tour, remercie, au nom de la Communauté. de Shanghai, la Commission d’avoir 
bien voulu lui fournir l'occasion de donner des explirations. Il rappelle que la derniére proposition de la 
Chambre de Commerce fat de rayer le § 5 du chapitre « Duties of the Board » et stipuler par le § 5 du 
shapitre « possible sources of revenue » ce qui suit: The Board shall recoive the whole of the Ton- 
.. nage dues collected at Shanghai, Woosung and any other port on the Whangpoo, less such asum as forms 
Shanghais pro rata contribution towards the maintenance of lights bnoys, beacons and the like in Chinese 
waters, the expense of which has under the Treaty to be provided ont of tonnage ducs p. 

__M. Hervett fait ressortir qn’il est difficile d’indiquer des chiffres exacts relatifs au total des dépenses 
annuelles. Aucun ingénieur n’a jusqu’a présent étudié & fond la question des frais de construction. D'une 
part on les a estimés 4 3 millions de taels, d’autre part on les évalue a 4 millions. :

M. le Ministre d’'Allemagne remarque que la somme de Tls 350.000 ne sera plus nécessaire une fois 
les travaux finis et l’emprunt payé. 

M. Hewett. Il y aura lieu alors de considérer dans quelle mesure les différentes taxes en question 
pourront étre réduites. Il parait toutefois désirable de décider dés a présent qu’a cette époque, tous les élé- 
ments qui contribuent maintenant aux dépenses, continueront a y contribuer au prorata de leur participation 
antérieure.

M. Hewett croit deyoir observer que les revenus sub 4 sont de nature trés variables, et que, en général, 
la Chambre de Commerce ne se dissimule pas que les. dépenses peuvent étre plus fortes-et‘les receties 
moindres, qu'on ne Je pense.

A propos du point 7 du chapitre « possible sources of revenue » M. Hewett rappelle que la Chambre

Sir Ernest Satow. Cette idée ne me parait pas réalisable. | 

M. Hewett continue en disant qu’a défaut de garantie gouvernementale, une stipulation dans le genre 
du point 7 lui parait indispensable. Autrement, un revenu suffisant pour |'intérét et l’'amortissement. n’est 
pas assuré, et le doute est permis si |’emprunt, dans ce cas, serait un succés. 

Une discussion s'engage a ce sujet a la suite de laquelle la Commission décide de maintenir l’idée con- 
tenue dans Je point 7 du chapitre « possible sources of revenue. » 

M. le Ministre d’Allemagne voudrait ne pas faire contribuer, dans une trop grande mesure, le Gouver- 
nement Chinois aux dépenses. I] a constaté avec satisfaction que les chiffres fournis par M. Hewett, plus 
élevés que Ja Commission les croyait étre, pourraient mener a une réduction de la partie demandée des 
droits de tonnage. 

Sir Ernest Satow fait remarquer que les droits de tonnage mémes constituent, comme revenus de 
Administration des Douanes, une garantie pour l'emprunt angio-allemand. 

M. Hewett. Un montant de Tis 181500 a été payé l'année derniére par les sept grandes Compagnies, 
qui font le service postal entre la Chine et ]’Etranger. Pour elles Shanghai est le seul port de la Chine. 
L)’autres Compagnies expédiant leurs navires aussi exclusivement (a trés peu dexceptions prés) a Shan- 
ghai, ont payé comme droits de tonnage, en 1900, au moins une somme de Tis 100000. Ainsi, sur 
Tis 481000 pergus comme droits de tonnage 4 Shanghai pendant 1900, environ Tis 300000. ont été payés 
par des vapeurs, qui ne touchent que trés rarement a d’autres ports chinois. Il semble’ done que .ce n'est 
pas trop vouloir si Shanghai demande que, pendant un nombre limité d’années, une somme lea cette 

artie considérable des droits de tonnage (dans toute la Chine le revenu de ces droits était en 1900. Tis 
5000 soit destiné a l'amélioration de sa riviére. Le Gouvernement Chinois a encaissé depuis 50 années 
une grande somme d'argent dans la forme de la taxe en question. Cette somme excéde de beaucoup les dé- 
penses faites pour le service des phares et pour |l’amélioration des ports. Jusqu’il y a quelques années, les 
Chinois n’ont pas fait des grandes dépenses ni pour le service des phares ni pour celui de l’amélioration 
des voies navigables. : | 

La Commission discute ensuite la question de l’amortissement de l’emprunt. M. le Ministre d’Allema- 
gne suggére qu'on pourrait prendre peut-étre une période de 30 ans au lieu de 20. M. Hewett craint qu’a 
pee on trouverait trop onéreuses les conditions d’un emprunt, dont l’amortissement ne serait fini 
qu’en 30 ans. 


Sir Ernest Satow objecte S les conditions d’un emprunt, ne deviennent plus onéreuses par un amor- 


tissement de 30 ans parce que l’amortissement ayant lieu dans une période plus longue, les sommes néces- 
saires pour la restitution du capital restent plus longtemps a la disposition des contribuables. 

La Commission aborde alors les devoirs du Conseil fluvial. M.. Hewett explique que, tout en recon- 
naissant la désirabilité de ce que les compétences du Conseil soient limitées autant que possible, il croit que 
les devoirs du Conseil, tels qu’ils sont stipulés sub. 1 2 3 4 6 et 8 du projet de la Chambre, doivent étre 
maintenus pour éviter une dualité préjudiciable d’administration. 

Sur la demande de M. de Mumm : de — facgon les intéressées 2 Shanghai se représentent la percep- 
tion des taxes proposées, M. Hewett répond ainsi : 

1. La taxe sur la propriété non chinoise : par les Municipalitées, | 
2. La taxe sur la propriété le long de la riviére : des non chinois : par les Consuls; des chinois : par le 
Taotai. 

3. & 4. Les taxes sur la navigation et sur Jes marchandises : par la Douaue. 

Ayant conseillé de mentionner ces différentes taxes dans la convention ad hoc, M. Hewett explique 
encore qu’en ce qui concerne les droits de tonnage, Shanghai se croit en droit de demander la moitié de ces 
droits, pergus de navires qui visitent ce port, indépendamment de la question si les navires ont payé ces 
droits dans un port autre que Shanghai. Si le Corps Diplomatique tient 4 fixer un montant précis de la 
contribution du Gouvernement Chinois, cette somme ne pourrait étre moins que Tis 250000. 

En ce qui concerne la composition du Conseil, la Commission aprés avoir entendu M. Hewett, main- 
tient ses décisions antérieures sur la composition du Conseil. Elle admet en outre en principe que : 

1° Les Membres ex officio rempliront leur mandat aussi longtemps qu’ils occupent le poste en vertu 
duquel ils font partie du Conseil, | 

2° Les Représentants des Conseils municipaux et de la Chambre de Commerce seront élus pour la pé- 
riode d'un an, ils sont immédiatement rééligibles, et, 3 

3° Le mandat des autres Membres est de trois ans ; ils sont immédiatement rééligibles. 

La Commission émet I’avis qu’a l’expiration d’un terme de trois ans aprés l’entré en fonctions du Con- 


seil, il y aura lieu de soumettre au Corps Diplomatique la question si les dispositions prises maintenant 
meéritent d’étre revisées. :

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River Conservancy at Shangbat : 
A Résumé of its History and Requirements and 
Proposals concerning it. 


When one looks at the above heading and tries to understand 
the subject, one finds questions quite naturally arising, answers to 
which are of prime importance. They are such as these :— 

I. What is meant by the term Conservancy in this connection ? 
What does itinclude? What are its objects? What area does 
it affect? What light does history cast on it, not to show a 
basis of recrimination for the past but a guide for the fature P 
What remedial measures are desirable P necessary ? possible ? 
What demandable as a matter of abstract right?: 

By whom shonld they be carried ont, and why by that 
particular agent? Why is that one appropriate and why 
are others unsuitable ? 
Whom will they benefit? Whom, if any one, will they injure ?. 
Who should pay for them? How is the money to be got? 
How much will be wanted? Are the obligations of the 
Chinese Government in this respect fully understood and 
impartially represented? Are those of foreigners fully 
realised P 
What advantages are there in a scheme recently propounded 
by Mr. Hewett? what disadvantages? how far is it based on 
right principles? how far are his arguments logically 
deduced from sound and valid premises. Is his Board 
scheme workable ? does it give promise of being snfficiently 
economical, competent, impartial, non-political and authorita- 
tive for the work it is proposed to put in its hands? 

VIL. Is there any better plan to propose, and what are the 
arguments in its favour ? : 

The object of this paper is to state as tersely as possible the 

| writer's views, acquired from commonplace sources of knowledge and 
from information contained in published papers within reach of the 
ordinary reader, The writer does not claim to be behind the scenes. 


I. Conservancy at Shanghai and in its waters may be assumed 
to include (a) all matters which concern the navigation between 
the month of the Yangtze River and the present anchorage 
Settlements; (b) the possible facilities for, and ‘the. existing 
obstructions to, the easy approach of deep dranght vessels to Shang. 
hai; (c) the maintaining of sufficient and convenient anchorage 
space in the harbour ; (d) the provision of adequate wharf accom- 
modation; and (e) generally the safeguarding, while anticipating 
the increase, of the interests of the carrying trade and of the other 
and local ones in a place where a large trade exists, and mach capital, 
Chinese and. foreign, is invested. All this to be considered in the 
belief that the trade now here is likely to increase rather than diminish 
and that it is desirable to keep it where it now is rather than to 
allow it to be transferred elsewhere, with deterioration more 
probable than possible in course of transfer. 

The area covered may be held generally as being that ticen the 
Outer Lightship up to the points on the Whangpoo and its tribnta- 
ries where tidal inflow ceases to have any appreciable power. ‘The 
difficulties in this district may be set down as (a) the shallows of 
the Flats in the Yangtze; (b) the Outer Bar at Woosung ; (c) the 
inner obstruction ordinarily known as the Woosang Bar; (d) the 
shoaling and twisting of the channel between Woosung and Shang- 
hai ; and (e¢) the narrowing, shallowing and consequent diminntion 
of area available for anchorage and movement in the Shanghai 
Harbour, both in the Whangpoo River and in its tributary known 
as the Soochow Creek. : 

The portion of the approach to Shanghai which lies between 
the Lightship and Woosung is in the Yangtze itself, and is, and 
probably always must be, at the mercy of that Giant’s power. No 
effort made at any reasonable,—possibly not even at an unreason- 
able,—cost can ever be expected to succeed in harnessing that power 
or in securing its control at any point where it has fall sway. We may 
assume that the Yangtze will always reach the ocean by a channel 
wide enough and deep enough to allow any vessels like those hitherto 
known in these waters to reach, let ns say, Kiang Yin, There is 
a remote possibility perhaps that some day the Yangtze may choose 
to reach the sea by the North Channel only and, by deserting the 
southern outlet entirely, leave the present Sonth Channel a creck 
and the Whangpoo River a ditch; but that emergency is too 
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remote and indications of it are 80 entirely absent that it may be 
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sobeidion®: to what will be done in connection with the Whangpoo 
River, the Inner Bar and the Shanghai Harbour. Whatever is :— 
done to benefit these latter will, and will be intended to, reflect 
beneficially on the former. 

Now we come to the point where we may study history and 
enquire what was Shanghai and what were the possibilities of its — 
approaches when China, not of her own motion but to meet a 
foreign request, said in so many words, probably not meaning more 
than they casnally convey, “Shanghai is open to you foreigners: 
take it for what it is worth and make the best of it now and _ here- 
after.” ‘The legitimate amount of respect for Chinese authority was . 
of conrse implied: beyond that the bargain was a very open one on 
both sides, 

There was an approach vid Woosung- with a Bar across it on 
which brigs and other moderate sized craft are known to have © 
occasionally grounded ; there was a channel to Shanghai presenting 
no more than ordinary difficulties to the type of vessel of the 
size in fashion at that period; and there was a river broad and 
deep enough to afford anchorage for 300 odd vessels near the 
Settlements. 

Most of the present Public Garden, the Booshow Creek Garden, 
the German Consular site, the old American Consular site,—now 
occupied by the Japanese,—the Nippon Yusen Kaisha's property, 
the Old Dock, the Hongkew Wharves and other well known public 
and private properties then formed part of the river bed. The tidal 
inflow lapped the eastern side of Broadway. ‘The supports of one 
bridge only obstracted the tidal flows of the Soochow Creek. The 
river was half as broad again as it is to-day and all that area was 
covered by the flood tide. These are not records of possibly unve- 
racious history ; they are the memories of living men. 

In course of time riparian proprietors began to see their way to 
improving their property at the river’s expense. Conservancy 
principles being neither pressing nor pressed at the moment, they 
gave the Chinese authority, in whom Conservancy was vested, as 
little tronble as possible; no one was sufficiently interested or 
sufficiently foreseeing to take any. 


The writer does not mean to say for a moment that the w. 
referred to above were unnecessary, undesirable or deserving o 
strong language he has heard applied to them by hypererit 
people; he might even admit that some at least were com mmerci 


beneficial ; but they were certainly carried out without any regard 
to Conservancy; they did give advantages of which rot i in- 
dividuals and corporations mainly reaped the benefit, and the public 
Conservancy interests paid a price which till now has not been 
repaid and which Mr. Hewett honestly implies is vse Epeateniting 
and is legitimately claimable. 

Among all the authorities, self-constituted and others, there is 
unanimons opinion on one point—the essential element to provide 
Conservancy for Shanghai is to get as mach flood tide in as is 
possible, and to make the ebb tide, in its ebbing, do as much 
channel sconring as can be got out of it. The tendency of encroach. 
ments has been to keep the flood tide ont by contracting the area 
over which it conld, within its level, spread itself, For this, encroach. 
ments on the old water line are largely responsible, Such encroach. 
ments have done harm not only directly but indirectly, with 
progression in magnitude almost geometrical, and these encroach- 
ments have been in the majority of instances made by foreigners. 

In 1878 an effort was made to secure a better Conservancy by 
placing the whole question in the hands of the Harbour Master. 
Its value was admitted in principle and the Legations and Yamén 
accepted it, but when it came to be put in force it was opposed at 
every turn ; and though valid ever since, it is only within recent 
years that the Harbour Master has secured the necessary sapport in 
limiting the encroachments of bund and jetty builders and keeping 
them within a reasonable line, He has been able ny: to do so 
much; practically nothing more. 

As to the Woosang Bar, its condition can hardly be better 
expressed than in the words of an old pilot, recently applied to it, 
as the writer believes with absolute trath :—“It is not very mach 
better and certainly not very much worse than it was forty years 
ago; it is better or worse at some seasons than at others; and in 
some years than in others; it is not the Bar that has grown worse, 
it is the ships that have grown bigger.” | 

To sum up the whole series of questions which came under 
heading L at the commencement of this paper :— 
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The Sha ghai 1 Bastoor is cit ite present fork siting the 
amoant of anchor ge and berthing accommodation required for 
the present and expected for the fotare ; the Whangpoo River’ 
requires controlling and disuting, ani the Dar, if large steamers 
are to come to Shanghai,—which means if Shanghai is to remaini 
the port,—-must be deepened if possible; the measures the Harbour, 
River and Inner Bar demand will, alone or with some little help,?

That all this shonld be aimed at is not only reasonable bat 
highly desirable from the point of view of public and general 
interest, 

Il. In assaming that remedial measores are possible, one is 
supported by the opinion of nearly every one who has given any on. 
the subject, of technical value, That they are desirable if they give 
any reliable prospect of being effective is also a fair assumption. 
As to what is necessary, that is a matter of professional engineering 
opinion. Certain principles are accepted by nearly all engineers, 
but as to the extent to which work can be profitably carried on or 
must of necessity be done to secure sufficient results, that is a 
matter on which it would be desirable to have the opinion of the 
very best authority available, if snch a large expenditare on one 
opinion is justifiable. It may be assumed that the root of the evil 
will have to be attacked by works at Woosung and in the channels 
between there and Shanghai; work of a character which may be 
described as secondary will probably have to go on in Shanghai at — 
the same time. ) 

Some ten years ago the condition of the Woosung Bar was 
very much pressed on the Chinese Government, a demand was - 
made that it be dredged, and a dredger was accordingly bought. 
No proper steps were taken to discover in advance if dredging 
would accomplish any real even temporary benefit, or if dredging 
was the proper thing-to do at all. The demand on the Chinese 
Authorities,—who found all the money, amounting to nearly a 
quarter of a million taels,—was for dredging, and they did that 
parely and simply. The dredger was obtained in a way which did 
not give much promise of getting a very useful one; she had not 
the necessary power, she was a bad type, she was always getting 
out of repair and her presence on the Bar was protested against, it 
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being alleged to be an obstruction to navigation; and the | 
work was done, thongh conscientiously, inefficiently and inadeq 
ly for reasons which the Chinese could not have been responsibl 

Still there was something to show for the work. ‘At the end 
of the experiment the Bar had been deepened about two feet. 
The year folowing it all filled in again and was rather worse than 
usual. The resalt of it all was to jastify the accaracy of the opinion 
that dredging alone could not keep the Bar clear, not even if kept 
up continuously, and that the presence of a sufficient dredging force 
on the Bar was itself an impediment to navigation. Many people, 
inclading the writer, thought that the dredging success was largely 
due to the lacky fact that it was done during a good year when 
there would probably have been a deep Bar any how, and that the 
dredging only made it a little deeper than it might have ordinarily 
been, One thing, however, is now shown,—dredging at Woosung is 
not enough, 

The question has been pnt dteoadi is demandable as a 
matter of strict right ? Mr, Hewett does not tackle that question, 
but he gives what he thinks may “be reasonably claimed,” his idea 
of reasonableness being that “if a port has once been opened under 
Treaty to Foreign trade it is incumbent upon the Chinese Govern- 
ment to maintain the water approaches to that port.” The reason- 
ableness would be more complete if he added some such words as 
“in as good condition as they were when the port was opened,” 
There is no vessel which could have come to Shanghai in 1842 
which could not get there just as easily in 1901. 

What is the legal aspect of the case? Mr, Hewett speaks of 
the work as something which should be done by China as “ the 
Sovereign Power and at its own expense.’ What it shonld do and 
what it will not, in its own country, do are attributes of Sovereignty. 
Sovereignty in China is limited by Treaties, but only in the direc- 
tious and to the extent laid down iu the Treaties, There is no 
Treaty limitation of China’s absolutism as regards River or Harbour 
Conservancy, which therefore remains unrestricted. On the other 
hand, there is a limit when the question of expense comes up. 
China cannot do what other Powers would do,—provide a Chinese 
Conservancy Board and give it the power to levy the necessary 
local taxation on all comers till. the necessary fands were found to 
do the local work. Mr, Hewett holds China sovereign when he 


sirable “the should siaihed revenne ; " Knows her 

limited when it is a question of levying any.

IIf. Who shoald do the work? Mr. Hewett himself answers 
this question with strict propriety by saying—the Sovereign Power. 
But he goes on to argue that the work should not be left to the 
Sovereign Power to do, and he gives as his reason for its not being 
allowed to do it that, thongh being ander no legal obligation to do 
anything, having no surplas of the fands he believes should be 
applied to this object,—shown by figures below,—and having no 
authority to raise any specially for it from those whom it most largely | 
benefits, it has not so far pnt its hand into another pocket and 
provided funds from Chinese taxpayers to enable a certain number 
of foreign vessels of over twenty-two feet draught to reach and 
berth comfortably at Shanghai without lightering at Woosung, 
And all this althongh no well digested or practicable scheme, no 
working plan, no definite statement of probable cost, no project of 
financing, no offers of pecuniary assistance have ever been submitted 
to the Sovereign Power, by any responsible authority. 

The proposal means, in short, that the possibility of accom- 
plishing such work should be taken away from the hands of that 
administrative department of the Chinese Government which has 
hitherto done all that could be done for navigation in China in a 
manner admitted by the Press of the world to have been eminently _ 
capable and honest. It also insists on overriding, in doing the 
executive work, the tried and capable servants of that Government 
in Shanghai who alone possess and can supply all the valuable local 
knowledge and who have for years done all that has been placed in 
their hands effectively, impartially and economically as far as the 
powers given them admitted and opposition,—often factious,— 
allowed. Toreplace them it is proposed to upset pretty nearly every — 
existing system and to modify the effect of every regulation now in 
force, all of which have been arrived at by prolonged negotiations 
with Consuls, Chambers of Commerce, Legations at Peking and

The Coast Inspector’s and Engineer’s section of the Chinese — 
Marine Department are composed of men than whom none more 
capable can be found. Captain Bisbee is well known for his 
character and capacity in the best nautical circles in Burope and 
America and is in tonch with, and commands the respect of, the 
highest authorities in his line there. His Deputy is Oaptain Tyler, 
whom as a marine surveyor and executive officer at any kind of sea 
or river work it would be hard to beat, though his reputation is so 
far only local. The Engineer-in-Chief is a man of high standing in 
his profession generally, a Member of the Institute and far above 
the average Engineer in general experience. The present Acting 
Engineer has been specially selected for his knowledge and ex- 
perience in Harbour works. These men are on the spot. 

No new Board has either an administrative or executive service 
at hand to do the work. It will have to find houses, secretaries, 
clerks and so on who, owing to the nature and insecurity of their 
employment, will have to be paid more than public service rates and 
for time when they will be unoccupied becanse there will be only 
one kind of work to employ them ¢ on. It also will have to pay for 
experience. 

The writer heard some time since that an objection to patting 
the basiness in the Customs’ hands was that the Government would 
probably try to tie those hands in connection with it. Is it by any 
means sure that the Government would not see a still greater 
necessity for tying, by anofficial means, the hands of an administra- 
tion forced on it and forced expressly to have it free from its control ? 
Which of the two systems is most likely to suffer from lack of 
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sympathy of Chimese officials? What that amounts to,—or can 
be made to amount. to,—every one can estimate for himself. To 
answer these queries very little knowledge of hnman nature in 
any garb,—not necessarily Chinese,—will suffice. 
Does the experience of the Lights Service jnstify any such 
idea? Oertainly not. | : ; 
1V. Who will Conservancy work benefit? First, and most of. 
all, it will benefit certain of the Mail Companies, for it will make it. 
easier for them to use as cargo earriers their superannuated passenger . 
steamers which, built for ocean navigation and for harbours like 
Bombay and Sydney, are no longer. useable for their original 
purpose and cannot, as things now are, be made, with their small 
cargo capacity on a deep draught, as profitable in a shallow river as 
bigger and lighter draught vessels specially built for the Shanghai 
trade are. In their case it is a real benefit to have the Chinese 
Government make a river to suit their vessels, and especially their 
ill-paying vessels, instead of compelling them to build new ones to 
compete with rivals of more modern equipment, This benefit more 
especially applies to those lines of which Shanghai is a terminus; 
for in the case of those which only make Shanghai a port of call, 
transhipment at Woosung has an advantage in that it expedites their 
movement and shortens the period of their necessary stay here. A 
vessel with at most twenty-four hours to spend at Shanghai will 
always find a certain. adyantage in saving,—at a certain cost of 
course,—the three or four hours occupied in coming up to Shanghai, 
berthing at a wharf and so on, to say nothing of the very possible 
waste of time in waiting for the tide, for it may be assumed that, do 
what. he ‘Conservancy Board may, it is hardly likely to make 
anghai ap iable by heavy draught ships at dead low water.

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News, signing himself “ Observer,” who evidently knows the subject, 
recently wrote that failure to effect conservancy measures goes just as 
far towards killing Woosung as Shanghai and asserted that the 
former can never be looked on as an alternative port. They must 
stand or fall together. 

Fourth, it will benefit riparian proprietors whose property is 
likely to become available for wharfage when a suitable Conservancy 
scheme has made it such, it not being so now from causes which the 
existing shallowing tendency produces, 

Fifth, it will benefit Shanghai and neighbourhood by keeping in 
circulation there instead of elsewhere the considerable sums which 
the presence of large vessels causes the expenditure of, 

Stath, it will benefit landowners and house owners by holding 
in Shanghai the large population a big trade requires and, as a result 
of so keeping it, maintain the existing competition for houses and 
continue to give justification for the exorbitant rents now prevalent. 

Seventh, it will benefit, or at least protect, the interests of the 
Dock Company whose plant cannot be moved, whose property is only 
profitable where it is and whose business is likely to grow with 
everything tending to increase the steamer traffic, oe 

It may safely be assumed that the only shipping people who will 
be in favour of contributing funds are those who represent owners of 
large vessels ; as to those of the smaller ones the present state of affairs 
fully meets the needs of their day. There is no greater desire in Shang- 
hai than elsewhere to provide for the possible requirements of posterity. 

There are also institutions here which must suffer loss the more 
Shanghai becomes self-contained in shipping matters. The Tug- 
boat Company, the Cargo-bout Companies, the hosts of handlers 
of cargo to whom the big steamers’ difficulties come as opportunities, 
are not likely to view with gratification measures which mean their 
being reformed out of existence. 

V. Now we may consider the question of payment and where 
the money should come from. 

Mr. Hewett claims, in so many words, that the Chinese Govern- 
ment has been for many years collecting from the foreign trade 
considerable sums under the title of Tonnage Dues, that these Dues 
are in reality Light and Conservancy Dnes, that they were s0 
intended by the framers of the Treaty,—perhaps it would be better 
to say, by one of the parties to it,—that they were probably based 
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on the principles of the British Merchant Shipping Act of 1854, 
that the Chinese Government taxes foreign vessels for a special 
object and has for years been misappropriating “ probably into the 
pocket of the Empress Dowager”—an insinuation without any 
proof of probability —3/10ths of the reeeipts, amounting in 1898 to 
Tls, 185,000, of which ‘Tis. 120,000, having been collected at Shang- 
hai, should have been spent there. 

All these claims can be controverted more or less. Let us 
consider the history of Tonnage Dues, | 

In ante-Treaty days, when foreign ships coming to China were 
not exterritorialised and were trading under no special Treaty 
stipulations bat under the flexible tariff which the native Superin- 
tendents at the time levied duties under, they paid daties on the same 
principle as native vessels did, which is much the same as those do 
now. At each port there was a different system, but at all there 
was a dual one,—embracing a duty on cargo and a charge on the 
ship, The latter was levied on various systems and under various 
names, according to number of masts, breadth of beam, depth of 
hold, etc. The one way in which it was not levied was on net 
tonnage as we understand the words. The system did not serve the 
purpose foreigners wanted, in that it cansed the incidence of ship 
dues to fall irregularly and unevenly. To cure this evil it was 
decided that the ship dues shonld be levied on the tonnage recorded 
in the ship’s register, whith the Consul reported from the papers in 
his hands. Ship dues became Tonnage Dues, a change of name not 
implying a change of character an not, as the Chinese understood 
it, intended to modify their fiscal system of lumping ship and cargo 
dues together into their consolidated fund as they had always done, 
bat, to regularise in a manuer suitable to foreigners the incidence of 
the tax. The framers of the Treaty did not stipniate that these 
Dues should be specially and fally devoted to any object. They only 
arranged that the Chinese should ont of them meet the modest 
requirements of the ports in the matter of buoys and beacons. Even 
then it must have been seen that there would have been a balance 
left when all stipulated for had been done, and no restriction was 
imposed on the Government regarding it. There was no idea, and 
no evidence of any, that the lighting of the Coast and Harbonrs by 
the Chinese Government as they now are lighted was any more ex- 
pected than that forty-fuot streets would be required in the Shanghai 
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Settlements or that they would be called on to meet the wants of a 
quarter of a million of a Chinese carriage-driving commauity. 

Not only were the Chinese not expected to spend all the Ton- 
nage Dnes, but at varions times Tonnage Dues exemptions have been 
claimed and accorded on the gronnds, amongst others, that the 
Government did not spend much on River and Harbour works. 
The concessions of the universal Four-months’ Certificate, under 
which a vessel can now make two voyages from England or America 
on one payment instead of two, and, up to 1893, the Mail steamer 
privilege of only paying on one steamer out of every four, have had 
the effect of redacing the total of the Tonnage Dues paid since 1860 
by probably 1/3rd or 1/4th as compared with what wonld have been 
collected had the strict letter of the Treaty law been followed closely. 

As to the general loose assertion that the Government mis- 
appropriates 3/10ths of the Tonnage Dues foreigners pay, that can 
be made with some show of plansibility merely because the peculiar- 
ities of Chinese book-keeping admit of it. It is not a monetary fact. 
The Chinese Government does not for its own reasons pablish its 
public accounts as a whole, but it publishes enongh of the details, 
both of provincial finance and of foreign trade to show a good deal. 

Let us see whut the Chinese Government does do with the 
Tonnage Dues, and Jet us take for purposes of example the figures 
published for the year 1900 in Part I. of the Customs’ Returns of 
Trade for that year. The total Tonnage Dues collected in that year 
(see page 13) was, in round numbers, Tls. 725,000. How mach of it 
was on foreign and how mach on Chinese vessels is not stated there, 
but the table on page 38 shows that the foreign tonnage (ineluding 
many Chinese vessels ander foreign flags) paid dues amounting to 
Ts, 680,276. ‘To collect her revenue Chiva pays, it is stated, a sum 
representing from 12 7 to 147. Let nsassnme12%. To collect the 
foreign Dues therefore cost Tls. 81,633, leaving the net receipts 
from the Foreign Trade Tis, 598,643. To set off against that there 
is the 7/10ths of the gross Tonnage Dnes on all shipping, Chinese 
and foreign, paid to the coast service, amounting to Tis, 207,402; 
that is, China has appropriated to purposes other than those 
the Chamber of Commerce thinks proper during the year wheu the 
largest Tonnage Dues collection was taken in, Tls. 91,241 instead 
of the Tls. 227,458 (3/10th of the gross Tonnage Dues), ordina. 
rily pat down as the figure of misappropriated dues. Asa set-off for

that, China has paid the annual cost of the administrative work of 
the Coast Service, has given the services of her Revenue vessels for 
useful sarveying.work and has done the necessary executive harbour | 
work at all the:smaller ports. The Chinese Government has spent 
on navigation aids more than all the Tonnage Dues foreigners have 

paid or have any claim to an accounting for, | 

The basis of Mr. Hewett’s entire scheme is that something must 
be done by foreigners, whether the Chinese Government likes it or 
not, because it would be a waste of time to attempt to bring the 
Chinese Government to a proper appreciation of its responsibilities 
and obligations in this connection,—obligations which the remarks 
in this paper go some. way to show are imposed by very little legal 
force, and responsibilities, the nature, extent and cost of which have 
never been urged on the lines likely to prove effective, Diplomacy 
may be staved off when its demands are based on obligations the 
grounds of whose legitimacy are unsubstantial, but there is a very 
wide limit to the field in which tactful diplomacy may work on the 
grounds of moral responsibility and material interest, the latter of 
which is no less a factor in China than elsewhere, 

The admirable feature in Mr. Hewett’s scheme is that it fairly 
and squarely admits that interests other than. those of the Chinese 
Government are benefited by a Conservancy scheme and that those 
interests should contribute to their own upholding. 

It must be borne in mind that the interest of China in the 
foreign trade is, as Sir Robert Hart bas recently stated, not intrin- 
sically a very keen one, The Government knows the trade will be 
done anyhow somewhere, and the revenue on it will be collected if 
not at one place, then at another. It knows the maintenance of trade 
at Shanghai, instead of allowing it to go elsewhere, is more a foreign 
interest than a Chinese one, that the Chinese interest is not impera- 
tive and that the foreign one is vital only to those who have their 
interests concentrated there. The trade of Shanghai could be moved 
any time at an insiguificant loss to China and at none to the Govern- 
ment: to many of the foreigners sach a move would mean the loss 
of their all. 

Mr. Hewett evidently brings forward the idea that because so 
much Tonnage Dues is collected at Shanghai it should all be spent 
within the port area, without sufficient knowledge or sufficient con- 
sideration of the subject. : : 
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Tonnage Dues are an Imperial, not a local, tax. The bulk of 
the steamers do not pay because they are exclusive Shanghai traders 
but because they happen on a particular day to be about to clear 
the port, holding a Tonnage Dues Certificate more than four months’ 
old. The Four-months’ Certificate system brings in an element of 
accident into the collection of any port. Dues paid for one day at 
any port give four months’ freedom all over China. Farther, 
Shanghai being as it is the emporium of the whole of Northern, 
Central and much of Southern China, becomes the goal of every 
trading vessel serving those districts. The approaches to it begin at 
Hongkong, Japan, Corea, Siberia, Newchwang and Tientsin, and to 
the lighting and buoying of these approaches to Shanghai the 
Tonnage Dues paid there, as well as some of those paid elsewhere, 
have been applied. It is absurd to attempt to establish a local right 
because of local payment in such a case, 

VI. What are the advantages of the scheme which the Chan- 
ber of Commerce proposes and Mr. Hewett stands forth as the 
advocate of ? 

As suggested above, its one great advantage is that it puts for- 
ward a series of moderate proposals for finding funds locally to meet 
the necessary expense, bat it counts upon a large sum for Tonnage 
Dues, all of which, as has been shown in a former paragraph, would 
have to be paid from those leviable on Chinese vessels, the Dues on 
foreign having been already expended in full and not being available. 
On the other hand, how may one expect present conditions will 
be improved upon by a Board such as the Obamber of Commerce 
proposes, compared with those which are provided by the Marine 
Department of the Chinese Government's Service? Will the Board 
be more competent, more economical, more impartial, more authorita- 
tive or less political than the existing international service with its 
already recognised status, long local experience and sufficient capacity 
for prompt expansion to the extent required? If these questions 
cannot be answered affirmatively there.is no good purpose such a 
Board can falfil. 

The Board proposed will be formed of nine men. Can there be 
found in the Commanity nine suitable men with the necessary inter- 
est in the subject and time to attend to it, of sufficient position to 
command respect, and fit to be entrusted with the expenditure of 
millions of taels? That there are some such men is a truism it. 


— ) 


would be insulting to deny: but are there enough, and are those 
who are suitable available? It may be said, of course, that the 
whole affairs of the Northern Settlements are managed by nine men l 
picked out of the community, managed fairly well too, if somewhat 
extravagantly. But does any one profess that all the nine are 
always quite the men who would be on the Municipal Board if more 
volunteers for places on it could be found? There have been Muni- 
cipal Councillors seated faute de mieux. It is admitted that 
many excellent, and sometimes the best, men refuse to serve 
on the Municipal Couneil because they cannot give the time: some 
for the same reason after a short experience decline re-election. If 
the Council takes so much of its members’ time, it may be assumed 
none of them have any for sitting on another very exacting Board, 
and that all Manicipal Councillors will exelude themselves from the 
obligations of a new Board, thus lessening the available men. 

The Municipal Council hardly serves as a precedent for a Con- 
servancy Board. No new institution to do one kind of work can be 
formed exactly on the lines of an old one doing another, whose 
strength lies in the facts that it came into the world peacefully, has 
grown with time, has produced traditions to live up to and to serve 
for its restraint. Can one depend that a non-political Conservancy 
Board can be established at this time of day when all of a dozen 
Powers are contesting for political influence in every and any direc- 
tion where it can be obtained? Such was possible forty years ago 
when the interests of three Powers were supreme and the ander- 
taking small: is it possible now? If all the nine men on the Board 
proposed could represent each a separate nationality, several Treaty 
Powers would still be unrepresented. How will it be arranged who 
they shall be? ‘Will they be satisfied with the arrangement if 
it is made? 

The Board is to elect its own Chairman—for what period P—~ 
and appoint and pay its own Secretary and Engineer, Unless it is 
very different from other such Committees it will practically come 
under the control of these three. They will lead and pull: the 
others will push, not with muscle but by weight, and probably with 
their backs to the object in view. Such positions can surely not be 
filled by men whom all those interested will long be satisfied with. 
Their appointments will be the subject of intrigue,—as indications 
already show, , 
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The Board, to be respected, should be composed of thoroughly 
impartial men. Questions of Wharf extending, buoy laying, land 
improving, dock building, and dredging in this, that or the other 
locality will arise. Can these questions be expected to be impartially 
dealt with by men who direct wharves, control dock companies or own 
steamers? No doubt it will be answered, “ Yes, they will control 
one another.” On the other hand, they might combine against the 
outsider, Log-rolling and axe-grinding can be unconsciously effected 
by absolutely honest men, and even they are better out of the way of 
the risk of it. Any one must admit the desirability of having the 
Board composed of men whose personal: interests can not be affected 
by its decisions, if such is possible. | 

It is altogether too large and unwieldy. The more men the 
more opinions and the less the chance of quickly reaching a good 
one. Will all those members who have Great Powers at their backs 
and who are not Chairmen or Vice-Chairmen be content to give 
these men place and take the “lower rooms” without shame? 

As to the duties it is proposed to place on the Board : 

1° It is to issue regulations for the traffic—not only for vessels 
trading with the Settlements but for all the native craft im all the 
waterways within the area of the Foreign Settlements, whatever that 
means, Hitherto the great waterway has been without the Foreign 
Settlements, 

2° Dredging and Duncling —It is simply to take over the power 
the Harbour Master now exercises. 

3° Removal of obstacles. To bave full power to remove and 
where necessary recover cost. Unless it is to administer a new 
International Code of Law it will have just as little power and as 
much trouble in recovering cost as there is now. There is only the 
law and the Consular Court of the offender’s nationality to depend 
on for redress, Is it expected that the Board will be given power to 
assess the damages and itself enforce its judgment? If so, it would 
be an advantage to the public. 

4° Control of Lights,—This means the maintaining of a ‘eine 
Lights Staff,—Engineering and Tending—which, seeing the Customs’ 
Staff is on the ground, will mean the keeping of two sets of men bo 
do work now done by one, baad 

It is understood a comprehensive scheme for lighting. ‘th . 3 
approaches to Shanghai is now under weigh, It might.be wise that 
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execution should be suspended till the Board’s ionamin its 
ability to its own scheme has been given. 
_§ To receive a proportion of the Tonnage iiss. adaeoks 
uk show that this is proposed in ignorance of what Tonnage Duts 
are available. ‘The proposal says sufficient is to be paid to cover 
cost of such work or duties as would be carried out by the Harbodr 
authorities were the Board not in existence. Presumably that 
means such works and daties as the Harbour Master now discharges. 
It is hardly proposed that it should have the power of increasing 
both indefinitely and demanding a proportionate indefinite amount | 
of Tonnage Dues to pay for the increase without regard to other 
obligations imposed on them. 
6° Control of Conservancy work.—This is to extend to an 
undefined distance, ‘‘ outside the proposed limit of their jurisdiction.” 
7° The Board is to have power to enforce payment of its 
legalised demands, presumably without Oonsular intervention, as 
Consular aid is only provided for “ enforcing regulations,” It has no 
doubt been recognised that to do its work effectively it must also 
have the power, if the Conservancy scheme requires it, to appropriate 
land, close waterways, etc., whether they are foreign or Chinese- 
owned. | 
8° Police and Watchmen and Harbour Master.—These being 
intended to be Board employés acting in connection with vessels 
afloat and yet independent of the Customs, is it proposed that they 
should function with or without regard to revenue considerations ; 
and if in cireumstances they and the Revenue preventive service 
have to act on different lines, how are their various positions, duties 
and interests to be reconciled ? 
9° Control of Pilotage Service.—This goes against the Interna- 
tional Pilotage Regulations which confirm to the Chinese Govern- 
ment its natural right to issue Pilots’ Licences in all the ports of 
China. Whether a local Board can give a better service than there 
is, can only be found by trial; but the Pilots can hardly be expected 
to accept as their jadges a Board composed partly of, and surely 
likely to be largely influenced by, the very men with whom they are 
most likely to have difficulties—those representing the shipping 
interest, 
The sum of these criticisms; each of which may appear in itself 
insignificant, simply comes to this:—It is proposed to take the 
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control not only of Conservancy but of everything tangible within 
reach out of hands which have administered them with fair success, — 
which, with more support and less cavilling, might have been 
greater,—and putting it into new ones whens capacity to do better 
has yet to be demonstrated, 

The reasous which have hitherto influenced the European 
Powers to move with less energy and rapidity in this matter than 
Shanghai desired is no doubt due to the facts :— 

1° that they realise the weakness of their case if pressed on 
grounds that they have a legal and valid claim : 

2° that allowing a foreign Board, with no national status, to 
undertake work which should be done, if done at all, by the Sover- 
eign Power, means implicitly if not explicitly relieving that Power 
of all responsibility concerning it: 

3° that for the doings of such a Board they themselves become 
responsible, The Board becomes the agent of the Powers: the 
Shanghai Community has not yet a status in the world justifying its 
taking national work in hand as its own : 

4° the control of the Board by the Powers can only be effected, 
when such becomes seriously necessary, by the cumbrous and slow 
moving machinery of the International Concert, which cannot be 
set in motion unless unanimity exists in it: 

5° the Court of three Consuls without any,—but possibly diplo- 
matic,—appeal from it provided for, would hardly be considered by 
all the Powers a sufficient protection for their interests, 

These grave considerations against its own scheme the Chamber 
of Commerce, if it sees them, does not offer any arguments to refute, 
It expects that its plan will be adopted in spite of them, and that of 
the antagonism, visible and invisible, active or passive, which the 
high-handed supercession of Chinese Sovereignty will naturally 
provoke, no thought whatever will be taken. 

VII. The foregoing pages have been devoted to demolition and 
to clearing the ground: the writer may now proceed to offer sug- 
gestions for construction, | 

The first thing to be done is to arrive at a definite opinion as to 
what is wanted and how it is best to meet the want, at what cost it 
can be met, and whether what seems possible of accomplishment 
is sufficient to justify the outlay, In a word, a definite Conser- 
vaney plan has to be decided on, so that the Community can. meet the 
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question, Do you know what you want? with a decided affirmative — 
answer, 

Many shies aes been ovenedid, much information has been 
gathered, collated and registered : all those schemes have no doabt 
merits: none probably can be accepted as it stands as absolutely 
perfect or even the best: possible, , 

How can that best be got at, and who is to decide what best is? 
The writer would suggest that that scheme be accepted which the 
highest engineering professional opinion obtainable approves, Who 
will be the Kagineering consultant? The names of Sir Charles 
Hartley, of Mr, Matthews of Coode, Sons and Matthews, of various 
emivent American Engineers, of a gentleman at Bremen, have all 
been mentioned, and there is Mr, de Rijke of J apan who has himself 
pat forward the only full scheme yet seen. If the community is 
satisfied with that—and the Chinese Government can be expected to 
put up money on it—let it be accepted. If not, an eminent engineer 
might be invited to come and see the locale and produce a new 
scheme or offer suggestions for amendment of some proposed one. 
The consultant might be selected through the British or United 
States,—or indeed any,—government whose men have had such ex- 
perience of large rivers as can be best gained in N. or 8, America, 
Egypt or India, It seems possible to the writer that it may not 
be absolutely necessary to require such a man to come to China. All 
the history, surveys aud information necessary can be laid before him, 
aud if needs be he could send out a trustworthy subordinate to verify 
it on the spot. His “opinion” could be taken, and the general plan 
of work considered by him the best laid down, the details to be 
carried out on his lines by other working engineers. : 

That done, the perfected scheme should be taken to the diplo- 
matic Corps, which should be asked to submit it to the Chinese 
Government with some such introduction as this:—We wish this 
done; it is you who should do it; we want it undertaken without 
delay ; it will cost so much; you can do it all, if you wish and as 
you wish and find all the money; but we'are ready to find a certain 
proportion if you are prepared to find the rest and to allow us to 
have a supervision of the expenditure of it and to have as much say 
in the carrying out of the work as will secure its being done properly 
and thoroughly and without injury to our interests, This is a clear 
and specific proposal. The writer leaves it to diplomacy to find the 
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arguments necessary for urging it aud getting an answer to it, 
Whether the Chinese Government decides to do the whole work oy 
to do it in company with a foreign representation of the foreign 
contribution, it will naturally, seeing that in either case it is carrying 
out an act of sovereignty in its own country, expect that its agents 
should take the lead, and those agents, seeing that only foreigners 
have the capacity to do such work; would naturally be its own 
foreign employés, the Marine Department of the Inspectorate. 
General of Customs, : 

The Chinese Government is pretty sure to ask in what form and 
to what extent foreign representation is desired and can be sanc- 
tioned. It probably will not answer the question itself but will 
leave it to some one to suggest something which it can, with a due 
regard to its own self-respect, approve: the writer will offer 
suggestion, | 

The work of Conservancy should be put in the hands of 
a Committee or Board to be appointed by the Chinese Govern. 
ment and to act as its agent; this Committee to consist of five 
mem bers :— 

The Harbour Master at Shanghai ; 

The Commissioner of Customs at Shanghai, or some other 
nominee of the Inspector-General, to represent Revenue interests ; 

A Chinese of official rank who will speak the foreign language 
of the Committee, to be appointed by the Nanking Viceroy or the 
Governor of Kiangsu ; 

A foreign gentleman to represent the shipping interests of the 
port ; 

Another to represent other local interests generally. 

The Secretary to be selected from the Customs, Consolar or 
Municipal staffs, the accounts to-be kept by a Customs’ man, all to 
be subordinated to the Board and paid their salaries from its funds. 
The Harbour and Engineering staff of the Customs to be the pro- 
fessional controllers of the work (only to be paid expenses) and to 
have associated with them as many additional men as the Board 
considers necessary and chooses to pay, which men would probably 
be best supplied through the consulting Engineer and approved 
by him. | ) | 

The accounts of the Board to be submitted to the. Government, 
communicated to the Foreign Ministers and published annually. 
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The Chinese member is suggested for the services he ean render 
when land and such questions come up, and generally as an inter- 
mediary in the many which will surely arise with local authorities, - 

The foreign representatives should hold office for two years and! 
one should go ont and be replaced every year. In this way, thongh 
it will be impossible to have every special interest and all nationalites! 
represented all the time, there will be the opportunity of each — 
securing @ representation during some period of the Board’s existence. 

The Harbour Master will continue to exercise the functions now 
in his hands, somewhat strengthened by having such a Body behind _ - 
him,and the composite Board could fairly be given all the new authority 
sought forby the Chamber of Commerce’s proposed one. Its regulations, 
being Chinese-made and foreign-sanctioned,—as all regulations now » 
are,—would have the force of law and could be supported by the 
Chinese Government. Made by the Chamber of Commerce Board | 
as suggested they would receive from the Chinese Government about 
the same amount of approval and support as the Land Regulations 
have had. 

This scheme upsets no existing authority, can be supported as 
of an international character, will go some way to secure foreign and 
Chinese collaboration and to get Chinese official sympathy, and it 
gives all foreign Powers an equal say, as any harm it may be alleged 
to have done'as a Chinese institution can be appealed against to the 
Chinese Foreign Office by any Minister with or without the support 
of his colleagues, 

The foreign representation can be easily made non-political and 
local by placing the nomination of the members either in the hands of 
the public generally (by election) or in those of public bodies, the — 
Chamber of Commerce, the Municipal Oouncil, the Consular Body, 
the French Council and so on, or these bodies might be allowed to 
nominate in rotation to vacancies occurring. | 

There is nothing in this scheme overriding the sovereignty of 
the Chinese Government in its own waters. The principle of Con- 
servancy works by the Imperial authority in national waterways is 
established as facts show. The Government tries to control the Yellow 
River; it occasionally dredges the Grand Canal and its approaches ; 
and during the last ten years it has emptied and made efforts to 
deepen the Soochow Creek, the effect of which is no longer usefal if 
it ever was. 


There remains for consideration the question of Finance, ‘This, 
as well as all questions of detail, cannot be satisfactorily dealt with 
till the definite scheme is approved. Mr. de Rijke estimated the cost 
of carrying out bis plan B, which deals with the river only from 
The Point to the Yangtze and provides for the improvement of 
the Junk Channel and its substitution for the present ship channel 
(see page 49 of his report dated Tokio, 10th January, 1898) as 
not to exceed three millions (3,000,000) of taels, Another authority, 
whose opinion should carry weight, informs the writer that “ He does 
not cousider any scheme would be complete and comprehensive 
which did not include the whole river from the Kiangnan Arsenal 
outwards, and that for that it would be necessary to have not less 
than four million taels available at the outset in order that the 
work might be undertaken on a scale commensurate with its 
magnitude and calculated to insure its completion at the earliest 
practicable date with the minimum outlay of money. Such a work 
cannot be carried out piece meal, The thing to be done then is to 
provide for a loan of that amount and means for paying (1) interest, 
(2) sinking fund, (3) expenses of maintenance and such dredging or 
other work as would always be necessary to a greater or less degree 
in order to preserve the waterway.” 

In a recent telegram from Europe it was announced that a 
German engineer at Bremen also had a scheme estimated to cost 
four million taels, There are people who think a really complete 
scheme cannot be carried out for that sum, but for the present one 
may figure on it as being the highest so far suggested. If it can be 
cut down, so much the better. It is probable all that money will 

not be required at the very start, but a considerable sum will surely 
- be wanted to pay the preliminary expenses of plant, dredgers, tugs, 
lighters, lumber, stone, compensation for land, Zinkstuks and such, 
and for carrying on the work of beginning. We may assume this 
sum to be Tis. 2,000,000. That must be raised by borrowing at once: 
a similar amount will be wanted later, but that can be borrowed in 
a lamp or by degrees or provided annually as may be expedient. 
In which way it will be best to do it can only be decided when it is 
seen what pace is the quickest, and therefore the best, at which the 
work can be made to go. It is probable that the money can be got 
at 6 % and that Tis. 400,000 a year will be enough to provide interest 
and sinking fund on any.loan made and to extinguish it in 12 -years, 


at the same time providing enough for annual working expenses 
during the time of making the waterway and maintaining it in work- 
ing order until the loan is paid off By that time it will be seen how 
much should be annually spent on maintenance, for it is hardly to 
be expected that any scheme can be so perfect that work once done 
can be left to take care of itself ; the question of expenditure to! be 
provided for that purpose need not, however, be considered now. 

All moneys for the service of the Conservancy Board should, 
if levied on ships or cargoes, be collected by the Customs as Tonnage 
and Wharfage Dues are, and all charges on land by the Municipalities: 
On the security of these payments and of the Chinese Government 
contribution, the Board could raise loans by the issue of Bonds to the 
extent required and authorised. 

As to the means of raising the money to be contributed by the 
Community with the least unpopularity, the writer need not suggest 
anything new. It is sufficient to take what the Chamber of Com- 
merce calls “ Possible sources of revenue.” From these the Chamber 
holds that Ts. 200,000 or thereabouts can on the Municipal figures of 
1900 be raised from foreign sources. ‘This figure is arrived at by 
subtracting, from a total of Tis. 334,500, Tis. 120,000 which it proposes 
to get from Tonnage Dues, but which as shown above quite clearly 
cannot be got from those paid by foreign vessels, wherever else it 
may be got from and also say $11,000 for the surtax of five cand- 
areens a ton it proposed to be levied on Chinese vessels, which: is, if levied 
as suggested, properly to be put down as a Chinese contribution. 
It will be best to decide what amount the Community can pay 
towards a scheme big enough to give promise of thorough efficiency, 
and discuss on what heads of taxable commodities it can be maile 
to fall. It seems asif Tl. 1 per 1,000 is a very small charge on 
property, much of which is able to pay 10 % and some more. Tis. 1.25 
or Tle, 1.50 does not appear under the circumstances oppressive. It 
should be a tax on ownership of land and houses, not an oc- 
cupiers’ tax. 

The Chamber proposes, and very properly proposes, a charge 
on water frontage property, but the tax on riparian settlement land 
should not be the same as on /interland property, and all riparian 
property should not be taxed at the same rate, Between Kiangnan 
Arsenal and the mouth of the River there are probably 160,000 feet 
of frontage on the two sides of the River. Some is practically un- 
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The Chamber wants Tis. 120,000 from the Chinese Government 
from the Tonnage Dues: it probably will not. desist from wanting 
it from somewhere else because it is proved it cannot be got from 
that particular source,—and it can hardly be expected to, The 
Chinese Government, if ill advised, might say it was not legally 
called upon to pay anything and would pay nothing. The writer 
does not expect it to say that. It is more likely to see how much asa 
maximum it can give with acceptance and look around to see from 
what fands it could be paid, or where found. The devising of ways 
and means in the Chinese Government's business may be left to 
itself. It would be only right, however, that it should consent to the 
same surtax on Chinese vessels’ Tonnage Dues as what the 
Chamber proposes on foreign ones; that may bring in, say, 
Tis. 11,000 a year: it might be also expected to pay something from 
the Tonnage Dues of Chinese steam vessels: a certain amount from 
the Taotai’s collection on junks would not be unreasonable; they 
occupy a part of the harbour it is proposed to benefit, and they stick 
to it whether other parts contract or not: the local guilds, com- 
panies—other than steamer—and administrations might pay a con- 
tribution : a certain claim on the fund, whatever it is, which provides 
for such work as the digging out of the Soochow Creek might be 
admitted. For the rest, Chinese Government plans would be devised. 

It should not be lost sight of that the Chinese vessels which 
frequent the port are all light draught ones, and that by such the 


injury the condition of the Bar does their business is not mach felt 
far. 
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In doing the work proposed it is almost certain some low-lying 
land will be bunded and raised by the spreading on it of the mud 
dug from the river bed, and the right to do so should be within the 
competence of the Conservancy authority. Some land wonld be 
“made,” that is, recovered from the water, which should be looked 
on as an asset of the same anthority, to be sold by auction or other- 
wise Offered to the public as favourable occasion of doing so occurred. 
The proceeds would be useable in reduction of expenditure and 
would serve as a set off to land which would have to be purchased 
and removed, 
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All the above has been written in the belief that some form of 
River Conservancy and waterway protection is desirable and worthy 
of being attempted if even a considerable cost gives reasonable 
promise of a successful issue, Statements made and argnments used 
are intended. to enlighten those who will have a say in the decision 
of what will be done and of how money will be raised, on points of 
which it appears they are now in ignorance or which they have not 
seen with all the light on them which could be bronght to bear. 


All that the writer, for years interested in this subject, has now in 
view is to secare that the best results shall be accomplished in the 
way which offers the most impartial administration, the most 

> economical execution, lays the incidence of taxation most near where 
the benefits fall, and promises the least friction among the numerous 
interests of so many kinds directly and indirectly involved.

§ I. 


My commission to report on the condition of the Woosung River is by virtue of a letter from 
the Cusieainn of the Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce, Mr. E. F. Alford, dated Shanghai the 
30th March, 1897. 

This letter instructs me :— 

M JesseceeseesesetO make a report of the Bar and River, as set forth in the Memorandum you enclose, 
based upon a new survey and investigation of the condition of the river, and showing what course it would 


be necessary to take to improve the water approaches to Shanghai by i increasing the depth of the water 
on the Bars and in the River.” 


MEMORANDUM. 


§ II. 


In the Memorandum above referred to and dated Tokyo, March the roth, 1897, I say :— 


No body can, or will deny, that the Settlement of Shanghai, with all its property, trade and 


industry, depends on its connection with the sea. It depends, wholly depends I should say, on the fairway 
through the Hwangpu including the mouth of this river. 


by Gradually but surely the Hwangpu “verloopt,” zc. its power—the tide—is shrinking steadily year 
year. , 
Left to nature, and worse, and allowing corrosion of the shores one of the main causes of 


deterioration—to go on uninterruptedly, as at present, there must come a time when improvements of 
the stream, sufficient for deep sea craft, will be no longer practicable. 


_ From all I heard and saw during my short visit especially in Captain Bisbee’s office, I fear that 
such a time is not far distant, and that by postponing improvements, for say another dozen years, or more, 
the execution of a work plan would be much more expensive—it would entail a great deal more dredging 
—and be only effective to a through depth sufficient for the passage of ships of a limited draught. 


That the river “verloopt” and that its present condition is threatening the very existence of 
‘in the future is sure enough, but during my short visit—zo-27 February—lI got the impression 
‘is not at all obvious to a great many of those interested, for, how else can one account for the fact 
that all‘kinde of bosinéae are still increasing, that the value of property is still rising, that various kinds of 
industry are still growing, and that shares are going up, just as if nothing was to be apprehended. 


Even some of the prominent merchants who have a great interest in the shipping are taking notice 
the depth of the water on the “Woosung Bar,” that is the place called the Inner Bar below Gough 
3 when this depth i is not much less than it was four or five years ago, no apprehension, they think, 
> felt _ Evidently they do not see the effect of that split-reach of the river on the 
arts “viz :—below at the Outer Bar (here another split has set in) and in various places river-upward. 


In order to excite into action every one of those most interested in the future of Shanghai, I consider 
sary for all to know the real state of the river, how the tidal power is shrinking away steadily, and 
how this must BO on at an increased rate if left alone.

The River below the old Barmarks including the mouth, having grown much worse during the last 
few years* I became more apprehensive also for the River higher up, and knowing Captain Bisbee’s 
intention to continue the work of sounding up toa distance above Black Point, I determined, in the 


interest of the case in hand, to wait and not to finish this report until I had seen all the sounding maps. 
(See my letter to the chairman dated October the 16th last). 


* Found out after making different surveys drawn on different maps. 


CAPTAIN BISBEE’S SURVEYS. 
§ VII. 
“As to Captain Bisbee’s surveys of the W River, which are by far the most valuable for 
comparison, I may refer to his report of 1894, page 3. iti is evident that these surveys are quite reliable. 
What I appreciate most is the triangulation mentioned under V. Section 4; it is really a key to all 


other surveys. For instance, by the use of this triangulation I enlarged the sounding maps of 1873 from 


the scale of g¢4zy to gy'go, and this will be found more correct than the tracing—shrunk out of scale—from 
which I took it. 


MY OWN OBSERVATIONS. 
§ VITI. 
Further data for this report are my own observationis—surveys in another sense—and the making myself 


more intimate with the river during my stay at Shanghai.from May the 25th to July the reth in this year. 


I had been enabled to do this having a two months’ leave of absence kindly grarited to me for this 
purpose by the Minister of the Home Department of Japan. 

Of these two months, 14 days I had to spend on the voyage from Tokyo and back, 9 days I spent 
in inspecting, the river and some of the subsidiary creeks, with a part of the Grand Canal, above Shanghai, 
18 days I occupied in surveying in boats along the river below Shanghai, and 19, including some very 
windy days I passed in the city of Shanghai. 

' - Adonger time, say four or five months instead of two months only, would have been much better 
for examining and making myself familiarised with a tidal river and basin like this; however for this 


preliminary report, which of course cannot include detailed plans of improvement, it may for the present 
answer the purpose.

RISING AND FALLING. 
§ IX. 


The Bieaneps as a navigable river owes its very existence to the rising and falling of the water-level 
at its mouth ;, without this it would be merely a draincourse of rainwater from the lagoons and surrounding 
district, “of not much more than from 200 to 300 feet wide with a through depth of some 3 or 4 feet. 


Compared with many other places elsewhere the tides are generally very regular twice a day. 


A great many years ago the vertical rising and falling of the stream at the river’s mouth must have 
been considerably greater than found now, and never smaller ; it seems to me however that since the mouth

The decrease of the tide in places river-upward is mainly caused by a natural process 0 
making with silt coming down the Yangtse Kiang. ‘The always very muddy and silt-laden stream running 
up and down the Hwangpu is Yangtse water. Compared with river water generally, that drained by the 


Hwangpu itself and from the lagoons is exceptionally clear; to some degree it is the scavenger of the 
Shanghai Harbour. 


Besides by this natural process, the people living along the Hwangpu and its tributary | creeks have 
done much in aiding nature to kill tidal action. This has not only been done by Chinese country people 
in the upper parts, but, what is far worse, in the Lower—or Woosung river at and below Shanghai, where

At Shanghai, 14-miles from the mouth, the mean range, all of aay cian (Captain Bisboe'’s Report) 
is 6.08 feet or 1.45 feet less than at the mouth. 


At Minghong, 37 miles from the mouth, I observed a rise of tide of 3.20 feet whilst on that day— 
13th June—the rise at the mouth was 6.50 feet or about twice as_much.. 


At Tucksing, 46 miles from the mouth, the rise on the same day was 2.90 feet or 3.6 feet less. 


At a little distance above Cheehking, say 67 miles from Woosung, the rise of tide on rath June, 
1.26 feet, or 5.24 feet less than at the mouth. This was in a creek of about 300 feet width. At the same 
distance from Woosung as Cheeking, but in another direction and in a larger course leading to Sitai 
lagoon, the rise of tide must have been more, perhaps much over, 2 feet on that day. 


At Kashing, 99 miles from Woosung, I was told by a customs officer stationed there, amt Spring 
tides are sometimes felt in the Grand Canal near the town. 


During some more of such observations, I: :ade in other places above Shanghai, there was then 
too much wind to render them worth recording. 


DIFFERENCE IN TIME OF HIGH TIDE.

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DURATION OF THE RISING ‘AND’ FALLING. 
§ XIII. 


In the records of the i eget at Woosung Signal Station from May the 25th to the roth July last—all 
verage of 42 tides : 


eo the water from low to high tide took 3 hours and 40 minutes, and the falling from 
t 6 hours and 50 minutes. 


That the low. water level lasted on an average about 30 minutes and the high water level about 35 
minutes* ; during Neaps the H. W. level sometimes lasts more than an hour. 


As a fair example of a 18 tide may be mentioned that of the 16th of June when there was but 
little wind, and which shows :— 


From 9.40 to 10 a.m. lowest level 2.80 feet + zero, 20 minutes. 
From 10 a.m. to 1.10 p.m. rising to 10.50 feet + zero, 3 hours 1o minutes. 
From 1.10 to 1.30 p.m. highest level 10.50 feet + zero, 20 minutes. 


From 10.40 to 11.50 a.m. the water rose from 4.3 to 8.5 feet + zero, or 4.2 feet in 70 minutes. 


During the following ebb tide that afternoon the greatest fall was 2.0 feet from 3.50 to § p.m. also in 70 
minutes. 


I observed that usually the greatest rise per hour is below half tide, whilst the greatest fall of the 
water is above and below half tide. — 


On the 25th of — last, there was a Neap Tide with hardly any wind. Of this the Signal Station 
gauge a give :— 
From 7 to 7.40 a.m. highest level 9.0 feet + zero. 
From 3.10 to 3.50 p.m. lowest level 3.5 feet + zero. 
Falling in 7 hours and 30 minutes 5.5 feet. 
Greatest fall 1.1 feet in one hour. 
Greatest rise 1.7 feet in one hour. 


All the time from 6 to 8.20 that morning the variation in height of the water level was only 0.4 feet, 
and I observed almost no current. 


FLOWING AND EBBING AT WOOSUNG. 


§ XIV. 


The rising and falling of the water causes a flowing and ebbing, that is flood and ebb currents. 
Restraining the latter in any way causes a decrease in the former, and the result is silting. 
In the Survey Map of 1887, I find a note of Captain Bisbee’s which says:— < 


“The tides are much influenced by the wind; the flood making sooner, rising higher, and running 
longer than usual with the wind fresh between N.E. and E., whilst with the wind strong from N. to N.W. 
and W, the opposite is the case. in each of these respects, the ‘ebb running longer and the water falling lower. 


“During Spring Tides, the Ebb begins to run at Woosung from an hour and a half to two hours 
after high water, and during Neap ‘lides from an hour and three quarters to two bours and a‘half after 
high water. The flood commences to‘run during Springs from twenty to forty minutes after low water, 
and during Neaps from an hour to an hour and a half after low water. ‘The tides set up, and down, along 
both banks of the river respectively, before the flood or ebb begins to run in mid-channel.” 


From my own observations of last Summer, and those compared with the gauge readings at 
Woosung, I find as averages : 


That the time of still water, both at high and low tide, is very short, say from 5 to 15 minutes. 


That always the ebb currents are still running on when the rise of the tide has already commenced, 
and flood since ape still running on after the water-level has commenced falling. 


ebb currents commence to flow about one hour later than the falling of the water-level, the 
fall then : beh about 0.6 feet.; - 


That flood currents commence to flow 50 minutes later than the rising of the water, the rise then 
being about 1.0 feet. 


That slow currents, of say 2 feet p.s. and less, slack water included, last at high tide about 2 hours 
and 20 minutes, and at low tide 1 hour and 20 minutes. 


For a tidal river like the ‘Hwangpu,f with a basin almost entirely of very level alluvial plains and 

but little water from its own sources, it is quite natural that flood and ebb currents commence 

flowing so long ‘after the lowest and highest water-levels. To explain this further is not necessary, as it 
does not bear particularly on the question under report.

Thus at A/inghong, where the stream is wide and from 3 to 6 fathoms deep, and in a most excellent 
condition, the rising of the waterdasted:two hours and three quarters (3}4 at: Woosung that day), whilst the 
current upwards, commencing an hour later, lasted three hours and three quarters. 


At Tucksing, where the stream is also wide ahddéep, I observed during the night of 12th to 13th 


June, the wind being fresh river-upward, a flood tide by which the water rose 2.90 ft. in three hours and a 
half (from 9.00 p.m. to 12:30 a.m.). 


The current upward began soon after low water, ran strong for about an hour, she that:slower, and 
lasted a little longer than three hours. 


At Cheeking. 12th June. 
The watercourse here is contracted to a creek some 300 feet wide.. 


At to.10 a.m., whilst the stream was still ebbing slowly (from 0.5 to 0.6 feet vel. p.s.) all of a 
sudden I met on the way down with a flood tide coming up raeing as if it were a little mascaret or bore. 


This was a sure indication that a little distance farther down there must be a much wider course 
which I found to be the main course of the Hwangpu leading to the “ Si Tai.” 


Some minutes later after the ripple upward had passed the rise of the water was 0.4 feet; at 11.00 
a.m. the rise was 1.0 feet and the flood current still from 2 to 2.5 feet p.s.; at 11.55 the flood current 
decreased to 1.9 feet p.s. ; at 12. ope the rise was 1.26 feet, at 1.00 p.m. there was no further rise and 
no stream. 


These observations taken on my way downward from the Grand Canal, few and ppeernnect as they 
are, give at least some idea of the tide action river-upward ; and as the tide action there must affect that 
in the Lower River, it is of the greatest importance to Shanghai ; therefore, I recommend the making of 
more extended observations (at the same time measuring the velocity of the currents) as far as the tide 


runs up along the different courses. At Minghong, Tucksing, and at two or three places higher up, tide 
gauges can not be placed too soon. 


SELF-REGISTERING TIDE GAUGES. 
§ XVI.

When at Woosung, the Harbour Master, Mr. Gardelin, told | me that in his time-—he had been 
there 16 months last June—the lowest ebb observed at Signal Station was three inches zero; this was on 
the 26th December, 1896, two days after full moon, with a wind from W. N. W. of a force of five and six 

wei Bisbee gives for a period of six years, 1888-93 :— 

Mean low water of all tides, signal gauge 2.76 feet zero. 
Mean low water of Springs, signal gauge 1.87 feet + zero.

Usually there is thus a depth of at least 2 feet more water than indicated on the charts.

§ XVIII. 

Such an extremely low L.W. as adopted has the advantage that navigators consulting the charts are 
never om on the other hand a water surface of say some 3 feet higher as reference for taking 
soundings, sections, ete., would be more convenient and also better, more convenient because this level is 
seen daily, and better because longitudinally the water line at 3 feet zero must be much more regular as 
being so much further away from the many irregularities of the bottom. 


LEVELINGS AND BENCH MARKS. 
§ XIX. 

A leveling has been made between the gauge at Woosung and Shanghai. The zero of the Shanghai 
gauge is stated as 2°°°° feet higher than that at the Signal Station gauge. At every intermediate point— 
not to speak of the river above Shanghai—where temporary gauges are placed at times for sounding, such as at 
Taiking, at Kaojow, etc., there ought to be fixed permanent bench marks some distance away from the shore.

INTER-DEPENDENCE. 


INTER-DEPENDENCE BETWEEN THE UPPER AND LOWER STREAMS. 
§ XX. 
In a system of water courses like this where tide is almost the only factor of motion, D srtleseatene 
upward and downward is considerable and far reaching. 
From the want of any observations ever made for this purpose—which would take a couple of years 
to make—it is impossible at present to show in figures the extent of this inter-dependence. 
From what I saw during my investigation I am of opinion that not only does the state of the Lower 


River depend on that. of the Upper River, and vice versa, but also that every section of the whole net of 
tidal courses, #.¢. main course and creeks, has more or less an effect on each of the other sections. 


And further, that every inch rise of the tide still remaining in any of the creeks, or even in irrigation 
courses, is precious for the Lower River and thus for Shanghai and its trade. 


As far as I know nobody has ever taken any notice of the tidal streams above Shanghai, or of what 
has heen done or may now be doing there to help to curtail or kill tidal action. 


IMAGINARY DAM. 
§ XXI. 
the Hwangpu, say near Soong Kong, over 40 miles above Shanghai, were suddenly 
neil up er the tide could not run up any higher, the result would be about as follows :— 
- _LL—The channel would silt up entirely from the dam to a considerable distance below it, 
and meanwhile tide would cease to act in that section.

same, but, of course, proportionately smaller. In the same way obstructions in the channel of the 
iver, far nx ed Woosung Bar, have the effect of decreasing tide a long way upward. 


ANOTHER KIND OF INTER-DE 
§ XXII. 


In rivers generally there is another kind of inter-dependence which is not meant here. Mountainous 
streams, for instance, as those of Japan in which tide action is little felt, the fall ig Ants rt 
of masses of sand and silt, and even stones, continually raising the river-bed below. su 
is no inter-dependence upward, only downward, and the condition of the lower par ining oy i 
depend mainly if not entirely on the condition of the mountains and what is soties Se on there, 


KILLING TIDE. 


BY BRIDGING. 
§ XXIII. 


A.—In the River above Shanghai and in the C veeks. 


Every bridge I examined in Shanghai more or less curtails the tide. 


The worst of all is a stone bridge over the Soochow Creek half a mile or so from the river. Those 


who built the bridge near the Astor House have sanctioned, or more than that, the building of the older 
stone bridge. 


On my way up country I passed several other Chinese stone bridges over creeks and canals, some 


of them of indeed beautiful appearance, but all seemed old, some very old, and the harm they most probably 
once did in restraining the tide was done long ago. 


Along some of the creeks there enter small creeks which may be a few miles in length and used for 
irrigation. I observed at some of the junctions with the main creek a foot passage over the small one, 


about half of this being over planks and beams on supports and the other half simply over a dam of clay. 
Referring to the imaginary dam at Soongkong (§ 21), I need not say more. 


BY WATER PLANTATIONS. 
§ XXIV. 


In the neighbourhood of Kashing and lower down in the creeks where the tide runs up, I passed 
extensive plantations in the water, which I understood to be of a kind of water nut called “ Laolin.” 


In many places these plantations formed green fields on the water surface and covered from half to 
two thirds and even more of the breadth of the creek ; only a track on one side being left clear for boat 
traffic. This cannot but impede the tide considerably. 


BY FISHING SCREENS. 
§ XXV. 


Fishing screens, very lightly made of bamboo, piles and reeds, are built right across water courses ; 
a narrow opening just ‘sufficient for a boat to pass is left in the middle, but even in the opening I felt the 
bottom of the boat I was in moving over bamboos underneath. 


Many of such screens I observed also in the tidal region, and the effect of them theres is quite 
obvious. 


It seems to me that both the Laolin plantations and the Fishing screens can not have been there 
many years, otherwise there would be no tide left to kill. 
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BY ENCROACHMENTS ALONG THE SHORES. 
§ XXVIL. 


Narrowing water courses by building out the shores for some purpose or other, or by landing stages 


or steps, and even by piles on which to build sheds attached to houses on shore, and such other encroach- 
ments, I saw in several places. 


There are many villages along the creeks ; through most of them the water course is but half as 
wide as above and below the village. 


BY THROWING DEBRIS INTO THE WATER vag rae 
§ XXVIL. 

In a course through the castle town of Kazai (72 miles above Shanghai), which in some places was 
narrowed to less than. 50 feet, I sounded in the middle only 5 feet of water and a hard stony bottom ; by 
a closer examination I found the whole perimeter to be of broken bricks and tiles, which may be of a 
thickness of 2 or 3 feet. Perhaps this filling dates from the rebellion some 9 ae ago. Stony matter 
I also found in other places where the banks are lined with houses. __. 


About 3 miles below Kazai I saw on one side of the mubee conte ies a great mound of débris 
recently thrown into the water ; evidently all from old tombs cleared from an adjacent field. 

In other places I found sweepings of the streets and all sorts of house refuse, garbage, ashes, ctc., 
thrown into the water course, which obviously is everybody's property, ‘but nobody’s to care f ‘a ovale apa 
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§ XXVIII. 


- All these arbitrary actions may be considered some in Shanghai as trifles, or of not so much 
jmportance, because out of sight and so far away, but hace! some hope that there are others who will go 


and on ee and who will then feel as I do that a regular supervision of the whole tidal basin 
has become a crying necessity. 

| If, after regular inspection and reports, action could be taken and these excesses stopped, it would be 
greatly in the interest of the inland trade and boat traffic, which is already very large and growing fast. 


It should be remembered that all these canals are the highways of the country, and such highways 
cost to maintain much less than the poorest roads 


STEAM LAUNCHES. 
§ XXIX. 


Since a few years steam launches run inland in various directions. Their number is already 
considerable and is yearly increasing. ‘They are chiefly used as a kind of water-locomotives pulling a train 
of large boats filled with cargo and passengers. 

To the main river, which for many miles up is wide and deep, and in excellent condition, I do not 
think these steamers do any harm, but in running always at full speed through the creeks and canals, they 
cause the borders to fall away in many places, especially in the concaves of sharp bends. Nobody thinks 


of repairing the harm done, which is decreasing the cross section, although some sort of defence work 
made in time would not cost much as the borders generally are of strong clay. 


Also, this is a source of killing tide action, and, as such steam traffic is vastly increasing, not at all a 
small one. 


As it is by the wash of steamers only and not other craft that these waterways are threatened, and 
as the maintenance of them would be quite in the interest of all water traffic, I would suggest a special tax 
laid on these steamers, and the use of this fund for repairs. 


‘BY EXTENDING THE POOTUNG CONVEX. 
§ XXX. 
B. Along the Lower River ai and below Shanghai. 


I say in § XXVIII :—*“ All this. . . . may be considered as trifles,” now, compared with what is 
done, and still being done in the Lower River, the abuses mentioned would not be much more than trifles 
if not so numerous. 


In a tidal river so sensitive as this, and where every bit of tide is so precious, it is a/ways dangerous 
to touch a convex or to allow anything to be done along it, except with a dredging machine or an excavator ; 
especially is this the case in such a sharp bend as the Pootung Point. 


For a number of years past, foreign firms have been incomprehensibly and heedlessly allowed to 
build out landing Stages, piers, and floating wharves,* and these just on the most delicate side of the 
convex, that is to say, on the down-stream side from where the silt-laden flood tide runs up.T 


Gauge readings simultaneously taken just below and just above the convex, and a levelling between 
the gauges, would show how much of the tidal power has been killed already in this one place. 


Were it not for the most excellent condition of the river for many miles above Shanghai, the 
consequences would be far worse. However the effect of the-bad and unaccountable treatment of Pootung 
convex point, just referred to, is already apparent also here and there above the Town. 


BY EROSION OF SHORES IN THE LOWER PARTS OF THE RIVER. 
§ XXXI1. 


In this section are the “Woosung Bar,” that is the inner or ship-channel bar, and the Junk-channel 
bar, with Gough Island between. Gough Island with the shoal all around it is still in course of extending ; 
by this time this middle ground within the limit of 6-feet-L.W. has already an area of about one and a half 
square miles. The bars and shoal together form a “barrier,” obliquely across the river on which is in the 
deepest place—the inner passage—only 12 feet of water (at L.W.) and sometime less. Every sea-going 
ship to and from Shanghai has to cross this. 


The effect of the barrier in impeding, or rather killing, the tide is very considerable downward, where 
the mouth is, as well as all the way upward. 


_ The barrier, together with the Pootung Point—two obstructions which most certainly always affect 
each other—threaten to ruin the whole of the fairway. 


The first cause of this barrier is Zrosion of the shores, and its rapid extension during the last 30 
years is not only caused by erosion, or undermining by the currents, but also by the wash of steamers, 
— along the Pootung shores of the Ship-channel. 


* Floating Wharves here, on a shallow and convex shore, are just as bad as Piers. 
“Ht tems to me thatthe rowth of the shore must have been always on the down-stream side. 
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During the last few years, that daaines ‘the ebb currents:along the Ship-channel have grown much 
weaker,* the wash caused by the numerous steamers daily passing, and always at full speed quite close 
along the receding shore, causes as much, if not ‘more, erosion than the currents. No kind of protection, 
or dressing of the shore whatever, has yet been made here, and most likely no Harbour regulations have 
ever been made, or even proposed by those interested,t to restrain at all the speed of big steamers when 
passing. t i ae 

Several times when on the spot this summer I watched the fearful lashing caused when a big ocean 


steamer passed, and wondered how it was that the naked steep shore of clay did not drop down-in lumps 
as big as any business office in Shanghai. : 


A comparatively weak shore of earth, or of sandy clay, when in course of undermining, shows cracks 
and seams at the top, sometimes to 30 or 40 feet from the edge; I did not see any here, and found all 
along the shore of very tough and hard clay, almost resembling tuff when wave-beaten.§ From this | 


conclude that if ever the river’s course here was farther on the Pootung side, it must have been a long 
time ago. 


Though the receding is very great—see further on—and the consequences bad enough, yet I daresay 
that with less strong shores, the situation now would be altogether different, and certainly the river would 
not be accessible to big sea vessels even during Spring tides.

COMPARING SURVEYS. 


NEW MAPS ON A LARGER SCALE, 
§ XXXII. 


Comparing surveys by charts drawn on small and different scales, is difficult and troublesome. 
Therefore, although it gave me much work, I decided, for the facility of the Chamber of Commerce and 
others interested, to enlarge most of the various surveys mentioned in § 1V to a scale of 1= 2400. 


For the sake of comparison, and also to illustrate clearly the present condition and all I have to 
say, a somewhat smaller scale would have been sufficient, but it is supposed that plans of improvement will 
have to follow soon and for this purpose a scale smaller than 12400 would not be practicable. 


THE WOOSUNG BARRIER. 


HOW IT GREW. 
§ XXXIII. 


I may repeat here what has been said concerning the Gough Island Reach in the old report of 
Mr. Escher and myself of 1875, viz :-— 


“In tidal rivers as the Hwangpu it often. my Hg that one shore is attacked by the ebb stream 
whilst the opposite one is being washed away by the flood current. In this way the river at that point, of 
course, becomes broader and broader, and the sectional area remaining the same—or, at least, not growing 
larger—it must follow that a reduction in the mean depth will result. Along both the concave shores thus 
undermining, deep channels are always found close beside them, which recede as they vecede, and conse- 
quently there is a rising of the bed between the channels (see sketch).” 


“The depth of each channel is maintained only as far as the shore is Concave and from the ‘compar- 
atively large breadth both the channels gradually shallow off and keep separate.” | 
“The difficulty for the navigation then is to come over from one channel into the other, and ‘a higher 


raising of such a passage, or so-called bar, is governed by the more or less gradual receding of the adjacent 
shores.” | | 


At that time—25 years ago—the shores on both sides were still in course of receding.’~ Afterwards 
the left shore above Signal Station and all along the Jank-channel, where no defences were made, was greatly 
relieved by the much stronger caving of the right shore along ahs Geen ogether with the receding on 
the right side, the Ship-channel, and with this the gertig.

It is but too evident that meanwhile the whole stream of the river has grown less powerful; both 
the flood and ebb currents are now markedly less strong than at the time of Mr. Escher’s and my first 
visit in 1875, and there is every reason to fear that what is said in the memorandum (Section HI), this 
consumption of power, if left alone, will go on the usual way, that is at a gradually increasing rate. : 

It is a general fact in such rivers that when there is a decrease, this decrease itself causes, or engenders, 
further decrease.

the last thirty years the Ship-channel along Gough Island has shifted almost its whole 
breadth, so that in some places its right shore has become its left one.

WHAT CAPTAIN ROBERTS OBSERVED. 
§ XXXIV. 


_ About the earlier growth of the: Barrier; it. is worth mentioning here what I heard from Captain 
J. P. Roberts, one of the very oldest residents of Shanghai, as:to his own experience when fifty-one years 
ago, in, April, 1846, he for, the first time entered the Woosung River as one of the crew of the Panama, 
an. American sailing. ship drawing seventeen or eighteen feet. He says :— 


_ “After rounding Pheasant Point on the way to Shanghai, the Panama got aground»on a sandbank.” 


“ ‘This sandbank,” he says, “ was in about the same place as the present Gough Island, butit was then not 
“ visible, not even at dead low water,” (Thus about in the same stadium as is now,the middle ground 
which since the last twelve years has been growing in the mouth of the river). 


“The fairway was on the right ‘ce of the river, the same .as it was later on when called the 


“ Ship-channel.” 


“The Panama stuck on that side of the sandbank.. The stream in the river. was then far more 
“powerful than at present and the currents in the Ship-channel so strong that it was quite a difficult task 
“to row across it and to bring over hawsers from: the ship to the right shore.” He remembers this so well, 


he says, because he “was one of the men who had to carry over the hawsers, by which the vessel, a couple 
of — cn eg } brought off the bank.”

_ Being convinced of the fact that there is a general decrease in the whole stream of the river, but that 
in this section the decrease along the Ship-channel is greater than the whole decrease, a part of it must be 
in course of going over into Junk-channel, I was very anxious to get evidence with regard to this. Unfor- 
tunately when on the spot and ready to make measurements in ane to prove this important fact, the wind 


— almost always too strong ; however on two occasions, when there was but little wind, I observed the 
ollowing :— 


__On June the 17th, I watched an ebb tide at the upper end of Gough Island from 6 to 8,20 a.m. when 
ebb tide was running full strength as it was low water at 10.10 that morning. 


Further upward the main channel is on the right side. | 


I found that below Black Point a portion of the stream turned to the left ; this’portion is growing 
larger and larger downward, and from half way between Black Point and Kajow creek the bulk of the 
stream is directed towards Junk-channel. The currents still setting for Ship-channel become perceptibly 
slower after passing Kajow creek, and of the smaller portion which actually enters Ship-channel, a part 
eddies back, rounds Gough Island, where I stood watching, and makes also for Junk-channel. Along the 
upper end of Gough Island the stream close along the shore from Ship to Junk-channel had a velocity of 
three feet per second. As the shore here is falling away, the velocity of the ebb current must at times be 
greater than this. : 


On the 29th of June I observed at Taiking, at 9.40 a.m. a flood tide beginning to run very slowly, 
whilst about half an hour before I had noticed numbers of sailing vessels running up along Junk-channel 
with a speed indicating a pretty strong current. It had been low water at Signal Station at 8.10, and at 
Taiking at 8.20 that morning.* | | 


THE LOWER END OF SHIP-CHANNEL AND THE INNER BAR. 
§ XXXVI. 


It is plain that the Ship-channel at its upper end has everything in its favour for the ebb currents to 
enter it, but that by the increasing deposits in its lower end the ebb cannot make its way through. During 
ebb it is mainly by matter from the falling shores ; now and then lumps of grass-covered clay are found on 
the shallows of the Bar. | 


During every flood tide matter from the Yangtse, and during strong flood tides matter scooped out 
from the Pheasant Point-pool, settle all along this course, and, for reasons already mentioned in §XXXIIJ], 
at an increasing rate. ) : 


Referring to map A Ne. 2, below the old Bar marks there are thrée cross-sections indicated, V, VI, 
and VII. Drawing F No. 2 shows these in shape. Vo. V is 6,300 feet below Bar point and crosses the 
Inner Bar passage which is at the end of Ship-channel.

assage t still be kept open for another period but it should be borne in mind that all the 
general deterioration of the river is going on at an increased rate, and that the Ship-channel is 
steadily losing in depth and width and in power to maintain itself. 


So much is now perfectly clear that in case this section of the river has to be improved by regulating 
works, by which to form one uniform channel instead of the two, ‘hat channel must be the Junk-channel, 
and not the other, the Ship-channel. 


THE POOLS. 


HARM DONE BY POOLS. 
§ XXXVII. 


The Pools found in the Woosung River are also doing such harm in wasting power that they must 
be mentioned. 


‘Phat the Pheasant Point-convex and the still so much sharper Pootung Point-convex terminate in 
deep pools is quite natural, as also the so well-known “Chau Chau,” or chopping water, seen in both. 
The former has the greatest ‘depth of 50 feet and the latter as much as 96 feet. 


There is another smaller one at the mouth of Telegraph creek which is over 30 feet deep, with but 
half as much depth of water around it. Apparently this pool is caused by concentrated ebb currents partly 
from Junk-channel, running down an incline, the end of the much extended spit, and on to the right shore 
at Telegraph creek. Here I measured an ebb current of 6.3 feet per second. Each of these pools do more 
or less harm to the river. Every time the stream is slackening, or during slow neap tides, they fill up 
quickly, but when the tide runs very strongly, as it often does in such places, matter from them is scooped 
up in such quantities as cannot be carried in suspension very far. A certain distance further on where the 


} oe cannot possibly be so swift, often less than half, a great deal of the matter just stirred up must settle 
own 


The principal excavator in the Pheasant Point-pool is the flood tide during springs, and the principal 
place of deposit the barrier from Pheasant Point upward. 


| The effect of the Pootung Point-pool is felt up to above the Native City of Shanghai; the matter 
scooped up has settled mainly along the shores on both sides of the river, rendering the Harbour space 
smaller and smaller. 


Some time ago when investigating the Urado Harbour in Sikoku, in Japan, I met with the same 
kind of pools i in a tidal course. In the Report on that Harbour I say :— 

: : “How the bars obstruct the passage need not be explained ; but what to most people is not 
“so evident is that the deep pools. . . . . are in themselves not small causes of obstruction.” 

“The powers available for scouring, viz:—the tidal currents, are concentrated and 
“accumulated, . . . } the power spent in eddying round, when passing, or rather whirling 
ss " through a ‘pool, ‘and just beyond the stream slacks accordingly; hence are found growing 

“ sandbanks in the vicinity of each pool.” 

When currents pass throu en deep pool, the velocities causing the pool are the greatest in 


“the track ; these maximum i take up in ne sion a maximum of matter, and a great

“part of this matter must drop as soon as the velocities beyond the pool abate.”

‘NEW MAPS OF THE MOUTH. 
§ XXXVIIIL. 


From the different surveys mentioned in § IV, I have made new maps all on the same scale of 1 in 
2,400. A. No. 1 shows the depth-curves of 1893 and of May 1897; &. shows those of 1887; and D. No, 
1 those of 1860. 

In each of these are shown thé same triangulation points mentioned under V. § IV. 

All are made on tracing cloth, so that by laying one over another the changes are clearly seen. 

Drawing F,.No. 1 contains cross sections and longitudinal sections over the mouth, all showing the 
_ depths in the different years above mentioned, - 

These drawings together with the diagrams of the velocities of the currents taken, show the condition 
of the mouth, past and present, far better than could be done by any description.

DECREASE, IN THE, STREAM, THROUGH, THE, MOUTH. BY: TEP BARRIER. 
§ XXXIX, 


That the steadily growing barrier, including Pheasant Point,* is restraining much the inflow and the 
outflow of the water is all evident. 


That by the annual growth of the barrier the restraining of the tide must increase ac ordir 
also manifest, and 


That if no radical measures are taken, the stream will go on to grow gradually weihet'le without 
doubt. 


A restraining of the tide means, of course, that the quantity flowing in is made smaller, and that 
portion of the tide which does not flow in cannot flow out. 

It is further perfectly clear that if the flood and ebb tides have atin wi are ‘gowns weaker by 
the barrier above Pheasant Point, the same must be the case below there and’in:the mouth near by, as well 
as river-upward. 


§ XL. 


How the present channel outsidet came to:be in the place it is, and this since a long time I believe, 
does not matter much at present, it is enough to say that it is on the left side and quite in the direction of 
the channel inside the Lighthouse. 

The Woosung or left shore of the river down to the mouth, is all a concave, and as a matter of 
course the ebb as well as the flood currents move close along it, more or less concavely on the left side 
continues to over half a mile below the ‘Lighthouse, that,is.to the end of the spit, dry at low tide. 


After flowing down so far along the concave shore, it was and is still quite natural for the. ebb tide 
to proceed further to deep water in the Yangtse straight on along the main channel, the shortest way. 
Therefore I hold that the main channel has been maintained mainly by the ebb currents, and that most-of 
the flood water until recent years used to run up the same channel, | 


If there were no channel at all:at the mouth, the ebb, by energy of motion, would still tend*to flow 
out in the same direction ; the flood: however: would. flow in anywhere according to the situation Outside 


and prevailing winds. 

Although during the last twenty years or so, the rise of tide at the mouth, the source Of motion in 
the river, cannot have decreased. in any. degree (§ IX), yet.it is certain thatthe currents either way: through 
the mouth have become perceptibly weaker. 

Each tide the ebb lasts about twice as long as the flood but the latter often runs twice as strong. 

If both the ebb and flood tides in course of time should have lost say 20% of their power, such a 
decrease, with regard to scour, is far more felt by the smaller power, the ebb, than by the stronger one ; 


and if the same ebb was once able to maintain one uniform channel on the left side, it is quite possible 
that it has lost that capacity. 


From a glance at the sections (drawing /. No. 1) it is perfectly evident-that the:channel, where the 
“Outer Bar” is, has lost in depth and breadth during every period between the various.surveys, and that 


by this marked decrease in capacity it has lost very much of its facility for. attracting the flood tides to run 
up along it. 


THE CHANNEL SPLITTING. 
§ XLI. | 


In the old Report of 1875 it is said that “as a rule channel splitting is the first noticeable symptom 


in the decadence of a stream, either pennant: . by loss of water or, as at Woosung Bar, by too great 
a breadth.” | 


In the Memorandum, § II, I have already directed the attention to the splitting noticed for a few 
years past in the mouth; a second channel, which I will call the Pootung Channel, is now steadily growing 
on the left side, and I apprehend greatly that the more this opens up the more the flood tide will be 
engaged in using its power in opening it further and up into the main channel inside the Lighthouse. 


In this case the splitting wag preceded by both “loss of water” (or a general decrease in. the stream) 
and by “too great a breadth,” that is by a widening of the mouth. 


There again I find that it was “ erosion” which caused this widening. 


Since the first survey.mentioned in this present tn oniine Aras, of 1869), the shores outside the mouth 
have evidently been attacked: much by waves and an currents ; the latter must have increased 


markedly on the Woosung side by the extension of es my and islands on the opposite side of the 
South Channel of the Yangtse Estuary. 


On the left side of the mouth, where the, fort is, and no doubt only because of this fort, extensive 
pile and other works have been made and are still maintained to ward off the attack and to keep the shore.

_ The mouth having grown so mich Wider on the right side—and it is from the right hand side that 
the flood tiderans up»in the Yangtse—a much broader field, over which to run into the Woosung river, 
was afforded to the flood tides; and considering the smaller attraction to the main channel, it is but 
. natural that this stream began to concentrate 6n the Pootutig side. Concentration of the stream in one 
direction always 'eans a slackening ‘at sonie distatice away from that line of concentration ; therefore it is 

again but natural that the bottom comiimeti¢ed to ise in the middle of the mouth. 
How this has beeh growing into an extensive middle ground, and how the Pootung Channel 
beginning from the outside ‘has furrowed out farther and further river-ward, is clearly seen in the drawings 
_ annexed to this Report. _ | | 

During the night of 17/18 June lastt, my boat Was anchored in the Pootung Channel, so that I 
could watch and measure:a flood tide along it. (See sheet No. 1 of velocities). 

I found the flood currents at this time almost as strong as in mid-river above the Woosung village, 
where I also measuréd the Velocity of the stream the same night, finding it very much stronger than in the 
main channel of the mouth. | 

It is more than probable that the Pootung Channel has gone on growing steadily since the last 
soundings were made in May this ‘year, and that it will soon cut its way further and join the main channel 


oo 


inside the Lighthouse. This way being opened to a certain depth, there must follow also a diversion 
along it of the ebb currents. 

Before deciding on a plan of improvement, which would be quite necessary in case this mouth has 
to be maintained, a re-sounding of it will be required first. The scale of this survey should be 1 in 2,400. 
3 ‘Considering all the facts above mentioned, I cannot but feel very apprehensive as to the future of 
the present fairway and the passage over the “ Outer Bar.” 


CURRENTS MEASURED. 


THE CURRENT METER. 
§ XLIIL. 

The instrument that I used to measure the velocity of the currents, when investigating the river, was 
“Woltmann’s Mill.” With this the stream can be measured easily and quickly from the surface down to 6 
or 7 feet under water. For a déeper gatiging it is not so easily handled in strong currents. Compared 
‘with any kind of floats, the “ Woltmann’s Mill” has the great advantage that it can be used on dark nights 
equally as well as in the daytime.

COMMENTS ON THE VELOCITIES MEASURED IN THE RIVER AND IN THE MOUTH. 
§ XLIV. 


The different gaugings I took, and at the same time the rising and falling of the water at the nearest 
tide gauge, are shown in diagrams in the velocity sheets Nos. 1 to 5. 

Sheet No. r shows a flood tide during the night of 17/18 June 1897 at Point P. in the Pootung 
Channel of the mouth. 

_ The wind was from the S. Ey that is With the flood tide. There was but very little wind and smooth 
water from the begthitiftig Of the flédd tide at 11.20 p.m. tip to a little past midnight when it freshened. 
At 1.10 a.m., when the flood current had increased to 5.15 ft. p.s., the wind rising to a breeze and the water 
getting choppy, the measuring had to be stopped (see the note in Sheet No. 1). 

The direction of the so was Fas Y towards the main channel, or to the left shore about 3 
cables above the Se. 5 hotles of P is of soft, sandy silt and very mobile. 
One hour later, at 2.10 a.m on the 18th, the gauging of the same flood tide was resumed inside 
the river at S, which is near the left shore between the: Woosung creek and the Woosung Hotel, where the 
depth of the water is over 6 fathoms, L.W. 
2 The breeze from S.E. continued, but was much less felt so far inside the river. For about half an 
hour the velocity here was from 5.26 to 5.43 feet, per second, but I was convinced that, whilst drifting 
river-upward very swiftly from P ‘3 S (see maps A Vos. 1 & 2), the current in both places had been 
considerably stronger. is 

_. Sheet No. 2 shows a flood tide during the night of 18/19 June 1897, at point Q in the left or main 
channel of the mouth: ‘The witid was from S.E. with a little breeze and the sea choppy. The direction 
of the stream was ftom point @ towards the Lighthouse. A portion of the stream coming up towards 
point QO did fot enter the main chanfiel, bat came over the middle ground from the Pootung Channel. The 


maximum velocity of the flood tide at Q was 3.6 feet p.s., or but a little more than half the velocity

* Only the use of the Lower river is somewhat dndet tHe tiatiagettient Of thé Chinese Imperial Maritime Customs, who make 
and publish sounding maps from time to time to show the way to navigators, 
There had been too much wind for such work the preceding day. 
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Sheet No. 3 shows an ebb tide measured 21st June 1897 in fair weather with an easterly wind and 
but little breeze, and with smooth sea in the mouth. is was taken alternately in the main channel at Q 
and in the Pootung Channel of the mouth at P; the direction of the currents at both places was straight 
out to the Yangtse. ‘iti ea eats 
As seen in the diagrams, the ebb currents were strongest in the old, or main channel, being about 
3 feet per second, when they were but 2 feet in the Pootung Channel. es op ae iii aes 
The same afternoon again measuring a flood tide, although a very weak one, I found the following :— 
Along the main channel from 1.3 to 1.5 ft. p.s. Cow 
Along the Pootung Channel from 1.6 to 1.95 ft. p.s, 
and over the middle-ground from 1.6 to 1.8 ft. p.s. 


Part of the stream measured at Q in the main channel was also coming over the middle-ground and 
from the entrance of the Pootung Channel. Thus only a small part of the flood tides runs up along the 
passage over the “Outer Bar,” which but too clearly points to a further decrease in depth there, 

That the top of the middle ground in 1893 was dry at lowest Spring tides and in May 1897 about a 
foot lower, does not mean at all any improvement in the condition of the mouth ; it means simply that now 
the entrance of the Pootung Channel has much opened during these four years, and that this causes the 
flood tides to run across over the bank with greater velocity than before. a | 

On July the 2nd an ebb stream was measured at # outside the mouth, a little beyond the place 
where all the largest steamers now anchor. The velocity here was then from 6,03 to 6.31 ft. per second. 

Further out in the Yangtse the ebb currents were found to be stronger. 

Sheet No. ¢ shows an ebb tide measured on the 22nd June 1897 at Z'in the Junk-channel near 
Limit Beacon. The wind was due east, with a light breeze, and the stream straight downward towards 
Signal Station. | 

And also a flood tide measured at X on the 4th July 1897, on the Junk-channel side of a cross 
channel through Gough Island where the bottom was 7 ft. above L.W. Only during the first part of an 
ebb tide and the latter part of a flood tide is this cross channel now open. It was formerly deeper. 


At nearly high water time the flood current from Junk to Ship-channel, running against a light 
breeze, was measured 0.75 ft. p.s. I had already observed how ebb currents which used to run the other 
way along this course have now almost died out. : 

The bottom at X I found to be of soft, sandy silt. 


Sheet No. 5 shows an ebb tide at 3 ft. L.W. off Pheasant Point on July the rst 1897, when there 
was hardly any wind, and in mid-channel opposite Pheasant Point near S; velocities as shown. 

I observed that during flood tides the stream near the shore all around Pheasant Point is very sloy, 
as I expected. This convex shore, as well as the one opposite the Soochow creek at Shanghai, is extending 
more or less further out during each flood tide (Section XXX); and if, say in the course of a month, they 


do not extend further, it is by the action of the ebb tides which clear away the layer of silt brought on by 
the flood tides. 


Further, an ebb tide on July the sth 1897 in the river above Gough Island, about in the line 
“Kajow”—“ Storm,” when the wind was fresh from the South. The velocities are taken alternately at 
points U, Vand W. See plan 4 No. 3. | 

UV is on the left side of the river above the Junk-channel ; here the depth was 7.5 ft. L.W.; V isin 
the middle above Gough Island at a depth of 7.0 ft. L.W.; and W in the middle of the main channel 
above the Ship-channel, where the depth was 14.0 ft, L.W. 

At first about half tide, I found :-— 

At J, a velocity of from 1.7 to 1.8 ft. p.s., all towards Junk-channel. 

At V, a velocity of from 1.9 to 2.0 ft. p.s., all towards Junk-channel. 

At W, a velocity of from 2.4 to 2.5 ft. p.s., partly directed to the Junk-channel and partly to the. 
Ship-channel. 

Later on, when nearly low water, I found :— 

At U, a velocity of from 2.5 to 2.54 ft. p.s.; ~ 
At V, a velocity of from 3.36 to 3.51 ft. p.s. ; 
At W, a velocity of from 3.04 to 3.26 ft. p.s. ; | 

The stream at UY and at V entirely, and.a part of the ebb stream at W, near Kajow creck, was 
again directed to the Junk-channel. This confirms all I say in § XXXV and § XXXVI. |

After having proceeded thus far in my Report, I received the further soundings made in the river 
up to “Point Hotel” by the Coast Inspector’s staff during last Autumn.* 

These soundings give additional evidence of the fact that before long the Ship-channel—the present 
fairway—must become entirely impassable for the deeper craft still calling at Shanghai. : :

| According to the last soundings of 1897 the depth of water in the track of the ships at Kajow is 
now less than 14 feet L.W. ; it was 19.8 feet in 1893 and 22.1 in 1887. 


ADVANTAGE OF THE KAJOW BAR. 


¢ XLVI. 


- Although the swallowing up of the Ship-channel and_ the. formation of a new bar at the upper 
entrance is attended with a general decrease in the power of the river, yet the bar at Kajow has one great 


advantage, | viz ;—that. it diverts the main stream during ebb tides to the much more desired direction, that 
is, to the Junk-channel. 


If the river is to be improved by “ Regulation ” (see the end of § XXXVI), a series of works; 


forming @ new concave shore on the right side would have to be made, by which to shift over to the left 
the main channel from a distance above: Kajow. 


The forcing over of the main stream of a river like this, without causing new impediments, and : 
without much interrupting navigation is often found to be a very difficult task, even when using numbers of 


men skilled in such work. It becomes all the easier when, as is now the case, the whole of the stream 
tends to flow that way. : | 


JUNK-CHANNEL OPENING UP. 
: § XLVIIL. 


How the Junk channel-is at present opening up is clearly shown in maps 4 No. 3, Z, and in the 
sectional drawing / No. 2. The following table refers to the latter drawing :— 


In comparing the cross sections and the figures in the above table, the most reliable are certainly 


those of 1887, 1893 and 1897, all taken from soundings made by Captain ne and his staff. In these 
we find as the one of cross-sections V to X :—

These figures show a decrease of over 12°/ in ten years over the whole breadth of the river, and 
during the last four years an increase of Junk-channe! of 7.3%. 


This increase is entirely in the upper or shallowest part of the Junk-channel ; cross sections VIII, 
IX and X alone give an average increase during the last four years of nearly 407. 


The decrease of the room along Ship-channel during the aa ten years is 28%, and during the last 
four years 18.62%. : 


_. [tis moreover a fact that of late the velocity of the currents has much increased in the Junk-channel 
and much decreased in the Ship-channel, so that the actual increase of the stream in the former and the 
decrease in the latter must be considerably greater than indicated by the figures above mentioned. 


More recently, perhaps, since only a year or so ago, a new course from the main to the Junk-channel 
has been pe mesg ned close along the upper end of Gough Island. Where the bottom in 1893 was raised to 5 
and 9 feet the L.W. level, in October last a depth of from 6 to over 12 feet de/ow the level was sounded. 


This also shows the mobility of the bottom.

" The soundings made by the Customs’ Surveyors last Autumn are. eteniehin to Point Hotel, 3% 
miles above the Kajow creek, and the survey of 1893 only up to below Black Paint (1% miles), so that 
any alterations in the river bed since the survey of 1887, which extends to above the ‘Cown of pannghel, 
can not ‘be seen higher than Point Hotel. 


However, from a few soundin, which I took here and there, I was convinced that n ine vote “bars” 


are growing as et above Kajow, although the general decrease of the ‘stream is appareat more or less all 
the way upto above Shanghai.

THE BOTTOM HARD AND MOBILE.

Generally 2 at a depth of 6 ft. and more below L.W. the bottom is of fine sand, muddy and slightly 
cohesive by reason of clay particles.

In the Customs’ Report of 1850; page 4; Mr. Bredon speaks of the Woosung Bar as of' hard sand 
difficult to dredge with the bucket.

I was at the tail end near to the bar at dead low water during a Spring tide ; the ney bank appeared 
hard, but. when; one of my: assistants, tried to walk over it, he had. to hurry back to: the boat to prevent 
himself from sinking. It is like quick sand, hard, to-scoop up, but not difficult to: wash away. 


In the mouth I found the bottom of the same’matter, but still:more. mobile. 


THE SOOCHOW CREEK AND THE WOOSUNG CREEK. 


CONVEXES: OPPOSITE CREEKS. 
§ LIV. 


Botli- the Soocliow ereek and the Woosung creek must have had great influence on the-river’s course. 


The Pootung Point convex opposite the former and the Pheasant Point convex opposite the latter, 
are the natural sequence. ‘The Pootung Point is much the sharper, which means that thé tide running 
up'into: the Soochow creek at: one time must have been very much stronger than that running into the 
Woosung creek. 7 

Probably by extensive reclamations and by obstructions made formerly in the creeks, the tide in 
both has been reduced, so that now there remains but a little stream in each. The effect of this can not 
have' been otherwise'than’ that the capacity of the Lower river, and of the stream passing the mouth must 
have been reduced accordingly: ‘One advantage however is that the attractive power hie creek entrances 
on the convexes opposite’is: now but very small. At Pheasant Point, for instance, it would be much easier 
to: maintain: an: increased width after excavating the convex than it would have been 30 -years.and more ago. 


THE WHANGPU ABOVE SHANGHAI. 


THE UPPER PARTS.

re) June last year F went up the Soochow creek to Soochow, then to the Tahu, and from there to 


tand Canal southward to Kashing, returning along one of the creeks to the main Whangpu river. 


As there: had been no: rain of late, the water at the time was pretty low, but all along the Grand. 
Canal and at every point in the creeks above the tidal region there was a slow current setting eastward, 
that is toward the main. river. 

I observed here and there many evidences of neglect, other than those mentioned in $§XXIII— 
XXIX, which it would be of importance for'the preservation of the water highways to point out, but these 
need not be recorded here — not bear so ‘directly on the Lowér river under report, 


THE MAIN UPPER RIVER. 
§ LVI, 


Up to some distance below Choeking, say 50 miles above Shanghai, where sever creeks unite, may 
be called the main river, 


From here all the way down to a few miles above Shanghai this esti as a sae ict is, ‘should 
say, one of the finest I have ever seen, 


The variation of the high tide level in different seasons of the year is but little, inc rate: are no 


floods, or at least there should be no flooding with such very extensive rain-regulators, or reservoirs, as the 
lagoons, above it.* 


There are no embankments, or natural banks; the shores on both sides, from 3 feet to § feet 
elevated above the high tide level, have the sams height as the level p'ains. These shores, although quite 
steep here and there in concaves, are of clay exceptionally strong and do not fall away. Some of the 
concaves however showed that there must have been erosion formerly, but now I did not find a single 
caving worth mentioning. There is thus no shifting of the river going on at present. 


The .bottom I found in many places of the same nature as the shores, that is of hard clay, without 
a single sand bank, or shoal whatever. : 


When still above the Junction with the main course leading to the “ Sitai” lagoon,t where the river 
is about goo feet wide, I sounded 4 fathoms in midchannel and 3 fathoms off a convex. 


Lower down and above Soongkong,.over 40 miles from Shanghai, where the river is about 1,500 
feet wide, I sounded on the right side at 120 feet from the shore, and found no bottom at 1o fathoms. 
About half a mile lower where the width of the stream is about 1,800 feet a depth of 7 fathoms was sounded 
in the middle. Between 2 and 3 miles above Tucksing the bottom was again found to be over 10 fathoms 
deep. At Minghong, 23 miles above Shanghai, soundings across the river from left to right were made 


and the depths found as follows :—5, 634, 7, 74, 734, 7%, 8, 7, 8, 834, 8, 8% 8, 6%, § as 2 fathoms ; 
when sounding here the water level was 2.5 feet higher than ordinary L.W. 


At Sakong, 18 miles from Shanghai, the depths found across were:—s5 14, asi 6, aid 8% fathoms. 
Further downward the river is not so deep, but on the whole, say, down to the Pagoda, i ina ter State 
than the best parts at and below Shanghai. 


The fact that the Whangpu river upwards, over ‘a length of more y than 50 miles, i is as yet in such a 
fine condition, and retains almost intact its full capacity to draw in, or inhale the incoming tide left, is of 
the uttermost importance with regard to the Lower river. | 


HOW THE UPPER RIVER HAS PROBABLY GROWN LARGER. 
| § LVIL. 


That the Whangpu river upward has a clean perimeter of such a depth, all of hard clay with no 
natural banks raised on the shores, but is just a clean cut in the level plain, must have a reason. It shows 
that the great “haff” of old was here quite deep and free from currents. 


It shows, further, that the cross section of the river in these upper parts} was never larger, but must 


have once been a great deal smaller ; I think also that this cross section was, until not many years ago, still 
in course of growing. 


There has been a sme. it is said, that the main way for the tide: to flow up into the lagoons was 
below the town of Shanghai. Most probably the Soochow creek was then the main course, and the river 
above Shanghai only a creek or drain of much less than half its present capacity, even when supposing 
then a greater rise of tide, 


The main or Soochow river of that time having silted up, eontlalis where it entered the reservoir 
and becoming obstructed in various ways, must have decreased gradually, but the tide water shut out along 
this route tended to reach the nearest lagoon, then very much larger than the present Sitai, by another 
way, i.e., along the present river then a creek. ‘This route had the advantage that it entered: the lagoon 
on the other side, then free from deltas... ‘This transfer of course was-attended by scour and a considerable 
loss of power, perhaps the Lowet river was then twice as capacious as it is now, but it explains fully how 
the present Upper river can have grown, formerly, from a mere creek to what it is now. 


It is a pity that I cannot now show in. cross section and figures the river at and above Minghong ; 
of the two months of my-leave of absence last summer I had no time left to take more measurements. 


For the present, however, it is su sient to have shown the mene of the Upper river to ee 
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WAY OF IMPROVEMENT.

ne ee ke a report... and showing what course it would be necessary to take to 
improve the water approaches to Shanghai by increasing the depth of water on the Bars and in the river.” 
“Tn the river” means the Lower or Woosung river. 


: There are more ways of improvement than one, but after a careful study of the case, and after 
mature consideration, my opinion is not to give up the present Lower river, but to regulate its course to 
one uniform. channel down to deep water in the Yangtse, and so that flood tides are forced to run up along 
the same track as the ebb tides do downward, and vice rersa. 

This regulation would include the rectifying of such bends as are too sharp, as those at Woosung 
and at Shanghai. : 

In this way the powers still available in the Lower river could be utilised to their full extent’ instead 


of only in part; flood and ebb tides be made to act harmoniously instead of against each other, as I 
observe they do, z¢., in the Gough Island reach and in the mouth. . 


Moreover, looking at the fine state of the Upper river, I believe that the tidal power available in the 
Lower river could not only be fully utilised, but increased. If it were not for what I explained in §LVI and 
§LVII in this Report I would haye very much hesitated to propose the improvement of the Lower river. 


OTHER WAYS. 
§ LIX, 


Instead of making use of the present Lower river and improving it by regulating works and by 
rectifying its course, a new waterway to the Yangtse could be made. 


Such a plan was mentioned when I was at Shanghai, and some of those interested in the future of 
the Port, may still be in fayour of this. 


My decided opinion, however, is that, especially with regard to future maintenance, the risk of failure 
in making a new way to the Yangtse would be incomparably greater than in improving the old track ; 
and further that such a work would prove to be much more expensive. 


Probably the lower strata of the alluviums, which would have to be crossed by a new route through 
the peninsula, are more sandy and mobile to the east of Woosung, at least near the Yangtse, and this 
means a great deal of trouble in a new course before it gets “in train.” 


The plan of a canal with locks, also mentioned to me, and to leave the river, including the section 


known as the Shanghai Harbour, to dwindle away, is altogether objectionable, and need not be discussed 
further, 


SPEEDY EXECUTION RECOMMENDED. 


§ LX, 


I have now indicated in this Preliminary Report the method which I consider it best to follow in 
dealing with the improvement of the Lower river, in accordance with my instructions. 


In case this plan should be adopted, there are strong and urgent reasons why it should be carried 


out quickly, and why the river and its tidal basin should be at once brought under proper control and 
protection by administration. 


The very first step in the direction of its execution would be the drawing out of work plans and 
making an estimate of the works, including the cost of future maintenance. 


To make this plan and estimate another, and at some points a much closer, investigation than made 
for this Preliminary Report would be required, as also a re-sounding of the river, here and there. 


There are places within the foreign region which would require a special study onthe spot, although 
the technical difficulties in the manner of improvement I would propose, which should be lasting, do not 
seem to me to be either very great or very costly. > | : 

As in this work soundings would be also required all the time during the execution, I would advise 
the engagement of a competent surveyor from the outset, that is as soon as further action has been decided 
upon, He could at once begin with a careful levelling and triangulation all along the river up to the 
lagoons, see §X1X. : een 

_ Tt would further be a great convenience if all the triangulation points fixed by Captain Bisbee and 
used in the survey of 1897, could be preserved. 


POSSIBLE COST OF THE IMPROVEMENTS. 


§ LXI. ; 


~~ Tt has often occurred that works of improvement of this nature have been much underrated in a 
first estimate, and that this has caused subsequent disappointment and embarrassment or even postpone- 
hent and abandonment, I need not quote examples as there are so many, 


Therefore a proper investigation for an estimate Can only be madé after the plans have been dra 
out. These not having yet been made; I hesitate to commit myself in stating a fixed sum as on proba 
cost. The state of the Lower river, especially that of the mouth, where it is often very rough and where the 
number of working off-days would be consequently many, I found to be really much worse on my second 
visit than I thought it could possibly be, when I was there for a week in February last year. 

This much I venture to say now, that the maximum cost of the whole work migh 
three million Taels, or perhaps a little exceeding this sum, but, of course, very much de 
proper management of the execution of a work of this nature. — - 


STONE. 
§ LXII, 


One of the greatest items of expense would be for stone or rubble, Thousands ¢ of tons of 
stone would be required ; it could be rough and unshaped, leige ane iF ei ferent kinds, 
but all should have a specific gravity of at least 2.4. 

The ballast stone and rubble used in the sbltihoutioed of Shanghai all come, " beliew, by 
sea from Ningpo in junks. 

Supposing the quality of the stone equally and sufficiently. good, my ‘idea is that it would be 
far rie, and much more economical, to get most of the stone required from the quarries near 
Soochow 

The administration of the work should have to own boats for conveying the stone, say, of 300 
er 400 tons each, and tugs, and its own quarries, and thus be quite independent of alt stone merchants 
and of junks as well, 

I have heard of a recent case at Tsungming, the capital of the island of that name, where, by 
Yangtse erosion, a shore, and perhaps a piece of the town, was falling away rapidly; in order to ward 
off the attack, great quantities of stone were used, which all came from Ningpo. For bringing this, all 
the available sea junks were pressed by the Local Government, and it was hard, for a time, to get ballast 
for ships in Shanghai, If such a thing should occur when the river work is in full operation, it would 
cause great perplexity and a loss of time and money.

THE RIVER UNDER RULE AND CONTROL. 


THE GREAT NEED. 
§ LXIT. : 
I cannot possibly close this Preliminary Report and leave the gravest of the questions con- 


nected with the River and Shanghai quite undiscussed, 

Down the river, right and left and upward all round I could not help being pained at seeing so 
much meglect and evidences of not exactly misrule, but the absence of any rule, or government, or 
administration whatever. In fact, nobody, at least outside the Foreign Settlement, seems to care at all 
for the River and smaller waterways, or how they may deteriorate. 

Under these circumstances, it would be wholly unwarrantable to recommend the improvement of the 
stream at such a possible expense as I have stated. Supposing that either the Chinese Government, or the 
City of Shanghai, together with the shipping and trade, should bear the expense, this would not alter the case. 

The Whangpu river requires in the very firs¢ place an authority to rule it and take good care of it, 


and: in the second place improvements. ‘The latter cannot be commenced too soon, but the former i is a 
supreme necessity of the moment.

FASCINE WORK. 


Fascine work to be applied in the regulation of this river and in the defence of shores. The 
mattresses or “ zinkstuks,” already described in the old Report of 1876, is a construction in use since 
centuries in the tidal streams and sea-arms of the Scheld. 


The quantity of fascines in this plan are considerable and therefore of the greatest iengiortance 
to learn what would be the average cost, say, per square yard, 
“ Zinkstuks ” are adopted in Japan and much psed jn,variqus rivers. '

B.—REGULATING FASCINE WORKS ALONG THE LEFT SIDE OF 
THE .CHANNEL. | 
This includes the Tungkow Reach and the next one from Black Point to above Gough Island. 


The Tungkow Reach does not require regulating works because the fairway here is not deep 
enough, but only to prevent a channel, splitting by which the Main Channel is straightened (see Report 
51). The improvement of this reach if a9-taip some years, would certainly cost a great deal more. 


NORMAL LINES AND THEIR DISTANCE : APART. 


The normal line along the left side of the channel is drawn in the plan at a distance apart from 


the other of 2,100 feet at the Point Hotel, and this distance is gradually increasing, as does the tide, to 
2,200 feet at Gough Island. 


These lines mean that all currents of some velocity must be gradually made to move between 
them regularly. 


The distance apart, or the width of the new or improved channel, as abies: may remain subject 
to modification until more investigations have been made on the spot. For the present I regard this 
width as the minimum, With a greater width the regulating works would be accordingly less expensive 
so that with regard to the cost of the works the safe side is kept. 


A much wider channel, however, would not answer so well because in the next reach upward 
there are places where the stream is much narrower. 


From “ Soft” up to the Yangking Creek, a distance of 1} miles, the river from shore to shore is 
everywhere less than 2,100 feet over 4,000 ft. length the width at H. W. has deen narrowed to 1450 feet! 


Still higher up between the shore at the waterworks on the left and the front works of another dock on 
the right, the distance across is but 1,670 feet, 


Normal lines to be drawn in such places, or at least one must run on i and fixed with the 
idea of allowing any future erosion to proceed thus far. 


I need not explain further that no landing stages, or piers, or what is called “ bunding,” or any 
other works of this kind can be allowed in reaches too narrow. 


THE CRIBWORKS. 


By the works on the left side large tracts of water outside the main channel have to be skallowed 
up; here existing little by-channels must be restrained and finally closed, ant oe formation of any new 
ones, with corresponding middle grounds prevented. 


From Point Hotel down to opposite Kajow, nearly four miles, only five works »—Nos. 22 to 26 


are proposed, two of these are in the Tungkow Reach, one opposite. Black Point, and two, one of which 
is very extensive, there below. 


All these works are to be made of “zinkstuks” and need not be raised higher than about low 
tide, or a little higher near the shore and a little lower near the normal line. 


In each there is in the plan a paralled z.s. along the normal line and cross-works, or cribs, 


running across from there to the shore. Generally only the latter must be meh! in layers of about 
three feet thick, to the level stated above. — 


Each layer will intercept and retard the muddy tide passing over this and over a similar layer of 
the next crib a little further on; this will cause a gradual silting up of the whole field to a distance 


above and below each of the works: and a corresponding stronger stream and wdctrzind in the fairway. 
The largest work No, 26, has thre¢ cribs to act one upon the other. 


Generally the. bottom layer of the whole of each work. would be mz ad ee os thee tia 
gradual bevalling up with other layers commencing in the deepest places in. the line of each crib. 


The regulating sinkwork on this side is not at all easy and must be carried out very cautiously, 
both for the sake of economy and to prevent any marked restraint in the flow of the tide generally.

During the execution it will often occur that the stream of higher tides in passing over will 
oncentrate here and there and cause layers of sinkwork to wash in to a depth which in some cases may 
be several feet. Little channels thus formed must be marked at once and levelled up in time and before 
this would have to be done at the cost of three or more layers and extra works not indicated in the plan. 


! The execution of the works at least No. 23 and No. 26, will have to be done in calm seasons and 
when the stream is comparatively slack, as during neaps. It may take many months to complete these 
five works, but there is a great advantage and nothing against working here very gradually and thus 
keep time with the effect, that is. with the consequent process of silting and of scour in the main channel. 
In this way, no harm, that is tide-killing, would be done to the river, and no necessity for any dredging 
in the channel. | | | 
‘That in this part of the river the bed is very mobile, is shown in my pr. report. During the 
operations it is cerain that the shifting will much increase, and very much will depend on a skilful 


ment of the work in foreseeing and controlling the changes, and thus save what otherwise may 
porrin, oeinn of taels more and injure the river.

DEPOSITS. 


EXCAVATED MATTER. 


Some portion of the excavated clay is to be used in the works and also quanties by between and 
behind the riverworks. 


The bulk of the matter must be deposited along the shores of the cutting, which in any case 
would have to be raised some 12 feet or more. 


In the situation as proposed the new mouth between the Yangtse and Island woukd have 
on the left side a busy, afterwards perhaps a very busy shore, and on the right si lea quiet shore such 
as opposite Woosung. To the latter shore is applicable what I say in § 30 of the Report. 


After completing the work, the land when raised would have much greater value on the left 
side than the other shore, the difference might be as much as 20 to 1, Therefore the ager portion 
of the excavated soil should be deposited on the left side as indicated in the plan. — 


This concave shore, from the entrance to Gough Island about 4,250 yards long, would be a 
suitable site for numbers of landing stages and wharves. 


Some time after the opening of the new mouth it would not be difficult to cross the Junk-channel, 
partly with a dam and partly with a bridge, and thus connect the shipping here with a future railway 
system of the country, Gough Island and shoals around being connected with the peninsula a spacious 
tract some acres in extent could be reserved for the railway establishment on the south side of Taiking. 


If what I found, and what I say in the Report § 42 and § 44, be true, and the deterioration of the 
old mouth going on say for another two or three years after the last survey of May, 1897, the building 
of wharves, &c., for railway connection with ocean steamers inside that mouth at Woosung, could 
not have any prospect of success for the future. 


METHODS OF EXCAVATION AND TRANSPORT, 


Manual labour being cheap in China, I believe it not advisable to use any machines called excavators. 


As to the transport of the excavated clay, scows can be used for a limited quantity ; but for the 
main masses, that is several millions of cubic yards, transport by rail seems to me the most economical 
way. 


If it were in Europe rail-tracks of about 0.90 gauge would be used (in most cases old rails from 
railways) and trains of cars pulled by locomotives, and though labour being cheap and coal perhaps 
not, I believe that where the quantities are so great, the use of locomotives also here to be in the main 
more economical than smaller rail-tracks and trucks pulled by men. However, the latter being so much 
more easy to lay and to shift the use of both may be found the best. On Gough Island, for instance, 
which on one side must be excavated (at least lowered) and the islands with hs — on the other 
side raised, only the small rail system, besides boats, could be used. 


At least a dozen trained men, assisted by a number of coolies, would be cocsieell all the time for 
shifting and the keeping the rail-tracks in wor rking order. 


METHODS OF DREDGING. 


That outside in the Yangtse millions and millions of tons of silicate are moving ot and down 
with the tide is all evident. ‘Therefore 1 do not see the objection against the discharge of dredged 
matter there; the quantity that could be conveyed out daily would not have any effect for the worse 
on the big stream, especially not when discharging only in places where the depth at low water is 
more than seven fathoms. Very fortunately such a depth is mone at a distance of but little more than 
half a mile out from the new entrance. 


This being granted, no matter need be raised higher aie into the tank of a self-discharging 
dredger, or ditto hopper, 


Two kinds of dredgers then can be used, vs., the suction pump dredger and the ordinary bucket 
dredger; each of these may fill itself and steam out to discharge, but for the latter it may save much 
time to discharge into hopper barges. 


As was done. in the large work of cutting: a new mouth for the river Moos at Rotsidesh, no 
dredgers, rail or other plant should be bought by the Board, but everything provided for, selected and 
owned by competent contractors; they have the men and the means to use the plant in the most 


economical way, and the taking care of the machines and keeping them in working order is radi best 
done when used by the owners themselves. — 


APPROXIMATE COST OF THE CUTTING. 


Although this earthwork is the most simple of the whole, yet on account of the. aes quantities it 
is the most important part. 

For a proper estimate the nature of the bottom must be first ascertained by di ngs and borings, 
and with regard to plant and labour, coal, &c., various other enquiries have to be ma

A very important point in this earthwork is the time to be granted for its execution. 
From the time sufficient plant had arrived to commence operations until the opening of the 


cutting, I believe éhree years to be the least. Only by paying large premiums it may be possible to 
ting the work in a shorter time. 


DRESSING THE CONCAVE SHORE OF THE CUTTING. 


To prevent any receding of the concave shore in the future a dressing work of zinkstuks, piles 
and rubble stone is to be made all along it. 


The length of this. shore from the Ship-channel to the coast line is 3,420 yards. 
A type of construction about as shown in cross-section No. 3 may be applied here as well.

In the annexed drawing the jetty is shown in plan on a scale of 1: 1000, and its constructiou in 6 
‘PES cross-section No. 5, 6, 7, 8, g and to, scale t: 200. 


DIMENSIONS. 


aie During my investigations last year it was apparent that deep water’ of the Yangtse;was nearing 
the shore, MPa Ce er Pee 
Near Crooked’ Tree, a triang-point dn the east side of the old mouth, the L. W. dine-ran close 
along the shore, whilst according to the survey of 1896 the same depth was’ then: some 1,500 feet from 
the shore. If not again strengthened with pile and other works, the shore itself with the dyke may

The site of the proposed new entrance is but 1,800 yafds further East, and no doubt also here 
deep water must be much nearer to the shore now than shown by the latest survey*of 1896. ~

This length is a great deal less than it would have to be if the depth and the height of the beach 
had not changed since 1896, but on the other hand when the: coast is receding, as supposed, the jetty 
must be made so much the stronger in order to ward off the more powerful currents of the ‘Yangtse, 

The jetty has the form of a dyke, and the bottom supposed to be very loose.and mobile, it has a 
broad base of from 200 to 260 feet in width. 

The top of. the,dyke is 24 feet wide, which I regard as a minimum, and in the middle the top is 
20 feet + L. W., or nearly 10 feet above ordinary high tide. © 

At the sea:end or head the top is twice as wide; here a beacon-could be placed. | 
+ a With egg slopes on either side and broad bermes at about half-tide the breadth of the,dyke at 

.W. is 150 feet. | : 
L.W., so frequently mentioned in this paper, is the.same level, or plane of reference, as in the 
Report § 17. 

The body of the dyke, as shown, is made-up of-fascines and rubble with a filling of sand and 
earth in the middle. On the bermes are rows of piles driven into the fascine sinkwork ; these piles are 
to protect the rubble work and serve as wave breakers. | 

A jetty: raised “higher above the water (than 20 feet4+L.W: ‘which must be regarded as the 
minimum). may be found desirable, but every foot added to the top height «would:increasesthe breadth 


by several-feet. 
‘EXECUTION. 


To run out a jetty into the stream of the Yangtse, and in a situation like this, is quite an important 
and by no means an easy work, therefore I think it necessary to give some further description and 
details of the construction. | 

In order to join the stream of the Yangtse in the desired direction the jetty in the plan runs out 
obliquely to the coast line,* and only the outside of the work in execution would be exposed to currents 
and waves, After opening the cutting the stream of the Hwangpu may run strongly along the inside, 
hence the sinkwork ‘there, but by that time the jetty must be completely ‘finished at least to above the 
bermes. | : 

With a few expert sink-workers and picked inen from Chinese sailors, and ‘proceeding with the 
work only when the weather in favourable and the stream not strong, I do not apprehend any very 
serious difficulties in Carrying out a construction as in this plan. : : hee 

With due ‘precautions against changes in the weather, the work could be stopped at any time 
when it becomes rough. ee 

Commencing from the shore the outside of the dyke, including the outer berme is to be built first ; 
this goes ‘on to the end whilst the rest of the work may follow at a distance of say at least’ 100 yards. 

‘The outer berme in the plan is raised to about half-tide, but this is its ultimate height and after due 
settling. As soon as the piles are driven in, masses of rubble are thrown between 'them forming a ridge 
to above highest tide. ‘The greater part of this rubble, stones of a cubic foot and: more in’ size, is after- 
wards to be used in pitching the slopes. The stone ridge, itself protected against the waves and currents 
by the piles, would shelter almost completely the work to follow in the ‘middle and on’ the inside; most 
times the men, having to stop on the outside, could find work here. 

The igeaces | of the land end of the jetty to over half its length, running over the beach and in 


Shallow water, would be easy enough, the main difficulties to be overcome are in the other half and the 
sea end where often strong currents are running. 


WORK. HARBOUR. 


Whilst the land end is being made, some small part of the cutting on the concave side, close by, 
must be made open to the Yangtse to a depth of say to or 12 feet—L.W., and to be used as a harbour. 
Besides for vessels and boats, pile-drivers, &c., this harbour would be very useful for making numbers 
of zinkstuks in advance, which are ‘floated out and sunk whenever the weather is favourable. The 
greater part of the material for the sea end could be stored up here. 


‘GUIDE PILES, 


As shown in the cross-sections 7 to 10, the greater part of the zinkstuks on the outside 
are sunk along a row of piles from 33 to.50-feet long. These are called guide piles and are to 
be driven in, at a distance apart of § feet,.through one or two layers of z,s. previously sunk. 
The most difficult parts of the work and only possible during fine weather, are these bottom layers and 
the pile-screen, but this done the rest becomes much easier. : se Hee

The-work:on: the inside of the:-dyke is to be commenced by dredging a slope for the bottom 
Zinkstuk as-indieated. Probably the nature: of the soil will allow this being: done with a hydraulic 
dredger discharging the matter directly into the: body of the dyke. 


The following layers of z.s. and those to cover the earth-filling in the middle are all shown in the

cross-section as they would be after settling of the work. 


After also the piles indicated on the inner berme are driven in, the whole breadth. of the base 
above low water is to be covered over with masses of rubble to a height on the outside and in the 
middle above the*highest tides. Care to be taken that the bigger stones, afterwards to be used for the 
pitching, form the surface. — : 


In this rough state the work may be left to settle for some months. 
Most of the rubble to be used can be first brought om shore in the Work-harbour and from there 
carried to and over the dyke-work by rail trucks. | 


INCREASED CURRENTS AT THE ENDS. 


Although the jetty in the plan does not run out far from the coast line, only to a depth of 4 
fathoms, at L.W., it is to be expected that the work would cause the currents along this shore to 
concentrate more or less and strike along the sea end with increased force, 


During high spring tides‘and when the great’river is in flood, the currents along the outside of 
section 9 and 10 might be so powerful as to carry away the rubble from the underslope. Big rubble- 
stones or even a number of heavy concrete blocks could be deposited there, but this would increase 
much the expense and | fear that also these could be set in motion, tumble ‘over-one by one and 
disappear in the loose bed beyond the base. 


‘ BAGGIONI.” 


Far better, I think, it would be to cover the underslope all along the end of the work with 
ordinary sized rubble (of at least 2.5 sp. gr.), but about half the quantity, or more, encasing in 
cylindrical baskets made, of galvanised iron wire or of thin band iron. These may have size to hold 
one cubic metre of rubble (14 tons), or more, and the mazes of course smaller than the stones. Filling 
the baskets in junks or*stoneboats and rolling them overboard would be easy work. 


Such iron or wire baskets, called “‘ Baggioni” would increase the cost of the rubble deposits by 
about 2.70 Taels per ton. They are included in the estimate but not shown in the plan. of construction. 


YANGTSE BOTTOM—OUTSIDE. 


Another and more serious contingency I foresee: is that the increased currents could cause a 
considerable.deepening outside the edges of the casework.at the end, or even at a temporary ending of 
the work. Evidently the. bottom of the Yangtse being very. mobile, a deep pool where the stream 
struck the work would not be impossible. 


Generally pools and shoals are near relations. In this case the worst would be if the corresponding 
shoal appeared just outside the new entrance. 


As to the effect on the dyke-work, a great depth of say 10 or 12 fathoms, or. more, scoured along 
the edges of the bottom zinkstuks, would cause the latter to sink away, even if well made, very flexible 
and firmly holding together, toa slope too steep to hold the rubble ballast, whether ‘“‘ baggionied ” or not. 


Also this has to be foreseen and provided for in the estimate of the work. 


The only effective remedy against losing the ground on which to build’a jetty—and I cannot see 

how to dispense with a jetty here—is previously to alter the nature of the bottom. Nothing else. This, 
of course, could be done in-various ways. 

First depositing masses of rubble spreadout over a wide field and two yards or more in thickness, 
has been done elsewhere but at great cost. | 

Previously covering the bottom to a distance outside the base with the zinkstuks and these 
covered with about one foot of rubble, would be much more economical, but the time of still water being 
here very short and, supposed, only a limited number of expert sinkers, this would be-hardly possible. 


After considering this point, I confess, for some days, another. method,of binding the bottom 


Bh to me extremely simple, easy to carry out with Chinese workmen.and quite,as effective. This 
would be — 


Good sized trees, as) large as could be- brought to the site of the work, with all their branches 
intact, are floated out to the-spot—marked with a small buoy—say between two junks, in pairs; the root

In two places, say 30 feet or more from each other, a wire netting, of a length and breadth 
according to the size of the trees is fixed between them. Sy throwing a quantity of rabble—or any 


other heavy substance —on the nettings, these will belly out underneath dr: wing the trees ¢ osel ‘together 


and the whole would sink if not held up by strong ropes fixed to the junks. After being sufficiently 
hallasted, so that the trees could never go adrift afterwards, the nets now folded together, are closed 
with wire sirings. and all is ready for the sinking. A “ baas” is now at hand to call out “ let go,” the 
sinklines are simultaneously loosed and the whole thing down to the bottom into which the trees 


would soon be imbedded. A small buoy is left as a mark for the next pair to follow. With the ballast 
hanging below in two places a turn turtle is impossible. | : 


Mainly the branches of the trees would do the work sought to be effected, they would, firstly, ward 


off the currents from the bottom; secondly, act as so many silt-catchers; thirdly, bind the bottom and 
thus alter its nature, 


No doubt, with a few hundred pairs of trees, well distributed over a strip on the outside and 
around the end of the work, the bottom could be made well nigh intact, whilst afterwards it would 
always remain possible to add a few here and there if required. | : | 


That also in the river work. especially in Section 1 C, both the daggiont and this method of 


tree-sinking would be very useful auxiliaries, or substitutes, seems to me highly probable; they would 
reduce the quantities of fascine wood. 


Once walking along the Mississippi and seeing the snags, Nature taught me a lesson.

EXPROPRIATION OF LAND, 


Under whatever administration the plan would have to be carried out, such an iisitieiretion 
must previously come in possession of quite a lot of land crossed by the works. 

There is in the firs# place the cutting through the peninsula, together with a strip on either side on 
which to deposit excavated matter ; this would cover at the very least 900 acres, but to expropriate much 
more, say 1200 acres, or even more, would be advisable for the following reasons, viz:— 

A.—The strips of land on which to deposit the excavations yet, # a minimum breadth, the height 
to which to raise them would have to be a maximum. Every one foot higher rise of deposits means for 
rail transport an increase in the length of transport of from over 100 to 200 feet, and this again means a 
higher price per cub. yard of excavation. 

B.—The certainty that the raised land along the cutting would become very valuable, especially 
on the left side, the business side, * a strip of say 500-or 600 yards wide might in time realise a sum 
covering the whole of the expropriation. 

In the second place the whole of Gough Island would be required. 

As a rule in most countries tle bed of a stream, including any shoals between its banks raised 
above the tide, is Government property, if so here not only Gough Island but the whole of the riverbed 
to be abandoned, say from Upper Gough down to the Yangtse, may be conceded to the Administration. 
The land that could be reclaimed there in course ' of time would go far to cover the cost of maintenance 
of the improved fairway in the future. 

If now the land to be expropriated meanwhile should come into the hands of other parties, or of 
speculators, the difficulty in securing it would be greatly increased, perhaps so much as to render the 
whole scheme impossible.

IMPROVEMENT OF THE LOWER HWANGPU RIVER. 
sane : PLAN B. 


Down to about 1,300 yards upward of the Kajow Creek Plan B has the same works as Plan 4, 
lately forwarded in detail. 


From there the whole stream of the river is directed to the left of Gough Island and through the 
Junk-channel, (See my Preliminary Report and the end of Page 36). | 


The Ship-channel must be closed at its upper end about up to the level of low tide. 

The transfer of power from the one channel to the other must be done gradually. 

The normal lines, (*) indicating the width of the channel at low tide, are drawn in the plan at a 
distance apart of from 2,200 to 2,240 feet along the Junk-channel and gradually increasing further 
downward to 2,400 feet at the Woosung Light and to 2,700 feet at the Outer Bar. (+) This requires 


_at Pheasant Point a widening of the stream of not less than goo feet, or from 1,300 to 2,260 feet at low 
water. | 


Regulating fascine-works or crib-works, as in Plan A above Kajow (see pages I9 to 21), are now 
extended down to Pheasant Point, which from “Soft” is a distance of 7} sea-miles. 


THE WOOSUNG SHORE. 


From point “ Old Upper Base” to the Woosung Fort, a length of 5,700 yards, forms a more or 
less regular concave, sufficiently so to ensure that by the centrifugal power of the stream the main 
currents will always continue to flow along it. | 


If any works should be necessary here it would be to further strengthen this shore and thus 
prevent any further receding. 


The fact, however, that lately Woosung has become an open port leads me to think that, the 
whole of this shore as a water frontage, having now a greatly increased value to the landowners and it 
being entirely in the interest of the latter to maintain their own property, that defence works need not 
be included in the estimate of the present plan. ) 


The Woosung Railway having been opened, it is but natural, as I heard was to be done, that a 
number of wharves and landing stages will be built along this shore. The frontage of all such, or other 
projecting works, should be in line with the normal line drawn in the plan. 


To regulate properly the barrier reach between Kajow and Pheasant Point to one uniform 
channel, ¢¢,. without interfering too much with the present navigation, and what is of still greater 
importance, without causing further obstructions to the tide, is not at all an easy work, nor can this be 
done in a hurry; there is, however, one thing that promises to facilitate this greatly, viz., the natural 
tendency, already existing, of the main currrents to follow the Junk-channel. ) 


A still more difficult and equally essential part in Plan Bis the improvement, in a permanent 
way, of the mouth, or the arate to Woosung. : | 4 : 

The difficulties to overcome here are much greater than inside the river, not only because the 
works proposed would-be much more exposed, but there is every evidence (see my Prel. Report, p. 42) 
that the stream, especially the inflow, is in course of going over, gradually but steadily, to the 
Pootung side. This, at all events was the case when a year ago I watched the currents here during 
several days and nights, and it would indeed be a real surprise to me to hear of later soundings 
showing that the Pootung Channel has not further increased as much as I fear. 

__T believe some new and more extensive surveys have since been made or are in course of being 

made by the Coast Inspector’s Office, in the Yangtse Estuary. 

Plan B has to be in conformity with the situation outside Woosung. For the present I believe 
that, also with regard to possible changes and the tendencies of the currents in the Estuary, the im- 
provement of the Hwangpu mouth in the old direction is by far the best, even in case, at the time of 
starting work, the Pootung Channel should have grown to a capacity equal to the other. | 

All the data at present at hand show that both the difficulties and the expense of carrying out 
the works now proposed above as well as below Pheasant Point, must increase according to the time 
allowed to pass before commencing operations, and the fact of my fearing a further delay of two or 
three years was the principal reason of my having proposed the other plan, A. The latter plan, which 
I maintain would also be better with regard to the river generally, and for Shanghai, has been, I am 
told, rendered impossible by the opening of Woosung as a treaty port. | 


8. plan is being made on the spot, just before commencing execution. 
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I am advised from Shanghai that under the present circumstances “the only scheme which can 
be urged with the slightest chance of success is this one of plan 3.” 


A scheme like this, of course, can not be urged conscientiously unless sure of the results aimed at 
and this, as already said, depends much on the time of starting actual work. Refer to the periodi- 
cal surveys and to my own observations, I cannot but urge that here and there, not later than early 


next year, works should commence to stop-any reverse. changes going om in.the wrong direction. 


I should add here that, in the majority of cases, one of the main difficulties in improving the mouth 
of a river is the gradual extension outward of the baror shoals, Very fortunately this is not the case 
here, the outer bar and what may be called the brink of the shoals outside do not and have not extend- 


ed, as shown by all earlier = even the reverse — ssaags and this is a pune much in favour 
of Plan 2.

SINK WORK AND ITS. PROBABLE COST. 


As described in the preceding plan all the regulating works to form @ eniforne channel: pe 
manently are to be made of sinkwork uf whieh by ‘ar the greater part is ta be raised not higher than

The sinkwork consists of fascines, rubble and clay.

EXCAVATIONS. 
AT THE UPPER END OF GOUGH ISLAND. 


According to the survey map of last year. there is at the upper end of Gough Island a field 
outside the right normal line of Plan B which must be lowered, 


This field is about 80,000 square yards in extent, has a height of from 9 to 12 feet + L.W.s 
and should be lowered about 6 feet, or to a depth possible by ordinary excavation. 

A further deepening can be left to the stream which will run strongly here.

In Plan A the greater part of the dredging operations are out of the stream where the effect is 
almost exactly known beforehand. | 

It is altogether different in this Plan B where the dredging has to be done in the stream and 
where it is often impossible to say what the effect of a day’s work with a certain machine would amount 
to. 


In one place the same work may have to be done more than three times over, whilst in another 
place every cubic yard removed may effect the subsequent removal of another three, or more by the 
currents, ..45.% ie 


The regulating fascine-works, and more especially the manner in which these are made, are to 
render the ce in the channel as effective as possible, and the dredging is to prevent the stream | 
from being impeded to any extent by the fascine-works. 


As a rule, the improvement of a river’s channel by training works alone is only practicable 
above the tidal region, that is where there is only a stream downward, In such a case the same 
quantity of water will pass, and continue to pass, anyhow, whether or not impeded and the water level 
raised for a time. 


But in the Lower Hwangpu almost all the power is tidal and this power is already decreasing 
naturally year by year. Any artificial obstruction made here must effect a corresponding reduction 
in the inflow (and thus also in the outflow) which can never be recovered. 


An improvement lasting a great many years by training the stream as shown in Plan 2. will 
depend much on the dredging to be done at the same time, for a fairway of a certain width and of a 
depth of say at least 18 or 19 feet at lowest tide in the worst places, which is still possible, the dredging 
work will become the larger according to the time allowed to pass before execution: but in case of 
postponing work for another few years, I am convinced that a depth as above would not be possible at 


- 


: In this plan dredging is required in three place, viz:—in the Junk-Channel, at Pheasant and in the 
Mouth. 


But with respect to the extent of the dredging it should be remembered that for the present I 
can only treat the question according to the surveys and personal observations made a year ago, and 
that meanwhile the river’s bed may have changed considerably in different places. 


DREDGING A PASSAGE THROUGH THE JUNK-CHANNEL, 


Not to speak for the moment of smaller works here and there by which to stop changes going on 
in the wrong direction, execution should be commenced in two places at the same time, one on the left 
side of the mouth, work No. XVII, by which to utilise at once the ebb stream by leading it along a 
concave continued to the end of the Woosung spit, and the other the Junk-Channel. In this a passage 
over the Bar for ships is to be made as soon as possible and to about the same depth as that now existing 
over the Inner Bar at the lower end of the Ship-Channel, which has a depth of water of about 12 feet-— 
L. W, and sometimes less,

That also here dredging, unaided by other works would not be effective, is more than probable, 
therefore several of the training works between Kajow and Pheasant Point must be started at the same 
time; in these are included No, IV and No. VIII, but not much more than the bottom layers can be 
made until it is possible for the shipping to follow the new way. | 


In order to facilitate the operations, that is to render the dredging of the Junk-channel as 
effective as possible, the Ship-channel should be abandoned by shipping and left to restrain more 
vigorously as soon as the new passage has a breadth of say only 300 feet, but at the same time having 
all prospects of getting rapidly wider and wider, as well as deeper, by the increasing currents. 


The total quantity of dredging required in the Junk-channel is a question, for the present, difficult 


- to answer. The whole to be removed, by the currents included, runs into many millions of cubic yards. 


However, by taking the quantity above stated to be removed by dredging nearly twice, or say 1,600,000 
cubic yards as measured in vessels, I believe I do not underrate the amount, and as last year the stream 
in Junk-channel: was evidently increasing, 1 have much hope that a new survey would show a better 
situation and less work for dredgers. : 


. The most important of all the training works inside the river is No. IV; it includes a large 
powennen 60 feet wide, and running along the normal line, it crosses Gough Island over a length of

_. This part must be:sunk in a trench previously made by dredging, which has to commence from 
the upper end whilst the other end remains closed until the work is finished. 
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The depth of the trench may be 12 feet—L.W. on. the outside and 3 or 4 feet on the inside ;

This dredging is not required for opening up a new pow as in Junk-Channel, but only to 
counterbalance the work of shoaling up of the right side, the Pootung Channel, and in connection with 
he training works No, [IXandNo.XVII. cee = | 

No. IX contains four cribs across the Pootung Channel, and whether these cribs are to be con- 
structed: of fascine mattresses or in another manner, they must be made in layers and each layer 
strengthened with deposits of matter thrown on and along them on both sides. | 


Without these deposits the cross-works would probably not be able to stand the currents: they 
would either break in some places or sink away. 


The whole quantity to be deposited here must be dredged material from the main channel, more 


especially from the shoals on the south side of the Outer Bar passage, inside and outside cross-section 


In this way the ce arg of the main channel is to be permanently increased about at the rate 
the other is being curtailed. 


In estimating the quantity of dredged matter thus to be nay tasty I assume that these cross- 
works will have to ‘be raised gradually to a level of not much lower than L. W., and that the 
dredged matter is thrown on each layer as the work proceeds, 


By the tide running over both ways the sand will be.at once dispersed and form a certain gentle 
incline of perhaps 1.in 50 or 70 in the centre of the Pootung Channel and about. in 30 or 40 in 
shallower places, say on an average 1 in 50; thus I calculate that the quantity as would be found by 
sounding would be about 750,000 cub. yards, | pig” :

MEANS OF FACILITATING SCOUR. 


Besides the removal of matter in the way of the future channel by actual dredging, quantities 
‘incomparably greater have to be removed by the stream, 7.¢., by scour. 


No doubt, the currents, directed by the retaining works, will be most active in clearing the channel, 
still there are places where natural scour should be further aided and directed by stirring up the bottom. 


In the Junk-Channel and right in the new way between the normal lines, there is an extensive 


sandbank having a superficial acreage (in 1897) of about 46 acres at the level of L.W. and 65 acres at 
1 foot lower; in the middle it is raised to about 1 foot+L. W. 


On account of this bank in the middle, the retaining works on either side will be much attacked 


by the stream, and for this reason they are strongly designed, and therefore No. XI has not less than 4 
cribs across a channel existing on that side. 


As soon as the foundation layers of the adjacent works, especially of those on the left side, are 
sunk, stirring up the bottom, say all round the bank, should be commenced and proceeded with at any 
time when the tide runs strong enough for this purpose. 


The matter stirred up will settle where the stream is being retained, or restrained by works and 
at the same time increase the natural scour in the middle. 


This can be done with great effect by the same machines used for dredging. Instead of pumping 
up the matter and delivering it into barges, or directly on shore, the pump is used mostly to set the 


matter in motion, and in most cases it may continue the work during intervals when empty barges have 
not arrived in time. 


As soon as Work No. XVII has proceeded far enough to prevent the outflowing stream from be- 
ing spread out over the Woosung spit—and thus—on the left side of the mouth—confined to the channel, 


a pump dredger, sufficiently oe and able to stand an ordinary rough sea, should be at work in the 
neighbourhood of the Outer Bar. 


During calm weather and sea, most of the matter brought up is to be delivered into barges for 
the deposits, but whenever the ebb stream runs strong enough to carry matter Yangtseward*, the 
maghine is to be used only to wash out and to stir up the bottom. 


During spring tides every ebb tide should be made use of both by day and night. 


As to the cost of the work of clearing the channel by stirring or ploughing up the bottom, it is 
difficult to state anything in figures at present, as has been done for the other items in the estimate, 


but I believe to be on the safe side to say that this, including the cost of all the works required for Plan 
B, would not exceed Three Miilion Taels. 


TIME REQUIRED FOR THE EXECUTION, 


In regulating a stream as the Lower Hwangpu sufficient time must be allowed. 


_ .. T again refer to what I say under the heading of crib-works in the preceding Report, Plan A, 
in which I point out the necessity of always “ keeping time with the effect.” 


Also with regard to dredging plant, time is a factor of the cost of the work, 


‘The same length of time mentioned for Plan A may be required for the execution of Plan B, 


but I believe that the shipping to Shanghai by way of the Junk-channel can be accommodated within 
not much more than a year after starting actual work.

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APPENDIX 'F. 


CONSERVANCY OF THE 
HWANGPOO. : 


The story of the efforts that have been made during five-and-thirty years 
to induce the Chinese Government to attend to the Conservancy of the Hwangpovo 
has peculiar interest at a moment when questions affecting the navigability of 
greater rivers appear likely to assume importance. The following précis, which has 
been compiled by Mr. Hewett, agent of the P. and O. Company at Shanghai, traces it 
from the commencement, and forms a curious introduction to correspondence 
asking the sanction of the Governments concerned to a scheme under which 


the Foreign community offer to provide the larger half of the cost if, only, they may 
be given the necessary powers. : 


Summary of the efforts that have been made from time to tyme to have the river 
Hwangpoo conserved. 


The port of Shanghai on the banks of Hwangpoo, a tributary of the Yangtsze, 
was opened to foreign trade in 1848, under the terms of the Treaty of Nanking. 
Before long, public attention was directed to the condition of the river and to the 
need for some conservancy work being inaugurated, with a view to checking the 
deterioration which was obviously taking place in the channel, and for improving the 
general condition of the water approaches to Shanghai. LEarly in the forties vessels of 
comparatively light draught were not infrequently delayed off Woosung, at the mouth 
of the Hwangpoo, for want of sufficient water to enable them to cross the Bar. 
The writer of this Memorandum has not been able to obtain records for the 
following 20 years showing what, if any, steps were taken to deal with the 
uestion; but it had apparently not been lost sight of for, in 1865, the Shanghai 
eneral Chamber of Commerce reported that it was necessary to improve the navi 
tion of the Yangtsze by increasing the number of buoys, light houses, etc., and then 
proceeded to point out that steps should be taken to prevent encroachments on the 
banks of the Hwangpoo and to conserve and deepen the main channel. 
The Harbour Master (who at that time was also styled “Conservator of the 
Yangtsze”’) had reported, in August 1863, that funds were needed for necessary work; 
but these were not forthcoming—“ as the system which obtained in English ports, 


where tonnage dues were devoted to this and kindred purposes, did not obtain in 
Shanghai.” 
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At the Annual yas Aha the Chamber of Commerce, in 1865, a resolution was 
passed to the effect that, as the amount allowed by the Chinese Government for the 
maintenance of lights, gy" ts etc., etc., bore no Lape elgg to the sum accruing from 
the levying of tonnage dues, it was desirable that the attention of the Foreign 
Ministers at Peking be called to the urgent necessity for the appointment of a skilled 
staff to supervise the River Conservancy. At one time it looked as though these repre- 
tentations were about to have some effect, as the late Mr. Burlingame, w.S. Minister 
at ie wrote (under date March 29th, 1867) to the Secretary of State at Washing- 
ton as follows :— 
“Tam 7 enclose a Memorandum from Mr. Robert Hart, Inspector 
General of the Imperial Maritime Customs, from which you will learn what 
great progress the Chinese are making. They have decided to appropriate 
the entire tonnage dues to the building of light houses and for the improve- 
ment of harbours on the coast of China.” 

Mr. Hart’s Memorandum (which was dated 31st January, 1867) especially referred 
to the Woosung Bar and the conservation of the Shanghai Harbour. 

It contained the following :— | 

| “Knowing the monetary difficulties of the Government I have now 
attempted to prevent the Authorities from diverting a considerable portion 
of the Tonnage Dues from such works as harbour improvements and lighting 
of rivers and coasts to military uses; knowing that temporary pressure 
alone caused them to avail themselves of that fund, once they began to 
understand the light in which foreigners viewed it. * * * i am quite 
certain that they (the Tsungli Yamen and Provincial Officials) will, of their 
own accord and without pressure, furnish means for the carrying out of unobjec- 
tionable plans tending to the improvement of navigation along a coast and 
up rivers in which they clearly see that, in a few years time, they themselves 
will be more deeply interested than all those who now wish to initiate 
such improvements.” 

The Memorandum further mentioned that, while the Foreigners had always 
regarded the Tonnage Dues Fund as “earmarked” for a special purpose, this had 
never before been admitted by the Chinese, who looked upon the tax as having been 
levied for the purpose of general revenue, and consequently they had drawn upon it 
for military purposes during the Taiping rebellion. Mr. Hart there states that the 
large sums now obtained from the Foreign Customs 

““may be said to have completely freed the Fund in question (tonnage 
dues) from all calls for the supply of deficiencies elsewhere.” 

In a postcript, dated 16 March, 1867, Mr. Hart added :— 

*‘ Since writing what precedes, I have received official instructions from 
: sungli-Yamén authorising me to carry out all that this Memorandum 
sets forth.” 

On the 22nd April, 1867, the Tsungli Yamén addressed an official despatch to the 
Representatives of the Treaty Powers in Peking, in which the following statement 
occurred :— 

“During the past few years Mr. Hart has repeatedly brought to 
notice * * * several matters calculated to improve shipping and naviga- 
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tion, and involving the a of funds; and as they were all likely to 
result in advantage to both foreigners and Chinese, the Yamén has willing] 
received and, from time to time, adopted them. Last year * * + x4 
brought forward a preposal whereby the Tonnage Dues should henceforth jo 
set aside regularly and permanently for certain objects, and this was accedod 
to by the Yamén.” : 

After enumerating the duties of the Inspector General of Customs, the despatch 
continues :— : 

“Tt ap that the shoals near the entrances of the open ports, on 
which vessels frequently ground and are injured or lost, have growing 
largely in the lapse of time and obstruct the channel, and the necessary 
expenditure for removing or dredging them will be — large. In addition, 
buoys, lightships, etc., have been to some extent p along the coasts and 
rivers, which will require further ang ‘ 

At the Annual Meeting of the Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce held on 
16th November, 1870, a resolution was unanimously carried to the effect that the 
Taotai be memorialised through the Consuls on the state of the Woosung Inner Bar, 
“which might be made easily navigable for vessels of 24 feet draught.” 

The Treaty Consuls held a Meeting on 16th October, 1871, to discuss the 


question of the Woosung Bar, when the Senior Consul (Mr. Seward, Consul-General 
U.S.A.) stated that the Inspector General (Mr. Hart) had informed him that it had 
been found necessary to send for divers and apparatus as a first step towards removing 
the Lismore* wreck, and that a dredging machine would be  sapotee 


The representative of the P. & O. Company (Mr. F. D. es) at a meeting held 
on 18th December, 1871, called attention to the state of the Woosung Bar, and it was 
again unanimously decided to demand that the Bar be 

Early in 1872 the Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce addressed a circular 
letter to the Ministers at Peking, enclosing among other documents a letter largely 
signed by merchants, underwriters, and shipping agents, calling attention to the 
unsatisfactory nature of the Woosung Bar. e reply received was that Mr. Hart 
had been instructed to give the matter early attention. The Russian Minister, 
through his Consul, replied to the effect that he would not fail, together with his 
colleagues, to maintain an interest in this question, the necessity for a solution of 
which will year after year be more strongly felt, and that he had every reason 
to believe that the matter was receiving the serious consideration of the Chinese 
Government. The Russian Minister went on to say that notwithstanding this serious 
consideration on the part of the Tsungli Yamén the solution of the question was 
likely to be Bloch year after year—a prophetic utterance unhappily only too 
completely fulfilled. . 

In their Annual Report for 1872-73, the Committee of the Chamber of Commerce 
state that the Inspector General and Chinese Authorities have not sufficient funds 
with which to carry on the work. Figures are produced by the Chamber showing 


*The Lismore was sunk in the Yangtsze off the mouth of the Hwangpoo. The wreck never was 


removed, and is now covered by a bank necessitating the permanent presence of a light vessel to mark 
this obstruction to navigation. 
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this excuse to be untenable, as the revenue derived from Tonnage Dues largely 
exceeded the expenditure on light houses, etc.; and t is expressed that no reply 
has been-received from the r General re the Woosung and -Conservation 
of the Hwangpoo, notwithstanding the assurances given that the matter should 
' receive prominent attention at Peking. ee 
“hy In ber, 1872, a protest from the P. & O. Company was receivéd by the 
Chamber of Commerce, with regard to detention of a homeward-bound Mail steamer 
at Woosung. This was passed on to the Inspector General at Peking, with the 
expression of a hope that there would be no further delay in adopting means to 
- improve the navigation of the river. ) 

The Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce (the late Mr. F. B. Johnson) in 
January, 1873, addressed a letter on the subject to Mr. Wade, the British Minister at 
Peking, winding up with an enquiry as to whether His Excellency would support a 
demand, should it be made by the Community, for the Ratepayers of Shanghai to 
undertake the conservancy of the river if the Chinese still decline to assume their 
obligations—‘a duty which it is the obvious function of every civilized Government 
2 page oa col It was suggested that the necessary revenue be raised by taxes 
levied upon native and foreign atipping and upon landed and house property. 

3 In March 1873, the British Minister replied to the effect that, for the next two 
years at least, the construction of light houses would absorb all that was collected 
under the heading of tonnage dues, and that the Chinese Government had not as yet 
sanctioned any outlay of Imperial funds for the conservancy of the river. Such funds, 
if required, would have to be provided from sources other than tonnage dues. He 
recommended the Chamber to wait, as he hoped shortly to obtain a definite statement 
from the Government as to whether it would, or would not, undertake the improvement 
of the Woosung Bar. The British Minister at the same time forwarded copies of the 
reports made by Captain Arthur, R.N. and Lieutenant Tracy, R.N., on the subject of 
conserving the river. 

The Chairman of the Chamber received a letter from the British Consul, dated 
lst October, 1878, stating that the question had been referred to Lord Granville, 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and that the reply received was to the effect 
that the Admiralty contemplated making a new survey of the river. 
| The question was again discussed at the Annual Meeting of the Chamber in 
November 1873, but with no apparent result. 

In the Chamber’s report for the year 1873-4, the Committee acknowledge the 
efforts of her Majesty’s Minister at Peking to bring the Imperial Government to see 
the urgent gg of the case; but he had been met with the “ Heaven-sent-barrier 

argument’ !- The Committee, in spite of this, state that private information has 
' been received which leads them to think that the [mperial Government seriously 
contemplate taking decided steps towards dredging. They go on to say that no oppor- 
mags, be lost for urging the question. 
: the following March (1874) considerable correspondence passed between the 
Chamber, the Senior Consul, and the Governor of Kiangsu, with reference to the 
engaging of two Dutch Engineers from Japan to report on the river. At the same 
time the P. and O. Agent again wrote calling attention to the frequent detention of 
- Mail steamers at Woosung, and wound up by saying ;—“ All that now seems to be 
required is continual agitation from this end, until the work is actually carried out.” 
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That the conserving of the river was even then recognised as a matter demanding 
the earnest attention of H.M’s. Government is proved by the fact that some of the 
correspondence which had passed on the subject was laid before the Houses of Parlia- 
ment (See China No 3, 1874, “ Correspondence respecting the state of the Woosung 
Bar near Shanghai”.) From this correspondence it will be noticed that the British 
Minister informed the Foreign Office that the Inspector General had been authorised 
to spend a considerable sum of money upon Per ag Perrys ¢ 

In March, 1874, the Inspector General (Mr. ) published a Memorandum on 
the Woosung Bar which shews that he did not realize the true position which 
Shanghai held (and would hold in the future) as a centre of trade in this part of the 
Empire, and the consequent necessity of straining every nerve to maintain a waterway 
to the sea suitable for the passage of large steamers. It is, of course, easy to criticise 
such a document 25 years after it was written; but it is interesting to note that Mr. 
Seward, the United States Consul General, replied to Mr. Hart’s Memorandum in a 
very able note pointing out that, geographically, Shanghai was the proper centre for 
trade in Central China and that she should maintain her place as such. He states, in 
one of the final paragraphs, that the purpose of his note is ‘‘ to promote the interests of 
Shanghai so far as they may depend upon the conservation of the river, and especi- 
ally upon the improvement of the Bar at Woosung.”’ ee 

In 1876, Messrs. Esher and de Rijke, two Dutch hydraulic engineers in the 
employ of the Japanese Government, came over from Japan, at the request of the 
Senior Consul, to make a report on the river, their expenses being paid by public 
subscription. The very able and exhaustive report made by them was duly published 


in Shanghai, but saps: was said regarding its value, or necessity for further 
t 


pressing the question, in the Annual Report of the Chamber of Commerce. At the 
Annual Meeting of the Chamber held in March, 1877, the only reference to the matter 
was an explanation by the Chairman that the Chamber had been asked to contribute 
Tis. 100 to help cover the deficit in the cost. | 

In April, 1877, the Chairman of the Municipal Council (Mr. J. Hart), wrote to 
the Chamber of Commerce with reference to the deterioration of the river. He 
pointed out the dangerous manner in which the Pootung Point was extending, and 
went on to state that “a portion of the large amount received by the Chinese Autho- 
rities in tonnage dues should be devoted towards the Conservancy of the port,” 
promising the hearty co-operation of the Council in any steps the Chamber might 
resolve to take. | 

The Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce (Mr. F. B. Johnson) replied that 
“ there can be little doubt that the navigable channel and anchorage grounds of the 
upper reaches of the river are being narrowed, year after year, to such an extent as 
to justify the serious apprehensions which are widely entertained as to the ultimate 
effect upon the port of the rapid shoaling which is taking place ”; goimg on to say 
that these fears were not diminished by a study of the report made by Messrs. Esher 
and de Rijke. 

The Chamber of Commerce and the Municipal Council had already drawn up 
some rules for the formation of a Conservancy Board ; and—having been provisionally 
agreed to by the Tsungli Yamén and the Ministers for France, Germany, Russia, 
America, and Great Britain (as advised in a letter from the Senior Consul General to 
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_the Chamber, dated March 16th, 1876—they were published in London through the 
Committee of the London Chamber of Commerce. | 3 

On the 7th August, 1877, Py ie a phaser to the Ministers urging the formation 
of a ( paleo f ) , and speci irecting attention to the narrowing of the 
river off the Settlements, more particularly in the Long Reach. ' 

The following year the Chairman of the Chamber, while discussing the con- 
servancy of the river at the Annual Meeting of the Chamber held on 6th April, 1873, 
said that lately this question had been left too much out of sight, and went on to add 
that, “‘as the Chinese Government is believed to hold a large unexpended balance of 
the foreign tonnage dues which are by treaty applicable to such improvements, the 
required expenditure may be said to have been already provided for.” 

wg Av more attention was paid to the matter. The Inspector-General of 
Imperial Maritime Customs visited Shanghai, and was interviewed by the Committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce. He was not encouraging, the chief objections brought 
forward being want of funds and the uncertainty as to whether the work, if carried 
‘out, would have the desired result. He suggested that the Shanghai Community 
should take the work in hand, and if the issue were favourable the Chinese Authori- 
ties might then lend their aid. A scheme was finally drawn up, and in the main 
endorsed by the Consuls and agreed to by the Diplomatic Body. 

Further complaints were received from most of the Shipping Companies, during 
the year, as to detention of vessels at Woosung, and a letter was addressed to H.B.M.’s 
Minister (Sir Thomas Wade), who in reply stated the Diplomatic Body would like to 
receive an expression of opinion on the subject from the community at large. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Chamber of Commerce held on March 8th, 1880, 
the Chairman (Mr. F. B. Forbes) brought forward a resolution to the effect that the 
condition of the river approaches to Shanghai gravely imperilled the trade of the port ; 
and that, as the Chinese Government persistently refused to take the matter in hand, 
the Chamber proposed that steps be taken (by levying a tax on trade at the rate of 1/10 
of 1 per cent. ad valorem on all goods passed through the Customs), to raise funds to 
have the work carried out under a foreign Board of Control; a Special Meeting of the 
community being called to discuss the proposal. Mr. Forbes gave an interesting 
summary of the steps taken during the past ten years with a view to having the river 
conserved ; and, after some discussion, his resolution was adopted unanimously. 

In consequence of this, a Meeting of the Mercantile Community was held in 
Shanghai on the 22nd April, 1880, under the auspices of the Consular Body, at which 
the proposal of the Chamber of Commerce was endorsed; the Committee being asked 
to have a memorial signed and sent to Peking. ‘This was done; but all the Chairman 
could report a year later was that no official communication had been received from 
Peking, though it was generally understood that the Tsungli Yamén had returned 

a pe * unsatisfactory reply to the Minister’s representation. 

| uring the year 1881] no correspondence of any importance appears to have 
passed between the Doyen of the Diplomatic Body and the Chamber of Commerce ; 
nothing had been heard of the memorial, but it was believed the Taotai had ordered a 
steam dredger. 

In 1882 no further information was forthcoming, beyond the fact that it was 
understood a powerful dredger had arrived, and it was hoped some active steps would 
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now be taken as regards the Bar. The dredger Anding subsequently arrived, but— 
being in the first place not suitable in several essentials for the nature of the work 
required, and for other reasons—was not a success. | 

At the Annual Meeting of the Chamber of Commerce on April 4th, 1884, a letter 
was read from the P. and O. Agent (Mr. A. Lind) giving the history of the dredger. 
It had arrived in March, 1883. The following September work was commenced on 
the Bar. This was carried on fitfully and unsystematically, with no skilled 
engineering supervision, and after a short time the boat was withdrawn entirely from 
the work. 

The Committee then unanimously agreed to lay the matter before the New 
British Minister, on his arrival. Sir Harry Parkes promised to do what he could. 
stating that he had instructions from the Home Government on the subject. He 
unfortunately died at Peking within a year of his arrival, but it was understood that 
the Chargé d’ Affaires (Mr. ©’Conor) had been instructed by H.M.’s Government to 
press the matter on the Yamén. 

In September, 1884, notice was given that, in consequence of hostilities having 
broken out between France and China, the Chinese Government proposed placing a 
barricade in the river to enable them to block the channel entirely in event of attack. 
The Chairman of the Chamber (Mr. J. G. Purdon), when writing to the Senior 
Consul on the subject, urged that “the very existence of Shanghai as a great com- 
mercial centre * * * * depended upon the freedom of its water communica- 
tion.” The question was referred to Peking; but the Diplomatic Body, while 
sympathising with the Shanghai Community, expressed their inability to move in the 
matter. 

A very largely attended Public Meeting was held in Shanghai, under the 
auspices of the Chamber of Commerce, on the 20th September, 1884, with Mr. J. J. 
Keswick in the chair; when resolutions were passed calling upon the neutral powers 
to intervene and attempt to bring about peace between China and France, and more 
particularly protesting against any tampering with the water approaches of Shanghai. 
[It is worthy of note that the expenses in connection with this Meeting (some ‘I'ls.700) 
were subsequently refunded to the Chamber of Commerce by the Municipal Council, 
in accordance with a resolution passed at a Meeting of the Ratepayers, on the ground 
that the question was one which concerned the well-being of the whole community. | 

In the Spring of 1886, the barricade in the Hwangpoo having been removed, the 
Agent of the P. and O. Company (Mr. H. H. Joseph) wrote to the Chamber of Com- 
merce on the subject of conserving the river, and the usual representations were 
made to the Minister at Peking. A reply was received, in May, through the Senior 
Consul (Dr. Liihrsen), to the effect that representations had again been made to the 
Yamén, but that the Doyen of the Diplomatic Body (Herr Von Brandt) deprecated 
undue publicity being given to the fact, “ as it might interfere very materially with 
the success of the negociations.” The Senior Consul at the same time wrote that 
instructions had been sent to the Shanghai Taotai to take the necessary steps to 
resume dredging. 

On the arrival of the New British Minister (Sir John Walsham) in May, 1886, the 
Committee again urged the matter in a personal interview, when he stated there was 
good reason for hoping that dredging operations might shortly be undertaken. 
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Or operations on the Inner Bar were re-commenced in the spring of 1887, 
the work 7" been placed in the hands of the Imperial Maritime , er de after 
some correspondence on the of the Chamber of Commerce; but subsequently 
: want of funds was again as an excuse for not proceeding with the work. 
: In March, 1889, the Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce (Mr. E. H. Lavers) 
stated, at the Annual Meeting, that he understood dredging would be shortly recom- 
) menced ; and as a matter of fact the dredger Anding, now under supervision of the 
foreign Customs, continued working very intermittently from May, 1889, to 
September, 1891, when she was finally withdrawn. The vessel in the first place not 
having been suitable for the work, and having been some years entirely in the charge 
of Chinese, it was not surprising that when taken over by the Customs she was 
continually breaking down, necessitating considerable expenditure in repairs and 
frequent removal from the scene of work. A very considerable sum of money was 
thus expended by the Customs without any permanent result. The next reference 
made to the Conservancy of the grap in the published reports of the Chamber of 
, Commerce is aa in 1898, when the Chairman, Mr. J. G. Purdon, again wrote to the 
Senior Consul (Mr. J. A. Leonard, U.S. Consul General), pointing out that the very 
existence of Shanghai as a trading centre was seriously threatened by the continued 
neglect of the Chinese Government to carry out remedial measures. The Chairman 
then pointed out the very serious loss which would befall all concerned in the welfare 
of Shanghai, and also the Imperial Government, were the large Mail Companies and 
others compelled to carry on communication with Shanghai by means of small 
auxiliary steamers, estimating the loss on tonnage dues alone at Tis. 300,000 at the © 
least. | 

Acting on a suggestion of the New British Minister (Mr. N. O’Conor), who 
passed through Shanghai in 1892, on his way to Peking, the Chamber of Commerce 
then waa | that Sir Charles Hartley be requested to visit Shanghai and report as 
to the best means of improving the river; and a vast amount of correspondence passed 
between the Chamber and the various officials on the subject. | 

At the Annual Meeting in April, 1894, the Chairman (Mr. C. M. Dyce) was able 
to report that arrangements had been made with Sir C. Hartley to visit Shanghai, the 
expenses to be provided by the two Municipal Councils, the Taotai, and the leading 
shipping and mercantile firms. The British Minister had informed the British Consul 
that the Yamén had signified its approval. It was then arranged that Sir C. Hartley 
should visit Shanghai at the end of 1894, but this agreement had subsequently to be 
cancelled owing to the state of Sir Charles’ health, which prevented his visiting China. 
The Committee lost no time, however, in entering into negotiations to secure the 
services of another expert. _ 

In the Spring of 1895, it was for a short time hoped that the Conservancy of 
the Hwangpoo might be made one of the conditions of peace between China and 
Japan ; but this, if ever seriously considered by the Japanese, was abandoned. 

In the Autumn of 1895, Sir N. O’Conor, the British Minister, passed through 
Shanghai on his way home. The Committee of the Chamber had a meeting with him, 
when he stated that although the Chinese Government was notin a position to do 
much itself in the matter, being fully occupied with the results of the late war, it 
would probably be prepared to grant the foreign community permission to conserve 


for the formation of the necessary Board of Control. 7 | 

The Chamber then entered into negociations with Messrs. Coode, Sons, & 
Matthews, for Mr. Matthews to make a report on the river. The Municipal Council 
in 1896 obtained permission from the Ratepayers to contribute to the cost of this 
survey a sum not exceeding Tis. 15,000. ee 

n the Autumn of 1892 a vessel named the Fewma had been wrecked on the Inner 
Bar. A second vessel, the Nora, struck on this wreck in April, 1895, and also sank 
on the Bar. It was not, however, until very strong representations had been made to 
Peking that instructions were issued by the Tsungli Yamén to the Imperial Customs 
to remove the wrecks, the Bar not being declared free of these obstructions until 
October, 1895. | | 

The loss of the second vessel and the delay experienced in clearing the Bar gave 
rise to further requests on the part of the Chamber of Commerce fora Conservancy 
Board. 

During 1896 the negociations for Mr. Matthews’ proposed visit to Shanghai fell 
through, and the Chamber finally succeeded in —— for Mr. de Rijke (one of the 
Dutch Engineers who had reported on the river in 1876, and who was still in Japan) 
to re-visit the port and make a preliminary report as to the best means of conserving 
the river: half Mr. de Rijke’s fee to be paid by the Municipality. 

Pending the receipt of this report, the Chamber turned its attention to the ques- 
tion of the formation of a Conservancy Board. Considerable correspondence on the 
subject passed between the Chairman (Mr. E. F. Alford) and the Senior Consul who, 
while stating that the Consular Body sympathised with the endeavours of the 
Chamber to get. the river conserved, pointed out the great difficulties which lay in the 
way of carrying out such a scheme. . | : 

The new British Minister (Sir Claude Macdonald) arrived in China in April, 1896, 
when the China Association had an interview with him. The necessity for conserving 
the river was then specially brought to his notice, and during his residence at Peking 
Sir Claude did not let the matter rest; but it was admitted that, before bringing 
forward a definite scheme, it was advisable to await receipt of Mr. de Rijke’s report. 
This was received in the Autumn of 1898, and has since been published. 

As regards the conserving of the river, however, it was pretty generally recognised 
that there is no hope of the Chinese Government ae e work. The neces- 
sary funds must consequently be largely provided by the Foreign Community, and 
before this can be done, and the work commenced, a Board must be established which 
will have entire supervision of the collection and disbursement of funds and of the 
work on the river. 

After much discussion and correspondence with the Consular Body, the Chamber 
of Commerce, on the 19th April, 1899, submitted a final scheme showing how they 
considered the Board should be constituted. This was accepted by the Consular 
Body and forwarded to the Ministers at Peking with a strong recommendation that it 
be confirmed. The Diplomatic Body after considering the scheme finally decided 
that, although in favour of its adoption, nothing could be done until they had first 
communicated with their respective Governments. This, it is understood, has now 
been done; and the Committee of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce decided to 


the river if they were also willing to pay the cost, and that permission would be given 


dO 


_ address a circular letter to all the important Chambers of Commerce interested in the 
China Trade, asking their assistance in urging the importance of the question on their 
respective Home Governments. 

In conclusion, it would be well to point out that in spite of the announcement 
made by‘the Tsungli Yamén, in 1867, that they had agreed to set aside the whole of 
the tonnage dues for the purposes of improving the navigation of the coast and water- 
ways to treaty ports, they have systematically diverted a considerable portion of these 
_ funds to their purposes. In a report by Mr. Consul Jamieson on the “ Revenue and 

Expenditure of the Chinese Empire” (Misc. Series, No. 415), the statement is made 
that 7-10ths of the dues are paid to the Inspector-General and 3-10ths to the Tsungli- 
Yamén for the support of the Tung-Wen-K wan (an Imperial College at Peking). During 
1898 3-10ths of the tonnage dues would have amounted to nearly H. Tis. 185,000. 
This diversion of tonnage dues has been carried on through a long period of years, 
during which the Chinese have repeatedly pleaded “ want of funds” as an excuse for 
not carrying out work which they had agreed to execute, which they had admitted 

was for the benefit of all concerned in the China trade (both natives and foreigners), 
and which they had, at one time at all events, agreed came under the category of 
“ unobjectionable works.” 

It is clear that, if the river is ever to be conserved, the work must be entrusted 
to a Conservancy Board formed of those who are directly interested in the success of 
the scheme, and acting under the protection, and with the approval, of the Foreign 
Treaty Powers.

The condition of the indies River generally and of the Woosung Bar in 
particular has for many years past been a great obstruction to the trade of Shanghai, 
and a cause of great expense by reason of the fact that many steamers engaged in the 
trade of the port are unable to cross the Bar, and are forced to take in and discharge 
their cargoes outside Woosung. As the evil was growing and threatened the future 
existence of Shanghai asa shipping port, this Chamber engaged Mr. J. de Rijke, a 
well-known Dutch expert in the service of the Japanese Government, to make a 
preliminary survey of the River and Bar .with the object of suggesting remedial 
measures. | 
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When this Report was completed it became evident that no such remedial 
measures could be effectually undertaken unless a Conservancy Board was established, 
with full authority to carry out all necessary works of improvement and to collect 
funds to cover the expense of same. This Chamber therefore drew up a scheme em- 
bodying their views which they. laid before the Consular Body, as you will see by 
annexed correspondence, and this being favourably received was forwarded to Peking 
for the approval of the Foreign Representatives. As the latter have decided that 
certain points in the proposed scheme must be submitted to their respective Govern- 
ments, this Chamber begs your earnest assistance in support of its proposal, and trusts 
you will do your best to impress upon your Government the great necessity, in the 
interests of international trade, for the establishment of a Conservancy Board which 
will be empowered to restore and conserve the river approaches to this important 
emporium.

After a thorough study of the scheme of a Conservancy Board for the Woosung 
River, contained in your letter dated 13th December last, the Consular Body, at their 
meeting of 20th instant, closely considered and discussed the matter and desired me to 
state the following : 

The Consular Body admit the great urgency, in the interest of trade, to constitute 
a River Conservancy Board having under its control the works at the Bar or elsewhere 
found necessary by technic, dredging, removal of wrecks and other obstacles, pilot 
service, floating lights, buoys, etc., such Board being also intrusted with the funds raised 
from agreed sources, their mangement and expenditure and, if possible, the issue of 
regulations, and performance of certain maritime police functions, and other preroga- 
tives enunciated in your scheme. 

Although its cosmopolitan nature and the privileges of exterritoriality enjoyed by 
Foreign Powers in China demand that such Board be constituted by an International 
Convention signed at Peking, it is nevertheless evident that this constitution must be 
formulated in Shanghai where all wants and obligatory conditions are known. . 

The said Convention must determine the responsibilities for the Board and its 
Members’ acts, carefully avoid in the constitution of said Board any political character 
or motive of dispute on questions of principles, and provide the Board with means to 
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secure the accomplishment of its functions. All those necessities imply the condition 
that the Board be constituted like, for instance, the Company for the Canal of Suez, 
governing itself by its statutes in which are foreseen the rights and duties of the 
members, the working and representation of the institution. 

It must be noted that the responsibilities of the Board now contemplated, for its 
actions, can only be claimed before a Court of Consuls, it is therefore necessary that 
its rights and duties be formulated, as exactly as possible, in regulations to be 
elaborated preferably in Shanghai. 

These considerations make it evident that Consuls cannot be on the Board: the 
presence there of any official element would be of much greater inconvenience than use. 
[Certain modifications are accordingly suggested. |

I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 6th instant, replying 
to the communication which, on behalf of my Colleagues, I addressed to you upon the 
constitution of a River Conservancy Board. : 

The Consular Body, to whom ve knowledge of the said letter, saw with satis- 
faction the amendments it includes, ut believing it useful that only one scheme be 
forwarded to Peking, they request now the Chamber to amalgamate the first scheme 
with the suggested amendments and send me a new one. 

The Consular Body also considered the motives that prevented the Chamber to 
eliminate the Consuls from the scheme and, while greatly appreciating the reasons 
that induced the Chamber to admit in principle that the interests of all Consuls had 
to be represented and safeguarded as proposed, they direct me to state that the 
remarks of the Consular Body on the subject were simply made in consideration of a 
legal principle, as the Consuls never can be represented and have interests in the 
River Conservancy Board, and.eventually become judges over the same Board, without 
offending the said principle, which could perhaps easily be maintained and conciliated 
if the Consular Body be entitled to elect two Midieseniatives chosen amongst Resi- 


dents of Shanghai.

In reply to your letter of 22nd February, I have the honour to inform you that 
the Committee have since had under consideration the scheme for the constitution of 
a Conservancy Board, embodying certain revisions as suggested by you, and I now 
submit same to you in its entirety as recommended by the Committee at their recent 
meeting. 

Composition oF THE Boarp. 


That the Board should consist of :— 

(a) Two representatives selected by the Consular Body from among the resident 
Foreign Merchants of Shanghai. eet he 

(6b) The Commissioner of Customs or his nominee. 

(c) Two representatives of the Chamber of Commerce to be nominated by the 
Committee. 

(d) Two representatives of the shipping interests to be nominated by firms or 
persons whose entrances and clearances exceed 50,000 tons per annum. 

If considered desirable the Board might still further be increased by a represen- 
tative of the Municipal Council and a representative of the French Municipal Council. 

The Board to elect their own Chairman and Vice-Chairman. 

A paid Secretary to be appointed. .. | 

The Harbour Master and a body of water police and watchmen to be servants of 
the Conservancy Board. | 

In the event of the river being conserved, a competent Engineer should be 
appointed who will have supreme control (under the Board) of the entire work. 


Duties or THE Boarp. 


1.—Regulation of Trafic: To issue such regulations as may be found necessary 
for the regulation of the traffic between the upper limit of the Foreign Settlements to 
the Red Buoy in the Yangtsze, and over all waterways (such as the Soochow and other 
Creeks) within the area of the Foreign Settlements at Shanghai and the Settlement at 
Woosung. | : 

2.—Dredging and Bunding:—No dredging or bunding works to be carried out in 
this section of the river, or in the above-mentioned creeks, without the permission of 
the Board. 

3.—Removal of Obstacles :—To have full power to remove all obstacles in the river 
or creeks and where necessary (as in the case of wrecks, for example) to recover the 
cost of so doing from those responsible. ; 

4.—Control of Lights :—To have complete control of all floating lights, buoys, etc., 
in this section of the River and of such marks on shore as may be necessary for the 
safe navigation of the river, with the exception of Lighthouses, which will remain as 
provided for in Clause 32 of the Treaty of 1858 between Great Britain and China. 

5.—To Receive Proportion of Tonnage Dues :—The Board to receive a proportion of 
the tonnage dues paid to the Imperial Maritime Customs at Shanghai, W and 
any other port on the Hwangpoo, sufficient to cover cost of such work or duties 
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as would be carried out by the Harbour Authorities were the Board not in existence. 

6.—Control of Conservancy Works:—In the event of its being decided (by the 
Board) to carry out the Conservancy of the River, the whole work of so doing to be 
under the control of the Board, even though this may entail work outside the proposed 
limit of their jurisdiction. | 

7.—OCollection and Eapenditure of Funds.—The Board to have the collection and 
expenditure of all funds which may be raised for such works, and to have the power to 
enforce payment once the levying of the Tax has been agreed to by the Joint Powers. 
7 8.—Police and Watchmen :—The Board to have power to organise police and/or 

watchmen to carry out their orders. 

9.—Control of Pilot Service:—The Board to control the Shanghai Pilot Service. 
No licenses to be issued except by the Board, who will have power to deal with these 
licenses. 
| 10.—Enforcements of Requlations :—With regard to enforcing observance of their 
regulations the Conservancy Board, being constituted in concert between the Treaty 
Powers and the Chinese Government, will have the power to sue those who disregard 
. the regulations before their Consuls, and in the case of Chinese before the Mixed 
Court Magistrate in the presence of a Foreign Assessor. All suits against the Board 
shall be brought before the Court of Consuls in the name of the Secretary of the 
Board, - | 


PossrsuteE Sources or REVENUE. 


1.—A special annual charge on the assessed value of the property in the Foreign 
Settlements which, even at one-tenth of one per cent., would produce some Taels 
33,000 per annum. | 

2.—A similar charge on the property with water frontage on both sides of the 
River outside the Foreign Settlements, but between them and the Yangtze. 

3.—A tax on all shipping entering or leaving the port of Shanghai, Woosung or 
any other port on the Hwangpoo, in the shape of a sur-tax on Tonnage Dues to be 
collected at same time as Tonnage Dues and by the same methods. This at 5 cand. per 
ton, making the tutal charge 45 cand. instead of 40 cand. as fixed by Art. XXIX of the 
Treaty between Great Britain and China of 1858, would give an income of Tis. 52,500 
per annum. 

4.—A charge on all merchandise passed through the Customs -at Shanghai, 
Woosung and any other port on the Hwangpoo in a similar manner to the present 
_ wharfage charges giving, at one-tenth of one per cent., say Tls. 55,000 per annum. 
| 5.—An Imperial contribution from the Chinese Government equal to three-tenths 
of the tonnage dues collected in Shanghai would result in some Tls. 120,000, it being 
understood that this proportion of the tonnage dues has been for many years past, and 
still is, diverted from the purpose implied by the Treaties, into alien channels. A 


similar contribution to be made on all tonnage dues which may be collected at 
: —— any other port on the Hwangpoo. ; 

6.—The aggregate of these annual receipts would probably be sufficient to enable 
a constituted authority to raise the necessary oo Fg 


7.—As already stated (Article 2 section 7) this constituted authority would be the 
Conservancy Board Should the annual revenue not be sufficient to provide interest 


and amortization for the capital raised for the Conservancy works, the Board to have 
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power to make such increase in the tax on shipping, property and trade as may be 

necessary to produce the funds required. Three months’ notice of such increase to 

be given to the Consular Body, who in their turn shall publicly notify this increase at 
least one month before it comes into operation. | 

8.—The Board shall, within six months of the close of their yearly accounts, furnish 

the Consular body with a detailed statement giving full particulars of their manage- 

ment, receipts and expenditure during the past twelve months. This report to be 

a ae published for general information. | 

e Committee of this Chamber trust that the above suggested Regulations for 

the Constitution of a Conservancy Board will so far meet with the val of the 

Consular Body that they may be able to transmit them to Peking for the considera- 

tion of the Foreign Representatives, with a strong recommendation for their adoption.
